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“INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF HON. JOHN F. COLLINS, 
MAYOR OF BOSTON. 


JANUARY 6, 1964. 


As we gather here this morning to consider what 
the future holds for our city, our hearts are inevitably 
and sorely afflicted with sadness—a poignant and some- 
times unendurable sadness, engendered by the tragic 
martyrdom of one of Boston’s greatest citizens—our 
late beloved President, John F. Kennedy. 


And on this, the first official occasion of his own 
city since his departure, it is particularly appropriate 
that we record our respect and our admiration for 
this brave and fallen hero. 


John F. Kennedy had the qualities of heart and 
spirit which mark the anointed among us—calling to 
mind the noble and courageous knights of the Arthurian 
legend and the bold and venturesome Crusaders of the 
Middle Ages. He symbolized man’s highest aspira- 
tions, and his most courageous response to challenge. 


He widened the horizons of all of us, by sharing 
with us his own perception of man’s yearning to fulfill 
his loftiest dreams. 


He had confidence in, and affection for, all human- 
kind. Throughout the world, he brought light, and 
laughter and happiness into the lives even of those who 
had good cause to despair. He instilled in all of us a 
new hope for man—a new belief in man’s capacity to 
broaden his dimensions and to realize his greatest goals. 
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It was only natural that men and women every- 
where responded to him with their love, and it was only 
natural that a universal cry of anguish went up in re- 
sponse to his death. 


Faith in our democratic institutions was an indeli- 
ble part of his life and of his convictions. He knew well 
the responsibilities of statecraft involved in the preser- 
vation of those institutions, and he personified the 
principles which must constantly guide the footsteps of 
those to whom leadership has been entrusted. 


Just three years ago this week, in addressing a 
joint session of our Great and General Court, he de- 
voted himself to an exposition of those responsibilities 
and principles. 


““Of those to whom much is given,”’ he said, “‘much 
is required,’”’ and for true and conscientious public 
service he listed these irreducible requirements :—Cour- 
age, Judgment, Integrity and Dedication. 


My friends, the true memorial to this valiant son 
of Boston will ever be found in our hearts. But the 
monument we erect in his memory will consist of how 
we, too, serve—and what we achieve—in his honor— 
and true to his example—and in furtherance of his 
noble objectives. 


Let us so dedicate and consecrate ourselves, and, 
thus inspired, build a truly great and imposing monu- 
ment of unselfish service to our city, to our state, to our 
nation, and thereby to all mankind. 


To that end, let us pledge to one another our trust, 
our understanding and our collaboration. Let us es- 
pecially turn our political swords into plowshares so as 
well to till the rich soil with which we have been favored, 
lest through conflict and neglect our good earth turn 
to dust. 
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The last four years have been eventful and en- 
couraging for the New Boston. Our accomplishments 
have been numerous and important, and require no 
detailed review. Especially noteworthy is our esprit de 
corps, which is at an all-time high. Few cities have had 
the good fortune to benefit, as has Boston, from the 
great quality and quantity of the unselfish services 
rendered by her citizens. Indeed, it may truly be said of 
thousands of Bostonians, that they have asked, not 
what their city could do for them, but what they could 
‘do for their city. 


However, as gratified as we are entitled to feel, we 
dare not become complacent. We cannot rest on our 
laurels, for we are on a treadmill, and if we so muchas 
pause to stand still, we lose ground which we may 
never regain. 


The fact 7s that Boston’s problems remain numerous, 
difficult and urgent, and among the most serious and 
immediate of these problems are those of transportation, 
education and taxation. 


The further fact 1s that Boston by herself can do 
little about these problems, for the key to their solution 
lies not in her hands, but in the hands of our elected state 
officials. 


And the disheartening fact 1s that the state govern- 
ment, in recent years, has been grossly inadequate in 
carrying out its responsibilities, not only to Boston, but 
to all the cities and towns of our Commonwealth. 


If Massachusetts municipalities are accurately 
described as creatures of the Commonwealth, then they 
are indeed offspring of an unfeeling parent. And if the 
cities and towns may be further described as arms of 
the legislature, then they are appendages so far removed 
therefrom that the legislative body has become insensi- 
tive to their pain and distress. 


For more than a decade Boston and her sister 
cities and towns have persistently and _ respectfully 
called the State’s attention to the grave problems of 
local property tax relief, increased aid to education, and 
mass transportation. 
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But—except for a valiant and dedicated minority of 
senators and representatives, alas, too few in number— 
their pleas and warnings have been blithely ignored and 
disregarded—receiving, at best, a modicum of lip service, 
with the result that legislation of critical importance to 
Boston and other cities has too often been quietly and 
quickly buried. 


Yet while the State has been pleading poverty to 
the needs of local government, it has gone merrily along 
on the road to its own fiscal disaster, creating new and 
in many instances unnecessary jobs, handing out 
frequent and sometimes disproportionate salary in- 
creases, and in the process, drying up financial resources 
which long ago should have been made available to the 
cities and towns, which can no longer live on mere 
promises! 


We in Boston have reduced our combined city and 
county budget 2.7% in the last four years, while the 
state budget has increased 20.7%! 


In the last ten years, the state budget has increased 
more than 96%, while the Boston budget has increased 
only 37%—and Boston has achieved this record not 
only despite increased state assessments, increased 
MDC assessments and increased MTA assessments, but 
also despite a 72% rise in school appropriations alone! 


And so I say—with all conviction and with all the 
respect due the honorable members of our state govern- 
ment—the moment of truth is fast arriving—and it is 
incumbent upon all of us to face the fiscal facts of life, 
and to take now the steps that we may not have time 
to take, if we ever reach the moment of desperation. 


What is needed is a massive citizens’ assault on the 
minds of our elected state officials, so that they may be 
made to realize—once and for all—that our state 
administration and our local administrations are not 
two competitive systems of government, but integrated 
parts of a single body politic, elected by, and to serve 
the needs of, the same citizens of Massachusetts. 


I have faith that once this fundamental concept is 
understood, accepted, and implemented at the state 
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level, then most of our problems will find ready and 
successful solutions. 


* *f * * 


The problem of mass transportation is not confined 
to Boston, and Boston’s concern with this subject is not 
confined to the MTA. 

The problem affects each and every inhabitant of 
the 75 cities and towns making up Metropolitan Boston, 
- and the solution must be on a full metropolitan regional 
basis—not on a local basis, not on a sectionalized 
basis, and not on a piecemeal basis. 

If the Boston & Maine and the New Haven Rail- 
roads discontinue commuter transportation to Boston, 
then 20,000 commuters from the north, northwest 
and southwest will join the 10,000 from the South 
Shore on highways which are already overly congested. 
There will not be space, and there are no new roads 
designed for their convenience. 

Even if new superhighways were planned for such 
an onslaught, the automobiles involved would require 
10,000 more parking spaces within the City of Boston, 
in addition to those already needed and planned for. 
And I may note here that a bill to permit the City of 
Boston to borrow 20 million dollars for parking garage 
purposes recently passed the House, only to be un- 
ceremoniously interred in the Senate. 

But more superhighways—more expressways to 
motorized traffic jungles—are not the answer in any 
event. 

We have reached the stage where we must realize 
and accept certain transportational facts—and the 
time for daydreaming is past: 

First, we must accept the fact that the railroads 
are going out of the commuting business, and nothing 
we do can keep them in it very long. 

Second, we must accept the fact that local mass 
transportation has become a governmental responsi- 
bility, the resolution of which does not lie in higher 
fares and reduced service, but in a sensible balance of 
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moderate fares and reasonable service, tailored to the 
travel requirements of all our citizens. We must face 
up to inevitable deficits, which must be assumed by— 
and equitably apportioned among—the State itself, 
and all—I repeat, all—of the municipalities involved. 


Third, we must be mature and intelligent enough 
to understand that this problem must be solved on a 
metropolitan basis—and cannot be solved on a section- 
alized, city by city, or town by town, basis. It requires 
a collective, collaborative effort for the benefit of, and 
in the enlightened self-interest of, the entire metro- 
politan population. Barriers between the states and 
regions of this nation have always been held uathink- 
able. Barriers between adjoining cities and towns of 
Metropolitan Boston are sheer and mad self-destruction. 

What is required, and required immediately, is a 
program of MTA rapid transit extensions along avail- 
able railroad rights of way, so that the population of 
the entire metropolitan region may be adequately 
served. 

Such a program must be accompanied by an 
administrative structure that gives effective repre- 
sentation and authority to those cities and towns that 
receive the transit services and help pay for their cost. 

It must also be accompanied by a financial plan 
involving direct state participation, so as to untie the 
combined knots of sectionalism, confusion and inertia, 
and to replace chaos with order and progress. 

The time for studies is past. The time for action 
is here. There is no ‘‘time-out”’ in this struggle against 
regional economic strangulation. The transportational 
clock cannot be adjusted to fit political calendars—this 
clock runs on, regardless. We cannot permit time to 
run out on us. 

* * * * * 

Another area in which the State has been notably 
deficient is in the field of aid to local education. 

I am sure I do not need to explain or emphasize 
to any of you the necessity and importance of increased 
and improved educational facilities and professional 
services.

The decline in Boston’s public school enrollment 
has been reversed. From 90,000 in 1960, the enrollment 
is now nearly 95,000, and will grow to 106,000 in 1970. 


The problems of replacing superannuated buildings, 
and providing increased facilities, unfortunately face 
us at the very time when we must initiate bold new 
educational programs for the benefit not only of the 
culturally disadvantaged child and the unusually en- 
dowed child, but also to equip and enable all of our 
pupils to meet the increasingly complex challenges of 
‘the world in which we live. 


Boston is meeting the need for new facilities in its 
recently launched multimillion dollar school construction 
program. 


And Boston is facing the requirements for educa- 
tional innovations through new reading, counseling 
and work-study programs. 


But imposing buildings will fail us, and experimental 
programs will founder—unless we have talented teachers. 


The cost of attracting and paying for the best 
teachers is constantly rising, and will predictably rise 
each year. The amount of this essential and unavoidable 
expense is simply beyond the financial capacity of 
Boston’s taxpayers alone, that is, unaided by more 
generous state allotments tor educational purposes. 


Traditionally the people of Massachusetts have 
stood for the highest and the best in education, as in 
all other cultural areas. But the state government of 
Massachusetts has been among the most laggard in 
furnishing aid for educational purposes. Massachu- 
setts has the dubious distinction of being 46th among 
all the states of the nation in aid for local education. 
It has been estimated that the Commonwealth con- 
tributes only 8% of Boston’s school operating costs, as 
compared with an average contribution to all other 
Massachusetts municipalities of 20%, while the national 
average is 40%. 


The time has arrived for the State to undertake 
its fair share of the cost of educating our young and 
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also to correct the discrimination in this regard between 
Boston and the other cities and towns of the Common- 
wealth. 

* * * * * 


For four consecutive years we have succeeded in 
lowering Boston’s tax rate, despite a reduced tax base, 
increased State assessments, and unavoidable increases 
in school appropriations. This we accomplished through 
numerous budgetary economies, accelerated collection 
procedures, and increased departmental efficiency. 


At the same time, we reduced our public debt, 
got urban renewal off to a significant start, and helped 
stimulate a billion dollar building boom, which is 
improving the facade of Boston and creating more jobs 
for her citizens. 


I had hoped to be able to assure you today that 
1964 would see a fifth consecutive decrease in our 
tax rate — but I must in candor, and with great personal 
disappointment, state that the prospects even of hold- 
ing our rate are gloomy and unfavorable. 


~The answer is that holding our finger in the dike 
can be only partially successful, because the State, the 
MDC, and the MTA are always pouring more water 
into the dam. And we lack both the power to control 
the flow, and the resources within which to contain it. 


Indeed it is fortunate that we converted a cash 
deficit four years ago into a cash surplus of 6 million 
dollars today — otherwise the situation would be even 
more discouraging. 


We are faced immediately with increased State 
and MDC assessments of 2 million dollars, and an 
increased MTA assessment of one and one-half million 
dollars. Welfare and veterans’ services costs beyond 
our control will increase two and one-half million dollars. 
Not including proposed 1964 salary increases, school 
costs will rise some 3 million dollars. 


In this situation, the Commonwealth’s blithe in- 
difference to our problems is, I assure you, neither 
comforting nor assuring. | 
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The root of the problem is that the State has 
failed the cities and towns, by refusing to give them the 
wherewithal to meet their own costs, let alone the 
additional expenses imposed upon them by the State. 


The principal source of local tax revenue is the 
property tax—and this is continually being eroded 
by new tax exemptions created by the legislature. 

The state income tax was established on the main 
premise that its proceeds would be distributed almost 
_wholly to the cities and towns. Yet today, the State 
retains 55%, and only 45% goes to local government. 


And the State even deducts its school contribution 
grant from this 45% distribution to the municipalities. 


To add consternation to our disappointment, the 
local communities are forced to finance the State’s 
own share of costs of welfare, vocational education and 
veterans’ benefits — and forced to wait anywhere from 
three to twenty-three months for reimbursement by 
the State. 


We in Boston shall nevertheless make every effort 
to hold the line—using our free cash, a moderate but 
significant increase in new valuations through new 
construction, and an increase in departmental receipts— 
but it presently seems impossible to avoid an increase 
in the 1964 Boston tax rate. 


The indifference of the state government to the 
problems of Boston and other local taxpayers is only 
underlined—when we consider how beneficial to the 
Commonwealth, as well as to Boston, have been our 
decreased tax rates of the last four years—which have 
served to attract new investors, to stimulate a major 
building boom, and to create thousands of new Jobs. 


For at least a decade, the state leadership has 
acknowledged that a new source of income is required, 
for the relief of home owners and other real estate tax- 
payers. But always the matter is referred to ‘‘next 
year.” Well, ‘‘next year” is never going to come, and 
the time to act is this year and here and now! 


The combined talents of our state government must 
now be equal both to the recognition of the task and to 
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the task itself. I firmly believe that our elected state 
officials have the capacity that is required. But they 
must also show the courage necessary to the task. The 
exercise of that courage will be warmly applauded, as 
well as appreciated, by every citizen of Massachusetts. 


*k * *K * 


While Boston’s problems are severe, our difficulties 
are outmatched by our prospects—and our discourage- 
ment is overcome by our determination. 


We have come a long way, and we are determined 
to go all the way. The past four years have proved that 
there is nothing that the people of Boston cannot do, if 
they will to do it—and they have so willed. 


*f * * ** * 


Among other matters, the people of Boston are de- 
termined that the improvement and perfection of their 
community relations shall not be hindered or prevented 
by thoughtless attitudes or activities on the part of any 
protagonist. 


Boston has always been and will always be a bastion 
of democracy and-a fortress protecting human rights 
everywhere. History proves that and will prove it 
agaln. 


The people of Boston have a passion for social 
justice, but they have learned long ago that the use of 
reason and moderation is not inconsistent with, but 
indeed essential to, the attainment of our social ob- 
jectives. 


I say to all concerned that we must ever remember 
that intemperate, and impulsive attitudes are no antidote 
for the poisons of bigotry, intolerance and misunder- 
standing; and that problems of human relations are 
not best solved in the flaming cauldron of emotional 
stress. 


This is a good city, made up of good people, who 
know that hatred and malice go with cowardice, while 
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goodwill and understanding go with courage. We have 
mutual problems today, but we will work them out 
together—as one mature and united community, striv- 
ing and working together, with our minds as well as our 
hearts, to achieve welcome and successful solutions, in 
the context and atmosphere of our mutual trust, mutual 
understanding and mutual affection.

However significant the inauguration of a Mayor of 
Boston may be as an official event, it is yet only an 
incident to be noted in the chronology of our city. 


What is important is not the incident of this 
inaugural, but the enduring record of our performance. 


And so I say to my colleagues the honorable mem- 
bers of our new City Council and of our new School 
Committee—let our record be one of honor and honor- 
able achievement—let the judgment of history be less 
one of acclaim than of approval. 


Let us join together and with the people of Boston 
in further strengthening the resources of our beloved 
city, both physical and spiritual, so that Boston may 
enduringly remain one of the greatest and proudest 
cities of our great nation. 


And in carrying out our trust, let us ever be mind- 
ful of these words written by our late President in his 
last hours: 

“The righteousness of our cause must always 
underlie our strength, for as was written long ago, 
‘except the Lord guard the city, he guard watches 
in vain.’ ”’

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the tenth annual report of 
the Administrative Services Department for the year 
commencing January 1, 1963, and ended December 31, 
19638. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section 1, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961, the Administrative Services 
Department is in charge of a Board, known as the 
Administrative Services Board, consisting of an officer 
known as the Director of Administrative Services, who 
is Chairman of said Board; an officer known as the 
Supervisor of Budgets; an officer known as the Super- 
visor of Personnel; an officer known as the Purchasing 
Agent; and the Commissioner of Assessing, the City 
Auditor, and the Collector-Treasurer, ex-officiis. 

Under Section 2 of the previously mentioned ordi- 
nance, it is the duty of said Board, and more especially, 
the Director of Administrative Services, to make, under 
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the Mayor, studies and recommendations with respect 
to the organization, activities, policies, and procedures 
of all departments, boards, and officers of the city 
government so that the administration thereof shall 
be economical and efficient. 

There were no changes in Board membership during 
the year. However, at the close of business on December 
30, Joseph P. Lally, the permanent City Auditor, who 
was on a leave of absence from this assignment to 
accept the position of Deputy Superintendent of 
Finance in the Hospital Department, tendered his 
resignation to you. At the same time, John T. Leonard, 
who was filling the position of City Auditor on a tem- 
porary basis, was appointed permanent City Auditor, 
thereby making official the status of the City Auditor 
on a permanent basis and who, by virtue of his office 
under the existing ordinance, becomes a permanent 
member of this Board. 

The tentative or experimental policy of holding 
informal meetings with board members rather than 
conducting formal meetings, was continued during the 
greater part of 1963, with only two formal meetings 
being held under the dates of January 22 and February 
19 at Room 48, City Hall. 

The need for holding meetings of a formal nature 
at more regular intervals, as is required under the 
provisions of the statute establishing the Public Safety 
Commission, did not present itself except on the two 
occasions previously mentioned. ‘The major portion 
of the activities of the department were more or less 
limited to functions already established within the 
department either through previous board action or 
by the authority vested in the Director as a department 
head under the provisions of the City Charter. 

Through the acceptance of the Jacobs Classification 
and Compensation Survey for City and County Em- 
ployees on March 6, a tremendous amount of clerical 
and paper work was required to implement the results 
of the new plan. This work included the amending of 
existing records, the interviewing of appellants, and the 
training and acquainting of personnel clerks within the 
city and county governments with the provisions of

the new rules and regulations as set forth in City Docu- 
ment 41—1963 which was issued in conjunction with 
the advice and consent of the Law Department. 

Under date of March 5, you approved an action of 
the board which provided for a new procedure in the 
matter of re-establishing control over the expenditure 
of funds for overtime pay. Prior to this time, it was 
only necessary for a department head to secure the 
written approval of the Mayor prior to the authoriza- 
tion of overtime pay in most instances. It was felt 
that control was lacking under this procedure for the 
reason that a Mayor of a city as large as Boston could 
not possibly check on the merits of each request for 
overtime pay without creating unnecessary delays and 
possibly approving the expenditure of funds which did 
not actually exist for the purpose intended. Therefore, 
the new procedure which took effect on and after 
April 1, requires that all city departments shall secure 
the written approval of the Director of Administrative 
Services as to the necessity for such an expenditure and 
the approval of the Supervisor of Budgets as to the 
availability of funds before overtime pay is authorized, 
except under unusual circumstances, or where the life 
or health of the public may be impaired. 

One new unit, the Data Processing Unit, was offi- 
cially established by the Director during the past year 
although it was activated on a tentative basis during 
1962. This unit, a segment of the Administrative Divi- 
sion, functions on the fourth floor of City Hall Annex 
and a report on its operations and activities is contained 
under a separate section of this document. 

The employees of the Group Life and Health Insur- 
ance Unit, which was also activated on a tentative 
basis during 1962 as a segment of the Administrative 
Division, were transferred to the Personnel Division 
during 1963, where the function rightfully belongs. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


The Administrative Division, which is responsible for 
the carrying out of the major portion of administration 
policy as set forth by the Director, has been stymied 
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more or less in its usual operations due to the assign- 
ment of three of its staff during the past year to other 
agencies or divisions. One member of the staff was 
assigned to the Personnel Division to work with the 
Jacobs Group in its reclassification and compensation 
study and to assist in the implementation of the re- 
sults of this study. Another member was assigned to 
the office of the City Record to supervise its business 
operations and the third member was assigned to the 
office of your Press Secretary to install a system of 
filing that will be consistent with latest library and news 
media techniques. 

The assignment of these gentlemen was not only in 
accordance with the provisions of the ordinance, but 
was a clear demonstration of the ability and qualifica- 
tions of these individuals to handle matters of a varied 
administrative character. 

Excluding the operations of the Data Processing 
Unit, the normal activities of the division were carried 
on with limited personnel, thereby preventing the initia- 
tion of several administrative surveys or studies that 
were contemplated at the close of the year 1962. How- 
ever, in spite of the personnel factor, some 29 directives 
were issued concerning various administrative matters 
in addition to other services rendered to which refer- 
ence is made later on in this section. Directives issued 
include the following:

In reviewing the above directives it Bi be well to 
record herein a commentary on such subjects or issues 
that are not considered routine in nature or have resulted 
in new or amended policies. 

In connection with the erection of our new City Hall, 
meetings were arranged by the Executive Secretary to 
the Board between the representatives of Becker & 
Becker Company and various city departments and 
boards to finalize plans for proposed layouts of offices. 
These meetings were held in April and afforded each 
department head or board officer an opportunity to re- 
view and update preliminary plans and to request such 
changes or alterations in such plans as were considered 
feasible. The majority of changes requested will be 
reflected in the final plans and will provide the data 
necessary for the architects to include in said plans such 
changes as may be applied without disrupting the basic 
design of the building or the designated departmental 
locations within the building as originally planned. 

Due to the assignment of three other members of the 
staff to other functions, it was necessary, in December, 
to request two members of the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority staff to conduct an exploratory survey to de- 
termine service and storage requirements for each de- 
partment. The need for maintenance and repair shops, 
vehicle and supply storage, and similar functions will be 
studied. This study is progressing at the present time 
and it is hoped that the results will be available within 
the near future. 

One of the directives listed above concerned the dis- 
tribution, in accordance with your suggestion, of copies 
of your message dealing with the Conflict of Interest 
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Law which went into effect under date of May l. 
Copies were distributed to all department heads and 
board officers, who, in turn, were instructed to secure 
from the Printing Plant or from this office a sufficient 
supply to cover all employees of the city, including 
permanent, provisional, and emergency. It was also 
pointed out in this directive that all future employees of 
the city government, whether hired on a temporary or 
permanent basis, be supplied with copies of your 
message when entering the employ of the city. 

In December, the Boston Municipal Research Bureau 
issued a report on its study covering Printing Plant 
operations and several of its recommendations for im- 
proved efficiency and economy in said operations were 
similar in scope to those incorporated in the directive 
issued under date of May 2. For your information, we 
are including in this report a copy of this directive which 
was distributed to all department heads and county 
officers long before the Research study had been initi- 
ated: 

“The Printing Department has called to my attention 
that some departments are lax in planning and submitting 
orders for printing which has resulted in unnecessary delays 
and the resultant increased production costs. In order 
to conduct the Printing Plant in an efficient and business- 
like manner it is necessary that we secure the cooperation 


of all. Your assistance is requested in the following 
manner: 


1. In the ordering of supplies, do not wait until your 
supplies are exhausted before reordering. Systematic 
planning is a requisite for efficient plant operations, 
thereby eliminating duplication of effort in typesetting, 
press work, and billing. 


2. Your Annual Reports are due in and should be sub- 
mitted as soon as possible. 


3. Recheck your copy before sending to the Printing 
Plant. All copy should be submitted on one side of 
an 83-inch x 11-inch page, typewritten, double-spaced 
and edited. Poor copy will result in delay. 

4. Proofs should be returned to the Printing Plant as soon 


as possible, and certainly no later than one week after 
submission. 


Strict adherence to the above will result in more efficient 
operation and utilization of our Printing Plant.” 
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Another directive of significant importance concerned 
the enactment of an amendment to Chapter 234 of the 
Acts of 1963 which reads as follows: 

“Section 1B. An employee of a city or town who serves 
as a grand or traverse juror in a federal court or in the 
courts of the commonwealth shall receive from such city 
or town the difference between his salary and the compen- 
sation he received for such jury service, exclusive of any 
travel or other allowance.” 

Department heads and county officers were instructed 
to post copies of this directive on their bulletin boards 
for the general information of all employees. 

Assistance was rendered by a member of the Adminis- 
trative staff in the planning and arranging for the 
groundbreaking ceremonies for the new City Hall which 
were held under date of September 18 in the Dock 
Square area of the city. This event is mentioned here 
because of its historic significance and the presence at 
the ceremony of a majority of Boston leaders in every 
field of endeavor, including religious dignitaries; federal, 
state, and local government officials; representatives 
from business, civic, and fraternal organizations; the 
judiciary; and members of the press. This outpouring 
of dignitaries and officials upon this auspicious occasion 
was indicative of a desire upon the part of the leaders 
of our community not only to witness the inauguration 
of a major building and redevelopment program but to 
indicate, by their presence, a willingness to cooperate 
with you and your municipal team in the rebuilding and 
revitalization of our beloved municipality. 

Public relations work conducted by the division con- 
sisted of the organizing and conducting of the Annual 
Conferama for municipal employees held on November 
21 and 22, in addition to the following: 

The compiling of statistical and analytical reports con- 
cerning not only the activities of various agencies and de- 
partments of city government but other activities in private 
industry as well; 

The compiling of annual reports of the department, in- 
cluding the activities of the Public Safety Commission ; 

The compiling of minutes of monthly meetings of the 
Public Safety Commission in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 203, Acts of 1959, as amended by 
Chapter 194, of the Acts of 1961; 
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The handling of correspondence addressed to the Di- 
rector and/or the Board; 

The rendering of assistance to the Greater Boston United 
Fund annual campaign in the City Hall District, General 
Business District, Commerce and Industry Section; 

The holding of meetings with municipal representatives 
of several foreign countries in addition to representatives 
from other sections of the United States concerning various 
municipal activities and functions; 

The compiling of reports of varied character submitted 
to your office as requested by your Administrative As- 
sistants; and 

The preparing of replies to Council Orders pertaining to 
certain municipal functions. 


1963 CONFERAMA REPORT 


A most timely and important subject was featured 
at the Municipal Employees Eighth Annual Conferama 
held at the Boston Public Library Auditorium in 
November, namely, ‘‘The Megalopolis—Traffic and 
Transportation Problems. ”’ 

The theme was important in that the problems of 
trafic and transportation have been increasing by 
leaps and bounds during the past decade or more with 
studies and surveys being conducted at various levels 
without any definite action emanating to solve the 
problems as a result of these studies. It was felt that 
some of the major issues involved should be brought 
out into the open for general discussion and, as the 
offerings of our distinguished speakers received more 
than ordinary coverage through various news media 
channels, we feel that some success in certain areas will 
be resolved during the current year. 

Since the presentation, the Mass Transportation 
Commission came up with a major plan which empha- 
sized extensions of present MTA rapid transit facilities 
on a basis that attracted rather than detracted the 
attention of several of the communities involved. If 
only this phase of the plan was adopted, it is the con- 
sensus of public officials and business generally that 
this would be a major step in the fulfillment of other 
recommendations contained in the plan and also would 
be a major step in substituting action for inaction in 
at least one category of the overall problem. 
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Although we were obliged to organize and prepare 
this presentation with a limited staff, the assistance 
rendered by other agencies and individuals of our 
municipal family made possible the success which 
crowned our efforts. These agencies and individuals 
to whom we are indebted include the Printing Section 
of the Purchasing Division for the printing of our 
official program; Daniel V. Herlihy of the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority for the program cover design; 
your Administrative Assistant, John H. O’Neill, Jr., 
who arranged the catering service for the distribution of 
refreshments; Thomas Manning and George Scully of 
the Library Department, who arranged the Lecture Hall 
exhibits and printed the name and subject placards for 
panel presentations; Sinclair Hitchings and Paul Swen- 
son of the Library Department, who arranged the 
Wiggin Gallery exhibits of ‘‘Old Boston’”’ engravings; 
John Lane, the official city photographer who produced 
pictures for publication; and last, but not least, the 
Director of the Boston Public Library who rendered 
many incidental services through several of his as- 
sistants who cooperated with us in every way in making 
the overall presentation a memorable one. 

Your presence and active participation in the opening 
hours of proceedings was an incentive for the employees 
present to be exceptionally attentive and helped tremen- 
dously in creating the interest and enthusiasm dis- 
played during the course of the presentation. From 
your remarks at the opening of the Conferama, we 
gained the impression that you apparently were pleased 
with the attendance and type of program which we 
offered. Your suggestions for improving and expanding 
the Conferama idea will be given consideration when 
we prepare and organize plans for our 1964 presentation. 

In addition to your participation as Honorary Chair- 
man, the Director of Administrative Services as General 
Chairman, and the Executive Secretary to the Board as 
Coordinator, the following experts in their respective 
fields of endeavor made a tremendous contribution to 
the overall program, for which we are also deeply 
grateful and to which we are all deeply indebted:

DATA PROCESSING UNIT 


During 1963 we have actively continued the de- 
velopment of data processing on service charges and 


related functions. As the 1962 report indicated, the 
1963 program included water and sewer service charge 


billing, the conversion of Police and Voting List files 
and the preparation of poll tax bills for 1963. All of 


these projects were successfully accomplished. 
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The conversion of Police and Voting List files, nearly 
500,000 items, was completed during the first half of 
1963 and the production of 770,000 lines of listing 
information on duplicating masters were finished within 
the statutory deadlines, thanks to the cooperation re- 
ceived from the Police and Election Departments and 
the Printing Section. 

The Data Processing Unit, with the cooperation of 
the Assessing and Treasury Departments, also prepared 
some 230,000 poll tax bills and commitments. 

In addition, we have continued to concern ourselves 
with the development of data processing requirements 
for agencies which will be moving to the new City Hall. 
These requirements have been reviewed in the initial 
stages and the development of detailed equipment 
layouts in both preliminary and final design have also 
been reviewed and approved. 

Appropriations requested for the Data Processing 
Unit for 1964 are at the same level as for 19638, in spite 
of increases In equipment costs. We continue to believe 
that this sum will be adequate for the completion of the 
program as it is now defined. 

The unit has provided, in addition to its routine work, 
special services to other city departments and is pres- 
ently involved in the development of other applications 
areas cooperatively with the Public Works Department. 
We believe that this constitutes tangible evidence of 
the type of service capability which will be of sub- 
stantial benefit to the effective management of a modern 
city government. 


BUDGET DIVISION 


The Budget Division prepared the 1963 budget for 
the city and county which, under the provisions of the 
City Charter, was submitted to the City Council by 
the first Monday in February. 

The 1963 budget, as submitted, showed an increase 
of only $10,561.51 over the 1962 budget. However, by 
the end of 1963, due to several factors of which you are 
aware, this slight increase expanded to some $5,200,000 
additional. The factors involved are as follows: 
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Statutory pay increases to employees of our court system; 

Increases for police and firemen; 

Increases for nurses and physicians at our hospitals; 

Increases for librarians and assistant librarians; 

Increases for others covered by the Jacobs Survey; 

Increases in welfare and veterans’ services benefits; and 
an increase in the appropriation for the Group Insur- 
ance Plan for City and County employees. 


Studies of this division during the preparation of the 
1963 budget were instrumental in the placing of the 
Sanatorium function in the capacity of an income 
department for the first time in Boston’s budget history, 
resulting in a savings to the city of more than one 
million dollars. 


Many problems were presented during the year 
because of special appropriations made necessary by 
the implementation of new compensation plans in almost 
every agency of both the city and county. 

Welfare and Veterans’ Services Departments were 
faced with unforeseen expenditures which required 
special examination and review, and subsequent ad- 
ditional appropriations. 

The replacement of obsolete equipment on a pay-as- 
you-go basis required constant revisions of estimates by 
the division and departments concerned with additional 
responsibility being placed upon budget personnel. 

Once again, the availability of ‘‘Free Cash” allowed 
for a more flexible tax base and permitted a tax rate 
declaration which was announced earlier last year than 
at any time in the past. 


As a result of the businesslike manner of your ad- 
ministration, the image of Boston has steadily improved, 
with the confidence of the business community dis- 
played at every turn. It is hoped that this attitude 
will continue to prevail. The Budget Division is proud 
to have played an important part in this ambitious 
and progressive program and shall continue its efforts 
in developing and improving techniques in budgeting 
which, in turn, will result in the taxpayer receiving 
maximum service at a minimum cost. 
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COMPLAINTS DIVISION 


The aim of this division is to accelerate the function 
of processing complaints, to examine and investigate 
each complaint registered, regardless of what agency 
or individual may be involved, and to render information 
to the public in much the same manner as obtains in most 
of our successful private business enterprises throughout 
the country. 

Since this function was moved to the first floor of the 
City Hall from an office on the second floor adjacent 
to the Mayor’s Office, there have been many more people 
calling in person for the registering of complaints 
or for the seeking of information. 

We have noted during the past year, and the previous 
year as well, that there has been an increase in the num- 
ber of requests for additional street lighting facilities. 
This type of request is more or less common throughout 
the country at the present time, for obvious reasons, 
and we realize that you are doing everything in your 
power to accelerate this program in areas where the need 
is most urgent. Complaints concerning the abandon- 
ment of dilapidated cars on public streets, private ways 
and many vacant lots have also been increasing, and 
have posed a serious problem for both the Police and 
Public Works Departments. Without the excellent 
cooperation received from all public safety agencies 
of the city in addition to other departments, such as 
the Building, Public Works, and Parks and Recreation 
Departments, our efforts in dealing with these complaints 
on a businesslike and courteous basis would have been 
in vain. 

The informational function of the division has been 
expanding rapidly during the past few years due to the 
greater number of tourists visiting our city. National 
publicity concerning Boston’s progress and revitaliza- 
tion during the past four years has created more than 
ordinary interest throughout the country. The demand 
for maps and information concerning Boston’s historical 
sites has also increased to the extent that our own sup- 
plies which we acquire with limited funds are exhausted 
a few weeks after acquisition, thereby requiring the 
cooperation of both state and private agencies to supply 
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us with material for distribution. We have been most 
fortunate in this connection and take this occasion to 
express our thanks for their cooperation and assistance. 

With the advent of a new City Hall in the offing, we 
are firm in the belief that the present activities of this 
division will expand further within the next two years 
to a point where additional help and additional funds 
may be necessary to carry on this function in a satis- 
factory manner. After the new City Hall is erected and 
we have moved to the new location, we can visualize a 
greater demand for information in many other areas than 
are presently covered but, with the cooperation of the 
Chamber of Commerce, civic organizations, the various 
news media channels, and federal and state agencies, we 
should be in a position to render the type of service that 
will refiect credit upon the city and your administration. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


In addition to the regular functions of the Personnel 
Division, the early months of 1963 were largely devoted 
to the preparatory steps necessary to the activation of 
the J. L. Jacobs & Company recommendations. Esti- 
mates of cost of implementation of the new plan were 
determined by a method of figuring based on the appli- 
cation of the rules for transition as drawn by the Jacobs 
Company. 

Numerous meetings were held at the Classification 
Office of the Division of Civil Service in order to de- 
termine whether or not the new classifications, as re- 
commended, would be acceptable to Civil Service. 
As a result of these conferences many revisions were 
made before a final list of positions was established. 

The officials of the Personnel Division arranged 
meetings with the personnel of the various City and 
County Departments to instruct them in the interpre- 
tation of the rules for administering the new Compensa- 
tion Plan. 

Hearings were held by the City Council prior to ap- 
proval of a supplementary appropriation of funds. At 
these hearings, employees and employee representatives 
were granted the opportunity to make suggestions to the 
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Director of Administrative Services and the Supervisor 
of Personnel, pertaining to the rules, etc., of the new 
plan. 


The plan was finally accepted and approved by you on 
July 24, 1963, effective as of March 6, 1963. 


Subsequent to the date of approval, an accelerated 
program was initiated to fully coordinate the activities 
of the Personnel Division employees with those of the 
individual departments in order to implement the 
transition from the obsolescent to the new plan. 


The transition of approximately 8,500 cases was 
effected in accordance with the rules governing this 
action. 


The processing of the extremely large volume of paper 
work required an extended effort on the part of the 
Personnel Division in order to expedite payment of 
retroactive salary adjustments due before the end of 
1963. 


The cooperation of the personnel of the Division of 
Civil Service, in the highest degree, resulted in success- 
ful completion of a large majority of all cases. 


An Appeal Board has been established in accordance 
with the provisions of Rules 11 and 12 of the Compensa- 
tion Plan, to provide a method of appeal for any em- 
ployee claiming to be aggrieved by the compensation 
grade assigned to the position allocated to him or her. 
This board will function under the direction of the Super- 
visor of Personnel. 

During the year 1963, a further reduction was real- 
ized in the city working forces. Despite an increase in 
the professional personnel of the Boston City Hospital, 
a net reduction of 133 was attained which, in terms of 
dollar savings, represents an additional savings in 
annual personnel costs of approximately $532,000. 


GROUP INSURANCE UNIT 


Since the activation of a Group Life and Health In- 
surance Plan for city employees under the provisions of 
Chapter 32B of the General Laws in August of 1962, 
the past year represented our first full year of operations. 
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One of the major projects initiated and completed 
last year by this unit concerned the mailing of some 
5,000 kits to employees who retired prior to August of 
1962. These kits contained all papers necessary for one 
to continue his or her hospitalization benefits plus addi- 
tional benefits allowed under the new plan. Eighty-five 
percent of the group to whom these kits were forwarded 
took advantage of the increased benefits, as we made it 
quite clear that if they failed to join in the Group Plan, 
the additional benefits offered would not be available 
under an individual enrollment with the Massachusetts 
Hospital Service. 


We were successful in increasing enrollments 10 per- 
cent during 1963. This was accomplished by enrolling 
new city and county employees and the reopening of 
applications to those employees who failed to take advan- 
tage of the plan at its inception in 1962. This required 
persenal contact with payroll clerks in all city depart- 
ments and the furnishing of necessary informational 
kits for enrollments. 


It is interesting to note that the amount of benefits 
paid during the year 1963 for Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
coverage in behalf of city and county employees or mem- 
bers of their families totaled approximately $2,600,000. 
It is apparent that if this type of protection for the 
employee and his family were not available, medical 
and hospitalization cost for the average employee 
would be an extreme hardship in many cases and pro- 
hibitive in many others. 


We have also been successful in increasing enrollments 
in the student group (sons and daughters of city and 
county employees who are presently attending school) 
200 percent and, at the same time, have been able to 
procure a reduction in monthly premiums for this type 
of particular coverage, thereby resulting in further 
savings for the employee during the current year. 


In the Life Insurance segment of the program, 125 
death claims were processed and settled in the amount 
of $2,000 each during the past year, in addition to 
four claims of double indemnity in the amount of 
$4,000 each. 
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In addition to the routine processing of claims, acti- 
vating new enrollments, reviewing various hospital and 
medical plans presently in existence, and conducting 
other studies that may result in an expansion of activi- 
ties in the not too distant future, we are always on the 
lookout for new ideas and new plans that will prove 
most beneficial to the city and county employee and 
his family. We are aware of your special interest in 
this all-important function and will continue our efforts 
to improve and expand our present program when and 
as opportunities present themselves. 


PURCHASING DIVISION 


During the year 1963, the Purchasing Division con- 
tinued its policy of improving purchasing techniques 
with full knowledge that the economy of our city will 
continue to improve only as long as full value for our 
tax dollar is obtained. During the year 1963, the total 
amount expended for supplies, materials, and equipment 
was $8,592,563.04. There were 23,400 purchase orders 
written during the year from 13,911 requisitions. There 
were 382 formal contracts executed during the year 1963. 

Continued efforts are being made by Purchasing per- 
sonnel to find new sources of reducing the costs of city 
supplies without sacrifice of quality. Some such savings 
are listed as follows: Salt used for snow and ice control 
in 1962 cost the city $11.20 per ton, net. The cost in 
1963 amounted to less than $9 per ton. This saving 
resulted from a new price schedule established in 1963. 
On the basis of 25,000 tons which have been placed with 
the contractor, the savings during the 1963-64 winter 
season will amount to over $50,000 from the savings 
over the previous year. Purchases of instant custard 
mix formerly costing the city 914 cents per pound were 
reduced to 40 cents per pound. Savings on this one 
item were over $2,000. Brick ice cream formerly pur- 
chased at $1.90 per gallon is now purchased for $1.70 
per gallon. 

As a result of inspection and investigation of supplies 
and materials purchased, in one example, over one-third 
the former cost of polishing machines was saved which 
amounted to $800. 
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Hydraulic oil formerly costing 58 cents per gallon is 
now purchased for 38.38 cents per gallon. Antifreeze 
purchased for $1.255 per gallon in 1962 was purchased 
for $1.21 per gallon in 1968. Automobile batteries cost- 
ing $8.45, $9.19, $10.60, $10.40 for various sizes in 1962 
were purchased for $7.69, $8.60, $9.63, $9.27 for the 
same sizes in 1963. Price discount on gasoline in 1962 
was 5.57 cents per gallon as compared to 5.995 cents in 
1963. Automobile motor oil was purchased at 39 cents 
per gallon in 1962 as compared to 35.9 cents per gallon 
in 1963. Spark plugs were purchased for 39.5 cents 
each in 1962 as compared to 38.5 cents each in 1963. 

By consolidation of purchasing of parental solutions, 
savings of over 50 percent have been realized amounting 
to many thousands of dollars. Bulk purchasing on 
parental and blood administration sets have resulted in 
savings of many thousands of dollars. Needles, 22 
gauge, formerly costing $482 per gross are now being 
purchased at $162 per gross. 

Betadine antiseptic solutions formerly costing $12.50 
per gallon in 20-gallon quantity are now purchased at 
$10.50 per gallon in 25-gallon quantity. Other savings 
are listed below:

As a result of traffic metal caps being redesigned, a 
savings of approximately $150 was realized on one 
requisition. Police handcuffs formerly costing $11 per 
pair are now purchased for $9.60 per pair. Police 
badges formerly costing the city 80 cents each are now 
purchased for 62.5 cents each. As a result of restyling 
ladies’ hosiery formerly costing $11.95 per dozen are 
now purchased for $4.60 per dozen. Air foam rubber 
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mattresses have been purchased at savings of approxi- 
mately 13 percent. Cotton bathrobes previously cost- 
ing $48 per dozen are now purchased for $28.50 per 
dozen. Photographic paper, Grade R, formerly costing 
$21.36 per roll is now purchased for $13.50 per roll. 
Medical gases formerly purchased for 40 cents per cubic 
foot now cost the city 24.7 cents per cubic foot. Liquid 
foam for the Fire Department formerly costing $4.20 
per gallon is now purchased for $2.75 per gallon. By 
means of large volume buying of envelopes, price 
dropped from $11.29 per M to $7.30 per M. Glassine 
sterilized envelopes formerly purchased at $5.75 per M 
now cost the city $2.20 per M. Blankets formerly 
costing the city $5.50 each now cost $3.15 each. Ma- 
terial for nurses’ caps formerly costing 90 cents per yard 
is now purchased at 31 cents per yard. Savings of 20 
percent have been realized on purchases of bottle gas. 
The price for parking meter posts is 50 percent less than 
the previous year. 

By eliminating one certain type of vault for the 
Cemetery Division of the Parks and Recreation Devart- 
ment, considerable savings have been realized in the 
purchasing of this type of material. 

By substituting Krimp forms for bump fastener forms, 
the following savings were realized in 1963:

Bulk buying is the keystone of good purchasing and 
constant attempts are being made to have various de- 
partments anticipate their future needs in advance to 
enable the Purchasing Division to buy commodities in 
this manner. 

During the past four years the Purchasing Division 
has demonstrated what a large municipality can accom- 
plish in the matter of buying. The examples projected 
above clearly indicate that shopping around for the 
most satisfactory and serviceable product at a minimum 
cost results in tremendous savings to the taxpayer. 
This has been our goal for the past several years and it 
is our intent to continue our efforts in this most im- 
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portant function with a view to expanding our buying 
techniques in many other areas where we find oppor- 
tunities for cutting costs without sacrificing quality. 

The Purchasing Division has been a profit-making 
function of the city during the past four years and 
should with the cooperation of all city and county 
agencies involved, show substantial increases in buyer- 
savings in the years ahead. 


SURPLUS PROPERTY UNIT 


The establishment of this unit in 1954 to centralize 
the recording, distribution, and disposal of surplus 
property has proven to be another important function 
of municipal operations. The results to date have 
been most gratifying in every respect, and the adoption 
of procedures in reporting, transferring, storing, and 
disposing of surplus property in a businesslike manner 
was a worthwhile move. 

Prior to the establishment of this unit, it was cus- 
tomary for many departments to retain surplus property 
over a long period of time without giving any con- 
sideration to whether or not such property could be 
used elsewhere or disposed of while it had some intrinsic 
value. When the unit was established it was found 
that many items declared as surplus in one department 
could be used to advantage by another department or 
departments, thereby obviating the necessity for in- 
cluding such items in annual or supplementary budgets. 

At the present time every channel of disposal within 
city departments is explored before any item is stored 
or disposed of by sale. For example, during the past 
year, some 140 requests were made by various depart- 
ments for desks, chairs, filing cabinets, tables, and 
other office furniture, and we were successful in honoring 
a majority of these requests by delivering surplus and 
serviceable equipment which we had stored in the 
depot established in the basement of the Maurice J. 
Tobin Building, Tremont street, Roxbury. 

When we were unable to furnish some specific type 
of furniture or equipment, a visit was made by a repre- 
sentative of the unit to the Massachusetts Surplus 
Property Depot in Taunton, Mass., where, in most 
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cases, we were successful in securing the item or items 
requested. In our opinion, this particular function 
should be expanded. We are certain that many more 
items than are presently being acquired through the 
Massachusetts Surplus Property Depot can be secured 
at tremendous savings to the city and the taxpayer. 
With the taking over of the property disposal function 
of the Police and School Departments during the past 
year, it was impossible to devote the time and study 
necessary to explore the various avenues open for the 
acquisition of surplus property stored at the Taunton 
Depot. It may be necessary and advisable to acquire 
the services of another individual who would be dele- 
gated to handle this phase of operations which, we 
believe, will become an important procedure in municipal 
purchasing in the years ahead. 

Surplus property classified as ‘“‘junk”’ was disposed 
of to the highest bidder, with a representative of the 
unit present to observe removal and weighing. As a 
result of the disposal of this type of material, we were 
successful in securing for the city a sum of over $8,200, 
which, if this unit were not functioning, would never 
be realized. 

When the new City Hall is ready for occupancy, 
this unit will be most active for the six months or so 
prior to moving in order to dispose of all property 
that will be declared as ‘‘surplus” at the time. Our 
experience and training in this field during the past 
several years should prove most beneficial when the 
time arrives for this unit to accelerate these activities. 


OFFICE MACHINE REPAIR UNIT 


This unit, now in its eighth year, has proven to be 
most valuable as a centralized administrative function 
of city government. 

In 1963 some 2,300 inspections of office machines 
were made, consisting of cleaning, oiling, and adjusting, 
with any necessary repairs for which outside contractors 
would charge from $8 to $12 per inspection. In several 
cases departments requested service for machines which 
required a complete overhaul, and, in approximately 
30 cases, it was found that machines were beyond 
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reasonable repair and departments were advised to 
trade in the old for new equipment. The unit received 
750 emergency calls for immediate repairs which were 
handled promptly and efficiently. Parts for equipment 
are purchased at wholesale prices, and savings up to 
300 percent on certain parts were realized. 


It is estimated that the cost of service rendered if 
performed by outside contractors would approximate 
over $25,000 annually, and, with the cost of operations 
for the year 1963 totaling in the vicinity of $11,000, 
and with savings averaging $9,000 for the past eight 
years, savings of $72,000 over the 8-year period not 
only justifies this operation but warrants consideration 
for expanding it with additional help, additional equip- 
ment, and the possibility of serving the School Depart- 
ment and other city and county agencies that are 
located in areas remote from the center of the city 
and which are presently being serviced by outside 
firms. 

In addition to the savings realized from this operation, 
the prompt and efficient servicing of machines has also 
been an important factor in eliminating delays in 
production in the departments presently being serviced. 
Additional service has been rendered to the Office 
Machine buyer by having the service man check ma- 
chines being offered for trade in the purchase of new 
machines. In many cases we found the machine being 
traded was in good condition. In such cases we placed 
this machine in stock for emergency purposes and 
traded one of the older machines for the new. 


PRINTING SECTION 


In view ot the fact that the Boston Municipal Re- 
search Bureau conducted a study of the Printing 
Section in 1963 and a report of the results of this study 
was issued the latter part of December, a copy of 
which was forwarded to you for your perusal, it is not 
necessary to go into detail here concerning Plant opera- 
tions and activities which are already incorporated in 
said report. 
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The Research Bureau report, which contained several 
suggestions for improving efficiency in Plant operations, 
is presently under review and study for the purpose of 
evaluating the feasibility or advisability of adopting 
either in part or in toto the various recommendations 
- contained therein. We are, and have been, aware of 
some of the deficiencies pointed out in this report and 
have made attempts on several occasions to correct 
them, being successful in certain instances and unsuc- 
cessful in others. 

It must be remembered that there are many more 
factors involved in the management of a municipal 
printing plant than there are in the management of a 
private firm or in some of the municipal plant operations 
to which the Research Bureau makes reference in its 
report. For example, as Civil Service regulations 
differ in cities outside of the Commonwealth and, as 
many municipally operated plants outside of Boston 
do not have to contend with union representation, it 
can readily be seen that many of the personnel and 
management problems that are peculiar or applicable 
to the Boston operation are not in evidence in other 
printing plants where Civil Service and/or union 
affiliation are not important issues. 

After our study has been completed and we have 
arrived at a solution to some of the problems involved, 
we are confident that increased efficiency and greater 
production will be the result of our efforts. We realize, 
however, that we cannot expect a rapid transition of 
present operations and procedures without creating 
other problems of a similar or greater nature. It is our 
contention that a gradual and consistent development 
of efficiency in certain areas of operation will be more 
effective than endeavoring to make an overall change 
in long-established practices in a short period of time. 


ART COMMISSION 


Although the Art Commission is not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Administrative Services 
Board or any member thereof, however, under the pro- 
visions of the existing ordinance the annual report or 
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any other report of the Art Commission is obliged to be 
made through the Board, and, in accordance therewith, 
we submit the annual report of this commission. 


The members of the commission include the following:

Marvin Goody, nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, term expiring May 1, 1965. 

David McKibbon, 103 Beacon street, Boston, employed 
as a clerk on a part-time basis. 


As you are aware, the commission has the custody and. 
care of all works of art owned by the city. No work of 
art can be accepted by the city, erected, or placed in 
any public way without the approval of the Art Com- 
mission. In addition, it is also responsible for the upkeep 
of monuments in public squares and the care of existing 
paintings owned by the city. 

The activities of the commission have been more or 
less limited over recent years because of budgetary 
limitations and other factors which prevent large 
expenditures of public funds at the present time. Annual 
expenditures are, and have been, in the vicinity of 
approximately $2,000. 


During the past year, the Art Commission has had 
innumerable consultations on the subject of a new 
location for the Patrick Collins Memorial, now on 
Commonwealth avenue at the Charlesgate West. A site 
further downtown along the Commonwealth Avenue 
Mall has been selected. 


A marker to Mary Draper at the West Roxbury 
branch of the Public Library was fixed in place after 
having been bent and separated from the fountain 
of which it was a part. 
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Preliminary work was completed on the project 
restoring the Japanese lantern in the Public Garden 
to its original condition but final work has been de- 
layed temporarily until weather permits in the spring. 

This department is privileged in having associated 
with it such outstanding individuals who comprise 
the membership of the Art Commission and who 
contribute their services to the city. 

Boston has always enjoyed a high standard among 
the large cities of the country and the world in its 
appreciation of the arts, and it is comforting to know 
that personages of such high caliber in this particular 
field have been selected to take charge of this important 
function of government. 


CONCLUSION 


In concluding this report, we believe it is proper at 
this time, in view of the fact that the department com- 
pleted its tenth year of operations in 1963, to review 
briefly some of its accomplishments and some of the 
ideas advanced to improve administrative functions 
throughout the city government in accordance with the 
intent of the ordinance establishing the department. 


The original organization consisted of five members, 
namely, the Director of Administrative Services, who 
serves as Chairman; the Supervisor of Personnel; the 
Purchasing Agent; the City Auditor, and the Collector- 
Treasurer. In addition to the Board, the original 
organization also consisted of four divisions, namely, 
the Administrative, Budget, Personnel, and Purchasing; 
and one unit, the Printing Section under the supervision 
of the Purchasing Division. One Board, known as the 
Art Commission, consisting of five members, a separate 
entity, was also incorporated into the department under 
tbe original ordinance. 

Since the establishment of the original organization, 
board membership and departmental functions have ex- 
panded over the ten-year period with the result that we 
now have a seven-man board which includes, in addition 
to the original membership, the Supervisor of Budgets 
and the Commissioner of Assessing. One new division 
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was established, namely, the Complaints Division; and 
four additional units, namely, the Data Processing 
Unit, under the supervision of the Administrative Divi- 
sion; the Group Life-Health Insurance Unit, under the 
supervision of the Personnel Division; the Office Ma- 
chine Repair Unit and the Surplus Property Unit, both 
under the jurisdiction of the Purchasing Division; 
thereby making a total, at the present time, of five 
divisions and five units. Two other units, namely, the 
Central Mimeographing Service Unit and the Adresso- 
graph Unit which were established on a trial basis for 
a brief period of time during the ten-year period, were 
abolished and discontinued, after it was learned that 
both units, as they were set up, did not work out satis- 
factorily due mainly to the location of operations and a 
demand that high salaried employees perform the work 
involved. 

In addition to the Art Commission, which is not con- 
sidered as a division per se for the reason that it is not 
under the jurisdiction of the Administrative Services 
Board, another Commission, known as the Public 
Safety Commission, was established by statute in 1959, 
consisting of nine members, later expanded to ten, with 
the Director designated as Chairman, which also is a 
separate entity. Present membership, in addition. to 
the Director, includes: the Building Commissioner; the 
Civil Defense Director; the Fire Commissioner; the 
General Manager of the Metropolitan Transit Author- 
ity; the Health Commissioner; the Police Commissioner; 
the Public Works Commissioner; the Superintendent of 
Schools; and the Commissioner of Traffic and Parking. 
Although a segment of the Administrative Services De- 
partment, this Board, nevertheless, is not subject to 
the supervision or control of the Administrative Services 
Board. ‘To summarize, the Administrative Services 
Department consists of the following boards, divisions 
and units at the present time.

The above list covers many phases of municipal opera- 
tions in which the Board and/or Department have had 
an active interest during its ten-year life and represents 
an investment that has been paying dividends in the 
form of advances in administrative techniques which, 
in turn, have resulted not only in substantial savings in 
several categories but in a more efficient and business- 
like method of handling and administering city affairs. 

However, there is much more to be done in the fields 
already explored and in additional areas where studies 
have been initiated but held in abeyance because of 
circumstances beyond our control. There are many new 
problems that will arise within the period the new City 
Hall is being erected and many of these should be re- 
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solved prior to the actual moving date. Some of the 
more important studies or projects that should be con- 
sidered or initiated at an early date are listed herewith: 


A new Procedural Manual project covering all city de- 
partments with an updating of present procedures and 
a review of all such manuals for the purpose of improv- 
ing present methods of operations and eliminating 
obsolete practices. 

A records management study with a view to accounting 
for, preserving and disposing of all public records or 
documents. 

In-Service Training Programs to be explored and initiated. 

The compilation of an updated employees handbook con- 
taining information on sick leave and vacation leave 
allowances and other fringe benefits to which an em- 
ployee is entitled both under Civil Service regulations 
and Mayor Directives. 

Proposed operations of a Central Mailing Unit in the new 
City Hall. 

Updating of equipment inventories. 

A standard catalogue to be developed and kept in a cen- 
tral storage room or storerooms in the new City Hall 
where items used by one or more departments will be 
available. (Principles developed for a central store- 
room would be applied generally to the storing problems 
of all departments. ) 

An extension of the use of labor-saving office equipment in 
all departments should be studied. (Business organiza- 
tions dealing with such equipment should render assist- 
ance without charge.) 

A comprehensive study should be renewed with a view to 
increasing the yield from present sources of miscellan- 
eous revenues and to determine new sources permitted 
by existing law but not used. 

A study should be initiated at the earliest possible date re 
the feasibility of establishing a central licensing bureau 
in the new City Hall. 

A memorandum or notice should be drawn up covering a 
long-term management improvement program for each 
department. ‘This would include projects to be devel- 
oped soon and others which might have to be delayed. 
It would also include doubtful items for later studies. 


The above is only a sample of the type of projects 
that we have in mind for the next two years. Some 
have already been initiated. Many others will develop 
in the interim. Determinations as to their importance 
and priority will be based on conditions existing at the 
time. 
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We feel that we have contributed, in some small 
measure, to the new picture you have created in the ad- 
ministration of municipal affairs and, we are hopeful 
that our efforts in the future, under your guidance, will 
result in our attaining the goals to which we aspire.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the tenth annual report 
of the Public Safety Commission for the year com- 
mencing January 1, 1963, and ended December 31, 
1963. 


This is the fourth Public Safety Commission annual 
report that is submitted as part of the Administrative 
Services Department annual report, all other previous 
annual reports having been submitted as part of the 
Building Department annual report. 


The chief function of this Commission under the 
provisions of Chapter 203, Acts of 1959, as amended 
by Chapter 194, Acts of 1961, is to coordinate the work 
of all departments concerned with public safety, to 
the end that there may be efficient and concerted 
action by said departments, particularly in times of 
emergency and/or disaster. 


The members of this Commission, including the 
Executive Secretary to the Commission, serve without 
compensation and without an appropriation of any 
character, thereby obviating the necessity of submitting 
a financial statement concerning expenditures. 


Under date of September 30, 1963, Dr. Frederick J. 
Gillis, retired from his position as Superintendent of 
Schools which automatically left a vacancy on this 
Board. This vacancy was filled under date of October 
1, 1968, through the appointment of William H. Ohren- 
berger as the new Superintendent of Schools who 
became a member of this body by virtue of said appoint- 
ment. 

In passing, we would like to express our regrets 
upon the retirement of Dr. Gillis who devoted the 
greater part of his life to the many aspects of school 
education and who, while serving on this Commission, 
was always ready and willing to contribute his time © 
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and valued suggestions in the interests of public safety. 
We wish for him every success and happiness in the 
years ahead. 

We were fortunate in filling the vacuum caused by 
the retirement of Dr. Gillis by acquiring the services 
and talents of William H. Ohrenberger who, also, has 
devoted the greater part of his life to the field of edu- 
cation. His knowledge of and familiarity with the 
problems of today’s teenager, more especially with 
those connected with the Boston School system, should 
be of tremendous value to the aims and goals of this 
Board in the advancement and development of public 
safety programs. 

In accordance with statutory requirements, meetings 
were held at least monthly during the year 1963 on 
the following dates, at Room 43, City Hall, with the 
exception of one special meeting which was held at 
Room 702, City Hall Annex:

Although the Committee on Licenses is a subcom- 
mittee of the Public Safety Commission, its functions 
and operations are carried on within the Building 
Department in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 203, Section 2, of the Acts of 1959, and a report 
on its activities for the year is incorporated in the 
annual report of the Building Department. 


SNOW COORDINATING TABLE 


One of the major accomplishments of this Board was 
the establishment of a sound and workable disaster 
relief team known at the present time as the Snow Co- 
ordinating Table. When this team was activated back 
in 1961, its function was limited more or less to snow 
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removal operations and the elimination of hazards per- 
taining to these operations during and subsequent to 
major snowstorms. However, it was learned, through 
experience, that this team had a vast potential in other 
areas of public safety far removed from the snow re- 
moval operation. Through constant study and revisions 
in previous operations, it is now possible to handle major 
disasters of any character with more efficiency and dis- 
patch than has ever been evident or even possible in the 
Bosten area during the past fifty years. 

The coordination of effort on the part of the depart- 
ments represented on this Board has been the answer to 
the success we have achieved to date. For example, 
when the Civil Defense Agency was experiencing some 
difficulty during the past year in distributing emergency 
supplies for shelter areas established throughout the 
city, the Public Works Department, the Fire Depart- 
ment, the Traffic and Parking Department, the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority, the School Department, and 
the Parks and Recreation Department, which depart- 
ment, incidentally, is not represented on this Board, all 
pitched in and contributed their efforts in this all-im- 
portant operation. The planning for the operation was 
the result of the Special Meeting held on February 25. 

It is common knowledge that in the operation of any 
disaster relief team, the members of such a team require 
the cooperation and assistance of many of the key em- 
ployees of the agencies involved. In this connection, 
one of the most devoted and dedicated employees to 
the cause of public safety and to the success of disaster 
relief operations was the late Fire Chief, John A. Martin, 
who died on July 18, 1963. The appreciation of this 
Board for services rendered by the late Chief Martin is 
best expressed in the following letter forwarded to his 
widow under date of July 19, 1963, as a result of a 
Resolution passed unanimously at the July 18 meeting.

At a meeting of the Boston Public Safety Commission 
held on Thursday, July 18, the following Resolution was 
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unanimously adopted and expresses in a few words the 
honor and esteem in which your beloved husband was held 
in the hearts and minds of its members: 
Resolved, That the City of Boston Public Safety Commis- 
sion record its deep and sincere sympathy upon the death 
of Fire Chief John A. Martin whose forty-six years of 
devoted service to the city and the safety of the public was 
marked by courageous and unselfish dedication to the 
public and his fellow man. 
Chief Martin epitomized the life of the firefighter to the 
nth degree; his leadership was respected by both the fire 
fighter and the citizen as well; his calmness and serenity at 
the time of major disasters or emergencies was an attribute 
in which he excelled; his ability to meet every situation 
while facing the perils and dangers of fire fighting was a 
quality well known by all who had the pleasure of being 
associated with him. 
The end of his long and faithful service has come. His 
name, his memory, his deeds, his deep love for his fellow 
man will never be forgotten. 
It is sincerely hoped that this expression of the feelings 
of this Commission concerning Chief Martin’s service will, 
in some small way, assuage the sorrow occasioned by your 
great loss.

FIRE SAFETY IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


In our 1962 annual report reference was made to a 
new system placed in effect whereby monthly reports 
were required from headmasters and principals in the 
Boston Public School System concerning fire drills and 
inspections of fire alarm systems. 

In 1963, another safety measure was adopted which 
requires that principals of all schools and districts report 
quarterly to the Superintendent of Schools on the con- 
dition of smoke screen and fire doors. Inspection blanks 
have been distributed to the various school principals 
and two copies of each quarterly report must be received 
in the Office of the Superintendent within three days of 
the inspection by an official of the Fire Department 
whose signature must appear on each copy. It is the 
intent of the law that all smoke screen and fire doors be 
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kept in a closed position at all times. Doorchecks, 
weights, and other hardware attached to these doors 
must be kept in proper operating condition. Weights, 
hooks, or other devices to hold these doors in any open 
position are now forbidden. Any mechanical or struc- 
tural defects, when reported, are corrected immediately 
by referral of the same to the Chief Structural Engineer 
of the School Department. 

This added measure of caution for the safety of our 
school population has resulted in the alerting of school 
principals and schoolteachers to the many possibilities 
of peril and danger that present themselves during the 
time of an emergency. 


THE JAY WALKING LAW 


Although this Board has been most active during the 
past year in furthering the acceptance by the City 
Council of this important legislation, more especially, 
the Chairman and the Commissioner of Traffic and 
Parking, the year ended without the Council taking 
affirmative action. Commissioner Carty appeared before 
the City Council on several occasions to explain the 
details of the bill and to emphasize the importance of 
its acceptance at the earliest possible date. It is the 
consensus of Board members that if the acceptance of 
this legislation resulted in the saving of even one life, 
it would be well worth the time and effort expended. 

At the Conferama presentation of the Administrative 
Services Department held in November, a panel was 
organized to point out the salient features of the ‘‘Pe- 
destrian Control Law” and, it was hoped, as a result of 
this presentation, favorable action would have been 
forthcoming from the City Council before the end of 
the year. However, as only one member of the Council 
was in attendance, it can plainly be seen that the 
interest we expected to create among the Council mem- 
bership did not materialize. We are hopeful, however, 
that this Honorable Body will act favorably in the 
matter at the earliest possible date, as it will require at 
least a year of intensive education and training for the 
general public before we can enforce efficiently and 
systematically the provisions of the law without creating 
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confusion and resentment among the general public. A 
copy of this legislation is incorporated herein for the 
information of all those interested in the safety of the 
pedestrian. 


CuHapTer 409. An Act AUTHORIZING THE COMMONWEALTH, 
THE Merrropouitan District COMMISSION, AND CITIES 
AND Towns To Abort RuLES REGULATING THE USE OF 
Ways BY PEDESTRIANS, AND PROVIDING FOR THE NOoON- 
CRIMINAL DISPOSITION OF VIOLATIONS THEREOF. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION I. Chapter 90 of the General Laws is hereby 
amended by inserting after section 18 the following sec- 
tion : — 

SECTION 18A. The department, the metropolitan dis- 
trict commission, the trafic and parking commission of 
the city of Boston, the traffic commission of any city or 
town having such a commission with authority to promul- 
gate traffic rules, the city council of any other city, 
and the board of selectmen of any other town may, subject 
to the provisions of section two of chapter eighty-five, 
adopt, amend and repeal rules, not repugnant to law, 
regulating the use by pedestrians of ways within their 
respective control; provided, however, that no such rule 
adopted by said traffic and parking commission or by any 
such traffic commission, any city council or any board of 
selectmen shall take effect until approved in writing by 
the department, nor, in the case of any such rule adopted 
by said traffic and parking commission, until published in 
the City Record, or, in the case of any other such rule, 
until published in a newspaper published in the city or 
town in which such rule is to be applicable, if any, other- 
wise in the county wherein such city or town lies. As used 
in this paragraph, the word ‘‘pedestrian”’ shall include a 
person in or on any conveyance, other than a bicycle, 
constructed and designed for propulsion by muscular 
power, as well as including a person on foot. Whoever 
violates any provision of any such rule shall be punished 
by a fine of one dollar for the first, second or third such 
offense committed by such person within the jurisdiction 
of the district court in the particular calendar year, and by 
a fine of two dollars for the fourth or subsequent such 
offense so committed in such calendar year. 

If a police officer takes cognizance of a violation of any 
provision of any such rule, he shall forthwith give to the 
offender a written notice to appear before the clerk of the 
district court having jurisdiction, at any time during office 
hours, not later than twenty-one days after the time of 
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such violation. Such notice shall be made in triplicate and 
shall contain the name and address of the offender, the 
time, place and nature of the violation, and the name of 
the police officer. Upon the completion of his tour of duty 
such police officer shall give his commanding officer two. 
copies of such notice. Said commanding officer shall retain 
one such copy in his files and, not later than the next court. 
day, deliver the other copy to the clerk of the court before 
whom the offender has been notified to appear. 

A police officer taking cognizance of any such violation 
may request the offender to state his name and address. 
Whoever, upon such request, refuses to state his name and 
address, or states a false name and address or a name and 
address which is not his name and address in ordinary use, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty nor 
more than fifty dollars. Any such offender who refuses. 
upon such request to state his name and address may be 
arrested without a warrant; but no person shall be arrested 
without a warrant for any other violation of any provision 
of this paragraph or for any violation of any provision of 
any such rule. 


Any person notified to appear before the clerk of a district 
court as hereinbefore provided may appear before such 
clerk and confess the offense charged, either personally or 
through an agent duly authorized in writing or by mailing 
to such clerk, with the notice, the sum provided herein, 
such payment to be made only by postal note, money 
order or check. If it is the first, second or third offense 
subject to this section committed by such person within 
the jurisdiction of the court in the calendar year, payment 
to such clerk of the sum of one dollar shall operate as a 
final disposition of the case; if it is the fourth or sub- 
sequent such offense so committed in such calendar 
year payment to such clerk of the sum of two dollars shall 
operate as a final disposition of the case. Proceedings 
under this paragraph shall not be deemed criminal; and 
no person notified to appear before the clerk of a district 
court as provided herein shall be required to report to 
any probation officer, and no record of the case shall be 
entered in the probation records. 


Should any person notified to appear before the clerk of 
the district court fail to appear or, having appeared, 
desire not to avail himself of the procedure hereinbefore 
provided for the non-criminal disposition of the case, the 
clerk shall, as soon as may be, notify the officer concerned, 
who shall forthwith make a complaint and follow the pro- 
cedure established for criminal cases. If any person 
fails to appear in accordance with the summons issued 
upon such complaint the clerk shall send such person by 
registered mail, return receipt requested, a notice that the 
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complaint is pending and that if the person fails to appear 
within twenty-one days from the sending of such notice a 
warrant for his arrest will be issued. If any person fails 
to appear within twenty-one days from the sending of such 
notice the court shall issue a warrant for his arrest. A 
violation of any provision of any such rule or of any 
provision of this section shall not, in any civil proceed- 
ings, constitute negligence or be admissible as evidence 
of negligence, nor shall a conviction for such a violation 
be shown to affect the credibility of a witness in any pro- 
ceeding. 


The provisions of this section relative to ways within the 
control of cities or towns shall be effective in cities or 
towns accepting said provisions; provided, however, that 
at any time after the expiration of two years from the time 
of any such acceptance a city or town may, in the same 
manner as such provisions were accepted, revoke the same. 


SECTION 2. The provisions of section eighteen A of 
chapter ninety of the General Laws, inserted by section 
one of this act, relative to ways within the control of the 
commonwealth or the metropolitan district commission 
shall take effect upon the effective date of this act. 


Approved May 7, 1962. 


CIVIL DEFENSE ACTIVITIES 


A tremendous amount of emergency supplies for 
shelter areas throughout the city were received in Boston 
during the past year from the Federal Government 
and the Civil Defense Department, with the assistance 
of other city departments, has been actively engaged 
in distributing these supplies to both governmental and 
private agencies licensed for the purpose. We wish 
to express our thanks and appreciation to D. W. Dunn 
and HK. A. Spry, movers, who contributed one truck per 
day each week, including a driver, to expedite these 
deliveries. This generous contribution was sponsored 
by the National Association on Transportation, to which 
association we are also indebted. 


At the special meeting held in February, the Chairman 
invited the State Civil Defense Director, Daniel Finn, 
and the Director, Area Number One, National Civil 
Defense Agency, John Lovering, who were most helpful 
to us during the initial stage of planning. 
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Arrangements were made during the late summer by 
our Civil Defense Director and Chairman of the Board 
for the allocation of some 4,200 square feet of space in the 
basement of the new City Hall for an emergency opera- 
ting center in the event of an enemy attack. The opera- 
tion will be more or less technical in character with a 
minimum amount of space allocated for sleeping and 
eating areas. Rooms adjacent to the operating center 
will be reserved for you and your staff and members of 
the City Council so that the city could operate, in the 
event of enemy attack, on at least a partial legal basis. 

During September, Civil Defense supplies that were 
stored in the Hast Newton Street Armory, which was 
razed for the construction of a new Mental Health 
Center, were transferred to the laundry facility near 
Albany street, obviating the necessity of the city being 
obliged to bear the expense of possible storage costs. 

The Metropolitan Transit Authority made available 
500,000 square feet of subway space for Civil Defense 
shelter purposes, thereby giving Boston the recognition 
of being the first city in the nation which will have an 
underground hospital, fully equipped with everything 
except doctors and nurses. Present plans are to con- 
struct the hospital in the Broadway Station in South 
Boston where some 385 packing cases of X-ray machines, 
instruments, medicines, drugs, and 200 beds will be 
located. Plans are also in the making for the establish- 
ment of other smaller emergency-hospital units in the 
subway system. This availability of subway space to 
accommodate 150,000 persons, if necessary, will help 
to make a ‘‘ New Boston” underground. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


During the past year, the Trafic and Parking De- 
partment completed the installation of new street 
signs in the downtown area, all reflectorized, covering 
the area from Massachusetts avenue in town. This was 
an important project that was long overdue and fits in 
with the ‘‘New Look”’ for Boston that you have been 
successful in creating during the past four years. We 
are hopeful that all street signs throughout the city 
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will be replaced within the next two years to supplement 
the street sign work that has already been performed 
in the downtown area and which has attracted the at- 
tention of residents of our beloved city as well as visitors 
and tourists. 


The Rat Control Program was accelerated and proved 
most successful in at least two areas surveyed. The 
first segment, covering the area from the Public Garden 
to Kenmore square, included the inspection of some 
1,500 buildings, and was completed in August; the 
second segment covered the area from Charlesgate West 
to Granby street. In addition to the possible extermina- 
tion of this rodent in certain residential areas, it has 
provided the Health Department with an opportunity 
to educate and train certain individuals in the impor- 
tance of systematic disposal of garbage and litter which 
is the main cause for the influx of rats in any specific area. 
The Beacon Hill area is presently being surveyed and it is 
planned to conduct surveys during the current year 
in certain areas of the Dorchester district where the 
program needs to be applied at an early date. 

Winter regulations for all-night parking took effect 
on November 1, 1963, with odd-numbered sides of the 
street being designated for parking as against even- 
numbered sides which was in effect in 1962. Because 
of the hazards involved in certain sections of the city 
where streets are narrow and residents continue to 
park on both sides of the street, it was the consensus 
of Board members that some action should be taken 
to warn violators prior to the arrival of a major snow- 
storm. It was found it would have been illegal for the 
Police Department to issue such warnings in printed 
form and therefore, the Public Works Commissioner, 
accepted the responsibility of printing and issuing 
leaflets explaining the regulations and attaching same 
to windshields of cars parked illegally. This operation 
proved most successful prior to the snowstorm that 
visited the city just prior to Christmas and alleviated 
to some extent many of the problems with which the 
Public Works Department is faced each winter as a 
result of major snowstorms.

The problem of air pollution, which was never con- 
sidered a real problem in Boston until the United 
States Public Health Service conducted a study here 
the latter part of the year, has given Board members 
cause to be concerned over the preliminary results of 
this study which have not been finalized to the present 
time. 

Public concern over air pollution is centered mainly 
on its effects on health, knowledge of which is still 
extremely limited. 


According to the Editorial Research Reports of the 
United States Conference of Mayors, at least 10,000 
American cities are reported to have air pollution 
problems. This condition is an inevitable consequence 
of industrial expansion and the growth of metropolitan 
areas. At least 60 percent of the people of the United 
States now live in the country’s 180 metropolitan 
centers and it is expected that two thirds of the popu- 
lation will be so concentrated by 1975, at which time 
residents of metropolitan areas may be exposed to more 
than double the present volume of urban contaminants.! 


Although Air Pollution Control is presently under 
the jurisdiction of the state and federal governments 
insofar as Boston is concerned, it was felt that if con- 
ditions, as outlined by the United States Public Health 
Service in its preliminary report, were found to be 
accurate, it might be necessary for the city government 
to consider the feasibility of initiating its own control 
unit. There were differences of opinion expressed by 
state officials concerning the preliminary report of the 
Boston area and, as final results of the federal study 
will not be available until April or May of the current 
year, it was decided to hold the matter in abeyance 
until that time. 


SUMMARY 


As 1963 marked the tenth anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the Public Safety Commission, it might be well 
to review some of the major accomplishments of this 
Commission since its inception. The following includes

The enactment of an all-night parking law. 

The adoption of safety regulations for the operation of 
elevators. 

The inauguration of major demolition programs. 

The enforcement of building and housing code violations. 

The establishment of control over polio and Asian flu. 

The adoption of a general form for reporting violations 
and defects in city services. 

The adoption of a procedure whereby preliminary ap- 
proval of building plans by the Fire Department is neces- 
sary before final approval by the Building Department for 
the purpose of eliminating the possibility of fire hazards. 

The inauguration of a street numbering program. 

The inauguration of an accelerated inspection program 
covering schools, churches, hospitals, rest homes, day 
nurseries, etc. 

The establishment of a disaster relief program under the 
jurisdiction of the Snow Coordinating Table. 

The inauguration of a Rat Control Program. 

The initial proposal to include a civil defense shelter 
area in the basement of the new City Hall. 

The inauguration of a home accident prevention pro- 
gram. 

The placing on a year round basis of “‘fixup-cleanup”’ 
programs. 

The elimination of certain space heaters that caused 
many fires and the loss of life in several instances. 

The enactment of a Pedestrian Control Law. (Pending 
acceptance by the City Council.) 

The adoption of monthly and quarterly inspections of 
school fire alarm systems and egress facilities. 

The expansion of IBM operations in the Police Depart- 
ment. 

Recommendations for the acquisition of new equipment 
in all public safety agencies. 

The installation of a modern electronic traffic control 
system for the entire Back Bay area. 

The replacement of worn and obsolete street signs 
throughout the downtown area with reflectorized signs. 

The designation of shelter areas throughout the city and 
distribution of shelter area supplies. 

The disposal of radio-active substances. 
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The completion of ten years of coordinated operations 
in the field of public safety has resulted in several major 
improvements over past performances when public 
safety agencies operated as individual and separate 
entities. We believe that we have contributed in some 
measure to the overall safety of the public and look for- 
ward to continuing our efforts during the current year 
and for many years in the future.

Moror VEHICLE EXCISE 


The motor vehicle excise was originally created by 
the passage of Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, which 
law became effective as of January 1, 1929. This act 
provided that an excise should be assessed on all regis- 
tered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax formerly 
assessed on this class of property. This law, which 
became Chapter 60A of the General Laws, was amended 
April 23, 1930, by the passage of Chapter 244 of the 
Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 1938, 
Chapter 480. Two recent amendments are contained 
in the Acts of 1950, Chapters 666 and 731. 


This excise, per Acts of 1960, Chapter 758, is levied 
at a fixed state rate of $66.00 per thousand and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the State Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all 
assessors of the various cities and towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (i) of chapter 658 of the 
Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respectfully 
submits a combined annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1963. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Walter J. Malloy, appointed by the Mayor, City 
Auditor John T. Leonard (ex officio), and Thomas J. 
McGrimley, elected by the membership. Mr. Malloy is 
chairman. The City Treasurer is the custodian of the 
funds, and Mr. Paul L. Carty is secretary and executive 
officer. 
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SECTION I 
STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, by 
chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new 
members. 


Every person whose employment began prior to Octo- 
ber 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the Boston 
Retirement System or had other pension rights or no 
pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, under 
certain conditions of make-up payments, to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System during the three-month 
period between October 1, 1946, and December 31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by 
chapter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 


Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened in the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for 
non-members and Boston Retirement System members 
for an indefinite period. 
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The following tables show in detail the receipts and 
payments of the STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1963.

INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CONDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 
(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement—at any time be- 
tween ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before 
age fifty-five after having completed twenty or more 
years of creditable service. 

2. Compulsory Retirement—Group I, last day of the 
month in which the member attains age seventy. 
Officials and general employees including clerical, ad- 
ministrative, and technical workers, laborers, mechanics, 
and all others not otherwise classified. 


Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire 
Departments not classified in Group I. Members 
whose regular and major duties require them to have the 
care and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of 
defective delinquents. 


3. Ordinary Disability—A member of the retirement 
system who has not attained age fifty-five and who has 
completed fifteen or more years of creditable service, or 
a member who is a veteran, as defined by law, who has 
completed ten or more years of creditable service, and 
while under the maximum age for his group, may be 
retired by the Retirement Board subject to whatever 
proof of disability it may require. Such a member 
must be permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

4. Accidental Disability—In order to be eligible for 
retirement under this provision a member must be totally 
and permanently incapacitated for further duty through 
an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in the per- 
formance of his duties, before attaining the maximum age 
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for his group, and retirement will be allowed only if (a) 
notice was given to the Retirement Board within ninety 
days of the occurrence or (b) application for such retire- 
ment is filed within two years of the occurrence or (c) the 
member received workmen’s compensation for the same 
injury or, if a member of Group II, a record of the injury 
is on file in his department. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 

In case of application for either form of disability re- 
tirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of the 
disability, its cause and likelihood of being permanent, 
should accompany the application. 

Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of Public 
Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, and the 
third representing the employee member. The Retire- 
ment Board will act upon the recommendation of this 
panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 
at stated intervals of any member under age sixty pre- 
viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to en- 
gage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his allowance 
may be reduced. If the member’s physical condition 
after such examination permits, the Retirement Board 
may order his reinstatement with the approval of the 
head of his department. 


Report OF INCOME 


In accordance with chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the 
retiring authority any income received from gainful 
occupation. The law further provides that if the 
income from gainful occupation added to the pension 
payment exceeds the regular compensation which would 
have been paid to the member had he continued in 
service, such excess shall be refunded to the Retirement 
Board. 
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SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of 
creditable service, and salary. An additional sum of 
$15 per year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, 
is allowed if the member is a veteran. In no event shall 
the retirement allowance exceed 80 per cent of either 
the highest five-consecutive-year average or the highest 
two-consecutive-year average salary, whichever is ap- 
plicable in individual cases. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to one 
half of the regular compensation for one year immedi- 
ately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuity 
based on his accumulated deductions. 

Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard to 
age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision con- 
sists of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate 
of regular compensation on the date of the accident or 
the average rate of the last twelve months during which 
regular compensation was received, whichever is greater. 
In addition, $312 per annum is payable for each surviving 
dependent child under age eighteen, or for each surviv- 
ing child over age eighteen, if unmarried and physically 
or mentally incapacitated from earning; plus an annuity 
based on the member’s accumulated deductions, provid- 
ing that such pension and annuity shall not increase the 
total allowance to more than the annual rate on which 
the pension is based. 


TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
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resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a Superannuation retirement allowance. 

Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member 

Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 

Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
may recieve a retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive years’ 
average salary, plus an annuity based on his age and 
accumulated deductions. 


Oprions AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (b): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option 
(a). This allowance is so calculated that in the event of 
death before the total payments under the annuity 
portion of the allowance equals the amount of the 
accumulated total deductions to the member’s credit at 
the date of retirement, the balance is paid to the bene- 
ficiary. 

Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option is 
smaller than Option (a) and is so calculated that upon 
the death of the member two thirds of such smaller allow- 
ance is payable to the beneficiary. ‘This allowance is so 
calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary will 
affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the spouse, 
child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the bene- 
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ficiary dies before the effective date of retirement, 
member may make a new election of either of the three 
options. After the retirement allowance becomes effec- 
tive, the death of the beneficiary, before the death of 
the member, elected under Option (c) does not alter 
the allowance. 

Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (b). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance is 
computed to be less than $360 per year. In such cases 
a member will receive a refund of his total deductions 
and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $3860 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash refund 
of his total deductions and interest. 


If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must be 
paid. 


OTHER BENEFICIARIES 


Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
vivorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, 
or sister, providing one is named on a prescribed form | 
and such form is on file at the Retirement Board at the 
time of the death of the member in service. 

A member may name any person as beneficiary to 
receive a lump sum payment. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the mem- 
ber and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DratH BENEFIT 

Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in the 
performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 
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The allowance granted under this section consists of a 
pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of regular 
compensation on the date of such injury or equal to two 
thirds of the average annual rate of regular compensation 
for the twelve-month period for which he last received 
regular compensation immediately preceding the date of 
death, whichever is greater, and an additional pension at 
the rate of $312 yearly for each dependent child under 
age eighteen, or if over said age and physically or men- 
tally incapacitated for earning. | 

In no event, shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 


In addition, a lump sum payment of the member’s 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his 
surviving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 


REFUNDS 


Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a mem- 
ber shall receive a refund of his total contributions and 
interest, or, if otherwise eligible, a retirement allowance. 


VETERANS 


A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 
was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total period 
of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own request, 
with the approval of the retiring authority, be retired 
from active service at 65 per cent of the highest annual 
rate of compensation, including any bonuses or tempo- 
rary wage increase and including any maintenance 
allowance payable to him while he was holding the grade 
held by him at his retirement, and payable from the 
same source. 


A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and pay- 
able from the same source; provided he had been in said 
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service for at least ten years, with a further allowance of 
1 per cent of said annual compensation for each addi- 
tional year of service, but not to exceed 65 per cent in 
any case. 

In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 

The above sections apply also to members of the 
Boston Retirement System and those veterans who are 
members of the Non-Contributory System. 


FINANCING 


Contributions made by members of the State-Boston 
Retirement System are at the rate of 5 per cent of 
salary, not including overtime or bonuses. Additional 
contributions may be made at the rate of 5 per cent of 
salary, not to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 

All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 

The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 

Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member are 
transferred from his account in the annuity savings fund 
when a retirement allowance becomes effective for the 
member. Also transferred to this fund are any amounts 
standing to the credit of the member in the special fund 
for military service. The total amounts so transferred 
on account of any member shall thereby establish the 
initial annuity reserve for the annuity portion of his 
retirement allowance. 

Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts 
appropriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of the 
administration except those amounts as may be appro- 
priated for the special fund for military service credit. 
All pensions to members or to beneficiaries are paid from 
this fund. 
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The special fund for military service credit is the fund 
establishing the amounts which would have been paid 
into the system as regular deductions by members thereof 
on military leaves of absence had these members re- 
mained in the active service of the City of Boston. 

The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses .are paid. 


STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 449 members 
from active service; of this number 327 were for service, 
19 for ordinary disability, 35 for accidental disability, 
and 11 were termination retirements. Survivorship 
allowances granted amounted to 52, and 5 accidental 
death benefits were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,230, of which 449 were retirements, 664 were due to 
resignations, dismissals, and transfers to other retirement 
systems, 50 were due to veteran retirements, and 67 
were due to death. 

Members enrolled in the system during 1963 amounted 
to 1,221, of which 64 were former members of the 
Boston Retirement System who joined the State-Boston 
Retirement System in accordance with chapter 391 of 
the Acts of 1958. This brought the net amount of 
active members to 19,709. The amount of cash re- 
funded as a result of resignations, dismissals, deaths, 
veteran retirements, and transfers to other systems 
throughout the Commonwealth was $1,282,695.27 for 
the fiscal year ending December 31, 1963. 
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Boston Housine AUTHORITY | 

Under the provisions of chapter 507 of the Acts of 
1948, the employees of the Boston Housing Authority 
became eligible for membership in the State-Boston 
Retirement System as provided by sections 1-28 of 
chapter 32 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 

During the year the Board retired 8 male members 
and 2 female members due to superannuation, 3 for ac- 
cidental disability, 1 for ordinary disability, and 6 sur- 
vivorship allowances were granted. 

Withdrawals from membership amounted to 51. 

New members enrolled during 1963 amounted to 62, 
bringing the net number of active members to 813. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions and deaths was $25,605.79. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further pro- 
vided employees who transferred from the Boston 
Housing Authority and other eligible employees mem- 
bership in the State-Boston Retirement System under 
the provisions of sections 1-28 of chapter 32 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 

During the year 245 new members were employed. 
Withdrawals from membership amounted to 49, 2 mem- 
bers were retired for superannuation and 5 members 
transferred to other retirement systems, leaving a total 
net membership of 417. The amount of cash refunded 
due to resignations and transfers was $20,047.80 for the 
year ending December 31, 1963. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 

Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958 provided for the 
transfer of the Sumner Tunnel from the City of Boston 
to the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 

All employees who were members of the Boston Re- 
tirement System or of the State-Boston Retirement 
System on the date of the transfer retained all their 
retirement rights. Any person who became an employee 
of the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority after said 
date of transfer was not eligible for membership. 
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During the year 1 member resigned, 2 members died, 
and 5 transferred to other retirement systems. This 
brought the net active membership to 60. 

The amount of cash refunded due to resignations and 
deaths was $11,356.57 for the year ending December 31, 
1963.

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SECTION II 
BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1928, there were in force a num- 
ber of non-contributory retirement plans for employees 
of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, school teachers, school janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court ofhcers, probation 
officers, and judges. 

Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on Febru- 
ary 1, 1923, a system of retirement for employees of the 
City of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system 
became known as the Boston Retirement System. 

The system went into effect on February 1, 1928, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible for a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action 
on their part, unless they waived this right. All persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not receive any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1923, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 


A member reaching the age of sixty years may be re- 
tired on his own request, or on the request of the head 
of his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement al- 
lowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to 
the annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not 
exceed one half of the employee’s average salary for 
five years immediately preceding retirement.

If a member has been an employee for a period of fif- 
teen or more years, the total retirement allowance shall 
not be less than $480 a year. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, a 
member under age sixty who has completed fifteen years 
of service in the city or county may be granted a retire- 
ment allowance. 


The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, in ad- 
dition, a pension equal to nine tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. 


MepicaL BOARD 


The Medical Board consists of three physicians, a sur- 
geon, a medical practitioner, and a neurologist. The 
Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital on nominations made by the senior medical 
staff. The Medical Board shall arrange for and pass upon 
all medical examinations and report in writing to the 
Retirement Board its conclusions and recommendations 
thereon. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


If a member becomes disabled as the result of an acci- 
dent occurring in the performance of duty, regardless of 
age and length of service, he may be granted a retirement 
allowance. 


The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions and, in addi- 
tion, a pension of such an amount as will, together with 
the annuity, be equal to three fourths of the annual 
compensation received by him during the year immedi- 
ately preceding the date of accident. 
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RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


Once a year every member under the age of sixty who 
has retired for disability shall submit to a medical ex- 
amination by the Medical Board appointed for the pur- 
pose. If the Medical Board shall find that the disability 
for which the member was retired has ceased, the member 
may be restored to active duty, or, if the member fails 
to submit to an examination, his retirement allowance 
shall be discontinued. 


Report or INCOME 


Members retired for disability from the Boston Retire- 
ment System or by any other retirement system are also 
subject to chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DratH BENEFITS 

Regardless of length of service, a death benefit may be 
granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result of 
an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 

This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, a 
pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, or, if 
he leaves no widow, to his children under age eighteen 
and unmarried, or, if he has no children under age eight- 
een and unmarried, to his dependent father or mother. 


Options at RETIREMENT 

No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 

Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or benefi- 
clary. 

Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to 
member throughout his lifetime, and the same allowance 
paid to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a blood 
relative, throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 
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Option 3: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 

Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. The 
member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 


There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 


REFUNDS 


If a member resigns or is dismissed from active service 
before retirement the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 per cent compound interest will be returned to 
him. If the member dies before retirement, the total 
amount which he has contributed with compound inter- 
est at 4 per cent will be paid to his legal representative 
or to the beneficiary or beneficiaries named. Bene- 
ficiaries must be blood relatives. 


VETERANS 


The “‘veteran law”’ as explained in the first section of 
this report is also applicable to eligible members of the 
Boston Retirement System. 


FINANCING 


Hach member contributes 4 per cent of his regular 
compensation. All contributions are based on regular 
compensation received. Overtime and extra pay are not 
assessable. 

The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated lability con- 
tribution. The normal contribution covers the liability 
on account of current services of members. The accumu- 
lated liability contribution covers the liability on account 
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of services rendered before the establishment of the sys- 
tem and will be discontinued when the lability is liqui- 
dated. 

The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 

STATISTICAL Data 

During the year 1 member was retired for accidental 
disability and 3 accidental death benefits were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
101, of which 4 were retirement allowances, 2 were 
resignations, 7 were due to death, and 27 were veteran 
retirements. Also included were 61 members who joined 
the State-Boston Retirement System in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958. 
This brought the net active membership to 470. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions, deaths, transfers, and veteran retirements was 
$258,411.13 for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1963.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 115, 


Chapter 479, of the Acts of 1938, as amended, I submit 
herewith a brief report of the activities of the Building 
Department during the year 1963. 


Rosert EK. York, 
Building Commissioner. 
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The Boston Building Code, Chapter 479 of the Acts 
of 1938, as amended, places upon the Building Depart- 
ment the duty of inspecting the erection, alteration, 
repair, moving, or demolition of all buildings or struc- 
tures, except those specifically exempted by Section 107 
of the code, and the issuance of permits therefor. The 
department also issues permits for and inspects the 
installation, repair, replacement, or extension of all 
utilities such as plumbing, gas fitting, electrical work, 
elevators, fire-extinguishing apparatus, engines, dyna- 
mos, generators, boilers, heaters, ovens, and other heat- 
producing apparatus governed by the code. 


The department also administers the provisions of 
Chapter 488 of the Acts of 1924, the so-called ‘Zoning 
Law,” as well as the provisions of Chapter 143 of the 
General Laws insofar as they are applicable to the City 
of Boston. The department inspects and certifies all 
places of assembly such as stores, restaurants, taverns, 
dance halls, and places of similar occupancy accommo- 
dating fifty or more persons. 

Also placed in the department by ordinances of the 
City Council, but not under the control or supervision 
of the Building Commissioner except in the matter of 
communicating with the Mayor and submitting annual 
reports of their activities, are the Board of Appeal, the 
Board of Examiners, the Board of Zoning Adjustment, 
and the Zoning Commission. Chapter 616 of the Acts 
of 1955 established in the Building Department the 
Beacon Hill Architectural Commission, which Com- 
mission has the duty of passing on the appropriateness 
of all changes in the exterior architectural features of 
buildings in the historic Beacon Hill district. Reports 
of these Boards are incorporated herein. 

Chapter 737 of the Acts of 1960 established state- 
wide regulations relative to gas fitting in buildings 
throughout the Commonwealth. These regulations su- 
perseded the Boston Gas Fitting Regulations en Febru- 
ary 1, 1961. 

Chapter 623 of the Acts of 1962 amended Section 121 
of the building code by repealing or revoking all provi- 
sions of the code relative to the examination and licens- 
ing of journeymen and master gas fitters and placing

such powers and duties in a board established in the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities by Chap- 
ter 737 of the Acts of 1960, effective October 3, 1962. 

Chapter 168 of the Acts of 1962 transferred from the 
Building Department and placed in the Traffic Com- 
mission the licensing, supervision and control of all 
open-air parking spaces. This transfer became effective 
on July 1, 1962. 

Under Chapter 148 of the General Laws, Section 71G, 
as amended by Chapter 616 of the Acts of 1963, effective 
November 5, 1963, the granting of licenses to operate 
elevators throughout the commonwealth was placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Safety. 

A summary of the activities of the Building Depart- 
ment for the past year is included herein.

This report, for the year 1963, is the tenth annual 
report of the Beacon Hill Architectural Commission, 
and, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 616 
of the Acts of 1955, as amended, is submitted herewith 
through the Building Commissioner. 


The Commission has the duty of passing on the ap- 
propriateness of all changes in the exterior architectural 
features of buildings in the Historic Beacon Hill District. 
Twelve meetings were held during the year. Fees re- 
ceived for Certificates of Appropriateness were $185.00. 
Cases disposed of were as follows: 


1956, 73; 1957, 98; 1958, 73; 1959, 119; 1960, 93; 
1961, 97; 1962, 101. 

1963 was the most eventful year and consumed more 
of the Commissioners’ and secretary’s time than in any 
year so far. 


The Legislature, by Chapter 622 of the Acts of 1963, 
effective August 8, again extended the Historic Beacon 
Hill District so that it now covers the entire Beacon 
Hill area bounded by Bowdoin St., the State House 
grounds, Beacon St., Embankment Rd. and Cambridge 
St., omitting River House, a strip 40 feet south of the 
south line of Cambridge St. and any property owned 
by Suffolk University on Hancock, Derne or Temple Sts. 
The Harrison Gray Otis House and the West Church 
on the northside of Cambridge St., are included. The 
Act also clarifies the Commission’s jurisdiction over 
signs and other exterior protrusions. 
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During the year four meetings were held. Fees re- 
ceived were $165. Cases were disposed of as follows:

The membership of the commission has remained un- 
changed since the last annual report. 

We believe that the commission is fulfilling the pur- 
pose of the law and is maintaining and guiding the 
improvement of the historic and architectural integrity 
of the district. 

We believe that this architectural control law has 
contributed significantly to the rise of real estate values 
that this area has enjoyed in the last few years.

the annual report of the Board and the Commission 
shall be submitted through the Building Commissioner. 
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HISTORIC DISTRICT 


Hon. Joun F. Couuins, May 1, 1964.

In January, the Historic District was honored by 
being designated a Registered National Historic Land- 
mark by the National Park Service of the U. 8S. Depart- 
ment of the Interior, under the provisions of the Historic 
Sites Act of 1935. So far, very few entire districts have 
been awarded this distinction. 

Comparing activity with the average of former years, 
the Commission processed one-third more cases and held 
twice as many public hearings. The Commission 
found it necessary to reject 13 applications for Certi- 
ficates of Appropriateness, whereas only 10 had been 
rejected in the previous seven years of the Commission’s 
activity. 

The most important case that came before the Com- 
mission involved the demolition of the former Boston 
University Theological School buildings on Mt. Vernon 
and Chestnut Sts., and the erection of an apartment 
house in their place. The Commission rejected the new 
building principally because it exceeded in mass the 
structures in the immediate vicinity. The Commission 
rejected the demolition, not because it felt that the 
buildings should be saved, but because it believed that 
an appropriate new building should first be planned. 

The application of the Charles St. Garage Company 
to increase to 65’ the height of its 243-foot long building 
was denied as the enlarged structure would create a 
mass also inappropriate. 

In July, Mr. Andrew H. Hepburn, Architect, who had 
been a member of the Commission since November, 
1955, resigned. Mr. Hepburn brought to the Commis- 
sion not only a consummate knowledge of the periods of 
architecture found on Beacon Hill and great skill in 
design, but an authority which helped the Commission 
keep many remodelers on the road of appropriateness. 
Your Honor selected Mrs. Harriet Ropes Cabot, Curator 
of the Old State House, a nominee of the Society for 
the Prevention of New England Antiquities, to serve 
out Mr. Hepburn’s term. 
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The Commission, at the year’s end, consisted of: 


Frank J. Coughlin, Executive Secretary of the Build- 
ing Department, continued as Secretary. 

The doubling of the size of the Historic District from 
the original area and the ever-increasing activity in 
remodeling is making the work of the Commission 
less effective until it has more assistance. The ex- 
perience of recent years, culminating with the cases of 
1963, has shown up a number of places in which the 
law might be improved. However, the work of the 
Commission, on the whole, has been most successful 
and is accomplishing the purpose of the Act.

RESIGNATIONS 

During the year the Board also lost the services of 
three principal members and one alternate member who 
resigned since they felt that they could no longer serve 
because of the possibility of infringement, through their 
association, on the so-called ‘‘conflict of interest”? law 
which became effective on May 1. It was with deep 
regret that the Board recorded the loss of the services 
of its vice-chairman, Mr. Samuel S. Isenberg, a principal 
member representing the Boston Society of Architects 
and who had served for a period of eight years; Mr. F. 
Paul Morgan, a principal member and an eminent 
realtor, representing the Massachusetts Real Estate 
Association for eight years; Mr. William A. MacLeod, a 
principal member and a general contractor, representing 
the Master Builders Association for years; and Mr. 
Francis D. Harrington, an alternate member and an 
attorney, representing the United Improvement As- 
sociation for ten years. 


RETIREMENT 

A vacancy in the appointive position of Secretary to 
the Commission was created when Miss Mary T. 
Downey retired after forty years of service on June 30. 

Miss Downey’s first assignment upon entering the 
employ of the City Planning Board in 19238 was to 
work on the preparation of Boston’s first zoning law. 
In 1938 she was appointed Clerk and in 1945 Secretary 
to the Board of Zoning Adjustment. Upon the forma- 
tion of the new Zoning Commission in 1959 she was 
elected to fill the post of Secretary to this Commission 
also. In addition, she had been Secretary to the City 
Planning Board from 1945 to its dissolution in 1960. 
Miss Downey had served admirably as secretary to 
these Boards and Commissions during past years and a 
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letter expressing the appreciation and esteem in which 
she is held by the members of the Board was sent to her. 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 25, 
Chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, the 
Board held an organization meeting on June 5, 1963. 
Since this meeting just followed the period of resigna- 
tions referred to above, the Board voted to defer a 
formal election of officers, until a later date, with 
Albert V. Colman continuing as Chairman in the 
meantime. 
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Miss Raphaela Di Pietro was appointed Secretary to 
the Board to take the place of Miss Mary T. Downey 
(retired). Mrs. Dorothea P. Lynch was appointed as 
Senior Clerk to assist in the secretarial work of the 
Board. 


Thomas E. McCormick and John E. Cassidy, Jr., 
were appointed respectively, as engineer and assistant 
engineer. 


The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundaries of the zoning districts 
remains unchanged. Public hearings, executive ses- 
sions, and inspection trips were held as found necessary ; 
the staff of the Boston Redevelopment Authority render- 
ing such assistance as was essential in the way of investi- 
gations, field surveys, drafting, and clerical work. A 
detailed record of the proceedings has been filed by the 
Board in the office of the Building Commissioner, as 
required by law. ‘This record is open to public inspec- 
tion, and notice of the decision has been mailed to all 
parties in interest. 


Since the enactment of the Zoning Law in 1924, a 
total of 516 petitions has been received. A summary of 
action taken on petitions received during 1963 and a con- 
densed summary of all petitions is contained herein in 
Tables I and II.

DEAR SIR: 

The Zoning Commission submits herewith in accord- 
ance with Section 25, Chapter 3, Revised Ordinances of 
1961, its fifth annual report, containing a statement of 
its acts and doings along with its receipts and expendi- 
tures for the year ending December 31, 1963. 

There were no new appointments or reappointments 
to the Commission during the year. There were, how- 
ever, three resignations by members who felt they could 
no longer serve because of the possibility of infringe- 
ment, through their business association, on the so- 
called ‘‘conflict of interest”’ law which became effective 
on May 1. It was with deep regret that the Commission 
recorded the loss of the services of Mr. Nathaniel J. 
Young, Jr., an attorney, and a Mayor’s appointee; 
Mr. Antonio F. Iovino, also an attorney, and represent- 
ing the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce; and 
Mr. David F. Supple, representing the Associated 
Industries of Massachusetts. 

A vacancy in the elective position of Secretary to the 
Commission was created when Miss Mary T. Downey 
retired after forty years of service on June 30. 

Miss Downey’s first assignment upon entering the 
employ of the City Planning Board in 1923 was to work 
on the preparation of Boston’s first zoning law. In 1938 
she was appointed Clerk and in 1945 Secretary to the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment. Upon the formation of 
the new Zoning Commission in 1959 she was elected to 
fill the post of Secretary to this Commission also. In 
addition, she had been Secretary to the City Planning 
Board from 1941 to its dissolution in 1960. Miss 
Downey had served admirably as Secretary to these 
Boards and Commissions during past years and a letter 
expressing the appreciation and esteem in which she is 
held by the members of the Commission was sent to her. 

Since the Commission did not formally hold an elec- 
tion of officers during the year, Miss Raphaela Di Pietro 
has been acting as Secretary pro tem. 
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ADOPTION AND FILING OF THE CODE 


Following the Mayor’s message of November 18, 
1962 wherein he returned the zoning code as proposed 
to be adopted by the Commission, without his approval, 
a following letter from the Mayor dated February 11, 
1963, forwarding a report from the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority was duly considered. 


The concluding significant statement of this report 
was that ‘‘the Redevelopment Authority is of the 
opinion that it would serve no useful purpose to delay 
approval of this vital instrument in the reconstruction 
of the city until all urban renewal plans are completed 
or the impact of the turnpike extension is finally 
realized.”’ 


On March 29, 1963, the Commission voted unan1i- 
mously ‘‘that the zoning code which was adopted by 
the Commission on August 15, 1962, and returned to 
this Commission as disapproved by the Mayor on 
November 13, 1962, be again ADOPTED, notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the Mayor.”’ 


Upon further vote of the Commission, the zoning 
code, with due signatures and inscriptions, was ac- 
cordingly filed by the Secretary with the Clerk of the 
Senate on April 1, 1968. 


LEGISLATION 
HovusE Bitu No. 718 


Early in March, the Chairman appeared before the 
Legislative Committee on Mercantile Affairs, in support 
of House Bill No. 718. This bill had been filed by the 
Commission for the purpose of reducing the waiting 
period between the filing date and the effective date of 
the code from one year to four months. The Committee 
expressed the desire to withhold action on the bill 
until such time as it is actually filed. However the 
bill was reported out unfavorably just previous to the 
filing of the code. 
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CHAPTER 779, Acts oF 1962 


CHAPTER 268A, GENERAL Laws 


This chapter known as ‘‘the code of ethics law” or 
“conflict of interest law’’ became effective May 1. 
Its intent is to set standards of conduct for the guidance 
of officials or employees of a governmental agency so 
as to prevent the impairing of his independence of 
judgment in the exercise of his official duties because 
of his engagement in some other business or professional 
activity. 


Though the City Council is empowered to and, in 
several other cases of unpaid officials did expressly 
classify them as ‘‘Special municipal employees”, and 
thus give them special status, it did not so classify 
members of the Zoning Commission. This resulted in 
the resignation of three members as previously men- 
tioned. 


CHAPTER 795, Acts oF 1963 


This chapter prevents any future change or deviation 
in the zoning law which would permit high rise develop- 
ment on the Jamaicaway. It provides that ‘‘ Notwith- 
standing the provision of section 13 of Chapter 652 of 
the Acts of 1960 or any other provision of law to the 
contrary, no building, which exceeds 65 feet in height, 
shall be constructed on land abutting on the Jamaica- 
way in the City of Boston.” 


MISCELLANEOUS 


At a meeting on August 21, the Commission voted 
tha a purchase order be issued for the printing of 2,000 
copies of the Boston Zoning Code and Enabling Act. 


Also it was voted ‘‘that in accordance with Para- 
graph (291) Section 1, of Chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961, the Commission hereby votes that 
a fee of one dollar be charged for a copy of the Boston 
Zoning Code and Enabling Act.” 
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Early in December the Commission met in a round 
table conference with other city department heads in- 
volved in zoning. This meeting was called by the 
Director of Administrative Services upon the suggestion 
of the Zoning Commission, for the purpose of alerting 
the city agencies to changes in procedure and increased 
work burden that would take place by April 1, 1964, the 
effective date of the code.

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BOARD OF APPEAL

in its functioning, may vary the provisions of the Act 
referred to it in specific cases which appear to them not 
to have been contemplated by this Act although cov- 
ered by it, or in cases where manifest injustice is done, 
provided that the decisions of the Board in such a case 
shall have the assent of four members under the Build- 
ing Law and shall be unanimous under the Zoning Law 
(chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended) and shall not 
conflict with the spirit of any provision of said Acts.

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Civit DEFENSE ACTIVITIES, 1963 


Statement of Policy 

The National Fallout Shelter Survey, which was 
initiated during the last fiscal year has caused drastic 
changes in this department’s plans and programs. The 
survey, which was initiated by the Department of De- 
fense, signalled the change in basic planning policy from 
evacuation of urban target areas in the event of enemy 
attack to that of ‘‘directed movement to shelters.” 

As a result of the Phase II Survey and Stanford 
Institute Study, the City of Boston showed a potential 
of 2,136 shelters with possible space for 2,300,000 in 
existing buildings. 

As of December 31, 1963, 1,062 of these shelters have 
been licensed and marked, and of these 275 have been 
stocked with survival supplies. 

At this time agreements have been reached between 
the Director, Charles W. Sweeney, and members of the 
National Defense Transportation Association to pro- 
vide trucks without charge to the City of Boston, De- 
partment of Civil Defense, to expedite the shelter stock- 
ing program. 

Having been forced to vacate the East Newton Street 
Armory, which is being demolished, we have acquired 
a building formerly housing the Park Department 
laundry on Dover Street as a supply depot, where we 
have two men in daily attendance. We have also initi- 
ated more stringent rules and regulations in the loaning 
of civil defense equipment and supplies to diverse city 
departments. 

A mobile radiological display has been developed 
through the use of a trailer we acquired from the dis- 
mantling of a 5-kilowatt generator on loan to the Public 
Works Department for emergency power on which we 
have placed permanently radiation instruments (two 
ionization chambers, two Geiger counters, personal 
dosimeters and chargers) plus photographs of ‘‘Oper- 
ation Recovery”’ sponsored by this department in co- 
operation with the U. 8. Navy Seabees at East Boston 
Stadium emphasizing decontamination procedures and 
rescue recovery from radiation areas. 
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Because of the many complex and difficult problems 
involved in the marking, stocking, and utilization of the 
Boston fallout shelter program and the urgent need for 
trained qualified personnel to operate and administer 
this program, an administrative budget under Public 
Law 85-606 was submitted for the 1962-63 fiscal year 
whereby the department shall be eligible to participate 
in federal funds for personnel and administrative ex- 
penses in the amount of 50 percent, as well as in the 
federal and state surplus and matching funds programs 
for the acquisition of valuable and badly needed supplies 
and equipment. 

With respect to staffing, Gen. Charles W. Sweeney 
has returned to his post as Director, and all employees 
with seniority employment prior to September 15, 1961 
(as per Executive Order 42 and subsequent amendment), 
have taken either competitive or qualifying civil service 
examinations. Needed additional personnel have been 
requested in our budget. A full-time public information 
officer has been added to the staff, and an intensive and 
accelerated public information program initiated to 
publicize all phases of the Boston civil defense program, 
with particular emphasis on the marking and stocking 
program. 


Training Exercises 


All members of the Boston civil defense staff partici- 
pated in the national training exercise, Operation Alert 
1963. Representatives of the Boston Police, Fire, Park, 
Public Works, Traffic, Health, Welfare, and School 
Departments, as well as those from the U. 8. Army 
Reserve and Electric, Gas, and Telephone Companies, 
also participated. 

Members of the RACES (Radio Amateur Communica- 
tions Emergency Service) have conducted several sector 
to area communications tests and are in the process of 
acquiring equipment and of extending their activities 
and adding to their personnel. 

The Boston Civil Defense Underwater Rescue and 
Recovery Team has continued practice training at 
Hanscom Field (Bedford) and at other locations. Acqui- 
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sition of a 65-foot boat through the surplus property 
program should prove invaluable both in actual 
emergencies and for training purposes. Members of 
this team expect to receive basic training in the use of 
radiological detection and monitoring instruments in the 
near future. 
Training Program 

Due to the need for qualified personnel in all phases of 
a growing complex program, particularly with respect 
to the fallout shelter program, a comprehensive program 
for the training of civil defense personnel has been 
followed to provide guidance and assistance to public 
and private agencies and personnel, particularly in the 
following fields: 
Radvological 

The assistant radiological officer has recently taken, 
passed, and been certified as passing, the Department of 
Defense’s Chemical, Biological, and Radiological De- 
fense Course at the Brooklyn, New York, Eastern 
Training Center. 


In addition to a continuing program of instruction in 
the use of radiological detection and monitoring in- 
struments for civil defense personnel and members of 
the Boston Police and Fire Departments, many private 
business and industrial concerns have signified their 
intention to send designated personnel to the federal 
radiological training courses at the Eastern Training 
Center. Trained radiological personnel are urgently 
needed, not only for service in the national fallout 
shelter program but also to assist In manning approxi- 
mately seventy-five fixed radiological monitoring sta- 
- tions and to provide training and guidance to monitors 
in large fallout shelters. (See other sections of this 
report for additional information on training.) 


Plans and Operations 


The planning officer and information officer have been 
certified as passing the Department of Defense plans 
and operations course at the Eastern Training Center. 
The information officer has been certified as having 
passed the civil defense management course. 
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Radiological Program 


Approximately seventy-five fixed radiological moni- 
toring stations have been located at police divisions, 
fire stations, and the U. 8. Public Health Hospital in 
Brighton, Employers Liability Insurance Buildings, ete., 
and fully equipped with federaly supplied kits contain- 
ing Geiger counter, survey meter, dosimeter and charger, 
also two gas masks. 


All fire-fighting personnel have been instructed in the 
use of these instruments and have received “ Instruction 
Certificates’’ approved by the department and issued by 
Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency. A great many 
police personnel have also been instructed and have 
received certificates. 


Shelter Program 


Addition of a full-time, qualified shelter officer to the 
Boston civil defense staff is imperative, and such ap- 
pointment, subject to passage of a civil service examina- 
tion, is under consideration. 


As pointed out previously, the scope and complexities 
involved in a vast program to provide the people of 
Boston with approximately one and a half million 
shelter spaces in existing facilities; the licensing, mark- 
ing, stocking, and inspection of stocks supplies; the 
recording, filing, and maintenance of essential informa- 
tion in connection with the fallout shelter program; the 
development and writing of shelter utilization plans; the 
provision of guidance, information, and training to 
public and private building owners and their employees 
—are demanding, and will continue to demand, in- 
tensive, unremitting effort on the part of all concerned 
with this program. 

Currently, this department has negotiated hundreds 
of shelter licenses (1,062), completed all of the necessary 
paper work connected with the licensing and marking 
of several hundred buildings, and is gearing itself to 
meet the tremendous effort needed to requisition, as- 
semble, and distribute hundreds of tons of food, water, 
medical, radiological, and sanitation supplies to the 
shelters.

It is expected that designated staff members will be 
sent to shelter management courses at the Eastern 
Training Center, Brooklyn, New York, in the near 
future. To date, several public agencies and private 
business and industrial concerns have sent, or will 
send, selected personnel to these invaluable instruction 
courses. 


Plans and Operations 


In September of 1963 Boston was chosen as a part 
of a sixteen-city prototype shelter utilization program. 
To this end Howard Grube, OCDM, Harvard, Massa- 
chusetts, was assigned to this office and in conjunction 
with Boston civil defense key personnel developed a 
shelter utilization plan which has been accepted as being 
the basic plan for Boston. 


The difficulties involved in developing plans for 
shelter utilization have been stressed by the Depart- 
ment of Defense. Plans must be written to cover 
allocation to shelters for both day and night populations, 
plans for internal shelter management written, pro- 
cedures developed for intershelter communications and 
for communication from shelters to emergency operating 
centers, and plans developed for the guidance of public 
and private shelter managers. 


Public Information 

An intensive and accelerated public information pro- 
gram is essential to the success of the Boston civil 
defense program. A step in that direction has been 
taken with the appointment of a full-time public in- 
formation officer. The emphasis in this field for the 
past year has been as follows: 

Shelter and Related Information. In addition to 
answering hundreds of telephone and written requests 
for information concerning the family fallout shelter 
program, we distributed thousands of copies of ‘‘ FALL- 
OUT PROTECTION,” “THE FAMILY FALLOUT 
SHELTER,’ ‘“EIRSE, ALD; “HOME MPRO Ee 
TION EXERCISES,” “EMERGENCY SANITA- 
TION AND FACTS ABOUT FALLOUT.” This de- 
partment has held public and private meetings enlisting

the services of the U. 8S. Army Corps of Engineers and 
personnel from the Stanford Research Institute, as well 
as our own personnel, to acquaint public and private 
building owners with basic information about the public 
or community fallout shelter program. Boston civil 
defense personnel have visited building owners and 
licensees to provide detailed information concerning 
protection factors, storage problems, legal implications 
of the fallout shelter license, and other detailed infor- 
mation concerning this complex subject. 

The Cuban crisis provided dramatic proof of the need 
for an informed and educated public in time of emer- 
gency and has highlighted the need for trained personnel 
to cope with the problem of dispensing prompt, authori- 
tative, and accurate information in time of emergency. 
Speaking Engagements 

This department has continued to provide qualified 
speakers on all phases of the Boston civil defense pro- 
gram. Of necessity, major emphasis has been placed 
upon the fallout shelter program, but other phases of 
the program have also been discussed, for example, 
basic civil defense, civil defense planning, the role of 
volunteers in civil defense, and similar subjects. 

Numerous speeches and briefing have been given to 
military, civic, social, professional, and fraternal groups, 
and it is expected that specific meetings will be called 
by this department to acquaint city officials and repre- 
sentatives of business and industry with the latest 
Department of Defense policies and procedures as 
needed. 

Displays and Exhibits 

In addition to our usual displays and exhibits of civil 
defense equipment such as our heavy duty rescue 
trucks, radiological equipment, mobile lighting, and 
power plant and underwater rescue and recovery equip- 
ment, we have placed a large fallout shelter supply dis- 
play on public exhibit. We have also supplied personnel 
to accompany the exhibit and explain the use and 
function of the supplies and equipment and to distribute 
literature. We have continued to participate in pa- 
rades, public functions, etc., upon request. 
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Property and Equipment 

In addition to heavy duty rescue trucks, fire pumpers, 
mobile lighting and power plant, underwater rescue and 
recovery truck (fully equipped), pumps, generators, 
power saws, etc., we have acquired other equipment for 
various city departments at very little cost under the 
surplus property and matching funds programs. 


The Boston Civil Defense Depot has been relocated 
at 247 Dover Street. The property officer has been 
assigned to operate this depot in a highly efficient 
manner. A complete inventory of supplies and equip- 
ment has been made. Stringent regulations and pro- 
cedures for the loan and use of civil defense equipment 
are being enforced. The supply operation has been 
centralized by moving the major portion of our supplies 
into this depot. 

Personnel and space in this depot should prove in- 
valuable in carrying out the stocking program, and 
necessary equipment has been requisitioned so that this 
operation can better meet the tremendous task it will 
face in the storage, assembly, and distribution of shelter 
supplies. 


Warning and Communications 

An urgently needed survey of the public air raid 
warning siren system and bell and light system has been 
completed and requests for the necessary servicing 
processed. We are continuing our widespread distri- 
bution of warning signal information to the general 
public, business, industry, and other interested groups. 


In the matter of communications, we have imple- 
mented, by the purchase of fifty sets for the Public 
Works Department and fifteen sets for the Traffic De- 
partment, our present two-way radio communications 
system. Increased demands will be placed upon us 
due to the need for communications between control 
centers and fixed monitoring stations as well as between 
large shelters and civil defense emergency operating 
centers. It is hoped that the federal government will 
provide funds covering the major part of the costs in- 
volved, provided the Congress votes favorably on the 
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President’s requests for additional civil defense appro- 
priations. The Radio Amateur Communications Emer- 
gency Service (RACES) program is in urgent need of 
new equipment to replace obsolete equipment, and we 
have submitted purchase requisitions for same. 


Snow Emergency 


A central operating center, using civil defense space 
and facilities at our headquarters, has been set up again 
this year. Direct lines to the Mayor’s office, MTA, 
police, and office of the Public Works Commissioner 
have been installed as well as emergency power and 
lighting equipment. In addition, three more call di- 
rector telephones have been installed, which, with our 
two-way radio system, will provide effective communi- 
cations to cope with unusually severe snow and weather 
conditions.

Str,— In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 

In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945, 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 2 to September 4, inclusive, from Septem- 
ber 25 to October 16, inclusive, and from November 6 
to December 31, inclusive. Registration in wards was 
held on August 28 and 29, and September 3 and 4, from 
6 p.m. to 10 p.m., and in the central office until 10 P.o., 
for the Preliminary City Election; and October 8, 9, 
10, 14, 15, and 16, from 6 p.m. to 10 P.m., and in the 
central office until 10 p.m., for the City Election. This 
registration was held in two places in different sections 
of each ward, two nights in each place for the Prelimi- 
nary City Election, and three nights in each place for 
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the City Election. On November 27 the central office 
was open until 10 p.m., for registration for the Special 
State Primaries, and on December 18 the central office 
was open until 10 p.m., for registration for the Special 
State Election to be held on January 7, 1964, for Repre- 
sentative in General Court, 20th. Suffolk District, 
Ward 21 (to fill vacancy). 

On June 26 and 27 for the first time on records of the 
department, a tent was set up on Boston Common by 
the Park Department for use as a central registration 
place, and was deemed to be part of our central office. 
Persons from the twenty-two wards of the city were 
permitted to register here between the hours of 10 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. Furniture and equipment was transported 
to and from the Common each day. This registration 
was conducted by regular personnel of this department, 
and every effort was made to make a good impression 
on the general public. 

In addition to the above, and again for the first time 
on record, mobile registration was put into effect. On 
July 22, 23 and 24, from 10 a.m. to 4 P.m., at the corner 
of Tremont and Rutland streets, and on July 30 and 
31, from 10 a.m. to 4 P.m., at the corner of Tremont 
and Hammond streets, in a van loaned by the N.A.A. 
C.P., residents of the twenty-two wards in Boston 
could avail themselves of this service. From August 1 
to 30, inclusive, excepting Saturdays and Sundays, 
mobile registration for the twenty-two wards of the 
city was held. A panel truck, loaned by the Park 
Department, was used for this service. Each of the 
twenty-two wards was visited, one section in each 
ward from 10 a.m. to 12M., and another section from 
1 p.M. to 4 p.m. With the exception of the truck driver, 
regular personnel of the Election Department was 
assigned to all mobile registration. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS 
At the State Election, held November 6, 1962, the 
number of voters on the list was 319,529. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
September 3, 1963, was 289,430. From that time to 
the close of registration for the City Election there 
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were added the names of 19,652 voters. Included in 
this latter figure are the names of 5,453 voters who 
were restored to the voting list without registration, 
under the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. 
The number of voters on the final list sent to the polls 
on the day of the City Election, held November 5, 
1963, was 309,082, a decrease of 10,447 from the number 
on the list at the preceding State Election. The number 
of voters on the final list December 31, 1963, was 
309,154. 


NOMINATION PapErRs, REFERENDUM AND 
REcountT PETITIONS 


A total of 110 persons declared their intentions for 
nominations to city offices—13 for Mayor, 75 for City 
Councillor, and 22 for School Committeeman, 34 of 
these did not file nomination papers;the remaining 76 can- 
didates submitted 4,471 papers on which 120,646 names 
were checked; 5 candidates were certified for the office 
of Mayor, 38 candidates were certified for the office of 
City Councillor (2 of which were certified after hearings 
before the Ballot Law Commission), and 11 candidates 
were certified for the office of School Committeeman; 
40 nomination papers for the Special State Primaries, 
on which 817 names were certified; 2 referendum 
petitions, consisting of 840 papers, on which 16,050 
names were certified; 4 initiative petitions, consisting 
of 735 papers, on which 10,465 names were certified; 
3 petitions for recount of ballots cast in the City Election, 
consisting of 140 papers, on which 1,950 names were 
certified; making a total of 6,226 papers filed, on which 
the names of 149,928 voters were certified. 


November 25, 1963, at 5 p.m., was the last day to 
file Initiative petitions with this department. This 
was the same day that was proclaimed as a “ National 
Day of Mourning’. The question arose as to the 
legal action if said papers were filed on the following 
day, and in order to protect both the petitioners, and 
the City of Boston, representatives of this department 
made special efforts to receive the petitions that were 
filed in accordance with the law. Subsequently it was 
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ruled that due to the emergency, petitions filed the. 


following day would be accepted as legal. 


RECOUNTS 
Recounts of the votes cast in the City Election for 
City Councillor in all twenty-two wards, and for 
School Committeeman in Wards 4, 6, 7, 8, 10, 11, 12- 
14, 20, 21 and 22 were held on November 18, 19, 20, 
21, 22, 26, 27, and December 2, 3, 4 and 5, 1963. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST 

The names of 4,749 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. 

JURORS 

The jury list prepared by the Board in 1963 contained 
the names of 8,398 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report 3,218 were drawn for jury service. 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED 

In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of a physical 
disability were examined for registration in their homes 
or other places of confinement upon receipt of an 
application for such registration. Applications were 
received from 342 such persons. Of that number 218 
were found to be qualified and were duly registered. 
Persons so registered were furnished with applications 
for absentee ballots for the City Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF FEDERAL SERVICE 
PERSONNEL 

Under provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 51, 
of the General Laws, as amended by chapter 511, 
sections 2 and 3, of the Acts of 1962, twelve such persons 
were registered in Boston during the period from the 
close of registration to the third day preceding the 
City Election. 

ABSENTEE VOTING 

Absentee voting applied to the City Election. Chapter 
374 of the Acts of 1963 relative to examining, counting, 
canvassing and casting absent voter ballots, made it 
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necessary to set up a central counting place as no 
absent voter ballots were sent to the 275 precinct polling 
places. The examination of envelopes and affidavits 
was held in the central office on November 5, 1963, 
from 12 noon to 8 p.m. The actual counting of the 
absent voter ballots was held in the office of the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures, Room 105-106, City Hall 
Annex, from Tuesday, November 5, at 8 p.m. to Wednes- 
day, November 6, at 5 a.m. After canvassing of the 
votes cast in the 275 precincts was completed, it then 
became necessary to add to each precinct count the 
number of votes cast by absentee ballots in the central 
counting place. Set forth below are statistics relating 
to absentee ballots:

Of the 1,053 absent voter envelopes returned and 
examined, 113 were rejected for various reasons by the 
examiners, and none of the ballot envelopes, so rejected, 
were opened to reveal the contents thereof. The re- 
maining 940 ballot envelopes were subsequently opened 
by the counters, the ballots inclosed therein were put. 
through a registering ballot box, then removed from said 
box, sorted into precincts, counted, and the results 
added to the total vote sheets used at the polling places. 
This method of examining, counting, and recording 
absent voter ballots is accurate, but exceedingly time 
consuming. 


New LEGISLATION 


Preservation of Voting Lists: Chapter 343 of the 
Acts of 1962 reduces the period of time during which 
certain voting lists shall be preserved by Registrars of 
Voters. 


Presidential Elections, Limited Ballot: Chapter 4387 
of the Acts of 1962 authorizes certain new residents of 
the commonwealth to vote for electors of president and 
vice-president and revokes such rights of certain 
citizens who have removed from the commonwealth as 
was provided for in chapter 582 of the Acts of 1961. 

Mailing of Absent Voter Ballots: Chapter 111 of the 
Acts of 1963 makes it mandatory that an absent voter 
ballot must be mailed to a municipality other than the 
city or town wherein the applicant is registered, if such 
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application is due to the applicant being out of the city 
or town in which he is registered on the day of the 
election. 

Party Enrollment: Chapter 113 of the Acts of 1963 
provides that all requests for establishment, change or 
cancellation of enrollment, required by law to be filed 
on or before a specified date shall be filed not later than 
five o’clock in the afternoon on said day. 

Nomination Papers: Chapter 210 of the Acts of 1963 
provides that the state secretary shall not receive a 
greater number of signatures on nomination papers than 
are required to make a nomination, increased by two 
fifths. 

Voter Registration Sessions: Chapter 308 of the Acts 
of 1963 provides for voter registration sessions in certain 
hospitals, nursing homes and rest homes. 

Absentee Voting: Chapter 374 of the Acts of 1963 
relative to examining, counting, canvassing and casting 
absent voter ballots at. a central location. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD 
Under date of January 15, 1963, Commissioner 
Joseph Russo resigned as a member of the Commission. 
Mr. George H. Greene was appointed to succeed him for 
the term ending April 1, 1966; and assumed the duties 
of his office on January 17, 1963. Commissioner Lasker 
continued as Chairman of the Board and Commissioner 

Maurice L. Smith continued as Secretary. 


EXPENSES OF THE ELECTION DEPARTMENT 
The expenses of the Election Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1963, amounted to $441,714.02.

SPECIAL COMMENTS 
1. Fire Prevention 


During the year 1963 this department was awarded 
a plaque by the National Fire Protection Association 
for placing first in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts; 
third in municipalities of over 500,000 in the United 
States; and sixth among all cities in the nation in a 
National Fire Prevention Contest held during 1963. 

In-service inspections were carried out on a daily 
basis, weather permitting, April 1 to October 30. All 
fire companies in the city inspected various types of 
buildings in their subdistrict areas for the purpose of 
remedying any hazardous conditions which might be 
found, and also to become acquainted with the pecu- 
liarities of various occupancies so that more efficient 
fire-ground procedures could be employed in the event 
of fire in these areas. The fire-fighting force made 
86,520 inspections during the foregoing period. 

Every hotel in the city has been thoroughly inspected 
by members of this department during the past year. 
To further safety in hotels, the Fire Prevention Division 
has engaged in tests of various materials found in such 
occupancies, such as vinyl wall covering, acrylic rugs, 
flameproofed bed sheets, so-called fire-resistive mat- 
tresses, and similar materials. Legislation particularly 
applicable to watchman’s service and fire alarm systems 
in hotels has been proposed, and public hearings have 
already been held before the Committee on Public 
Safety of the Massachusetts Legislature. 

As part of our inspection program for hospitals and 
rest homes, numerous samples of wall, ceiling, and 
floor materials were obtained from these institutions 
and tested by our department chemist. The results 
of these tests lead to the removal of many flammable 
items from these institutions. 

During the year 1963 there were fewer building fires 
in the city than occurred in the previous year. 


2. Fire Stations 


A contract was awarded during the latter part of 
1963 for the erection and completion of a new fire 
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station on Cambridge Street between Joy and South 
Russell Streets, Boston, to replace the Bowdoin Square 
fire station which was razed in November of that year 
to make way for the new state office building being 
erected by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The 
new station will house one engine company, one ladder 
company, and a district fire chief. 

The program of remodeling some of our older fire 
stations, which began in 1962, has been continued 
during 1963, and contracts were awarded for making 
major alterations and repairs to the following fire 
stations: 

Engine 138, Ladder 23—386 Washington Street, Dor- 

chester 

Engine 42, Ladder 80—1870 Columbus Avenue, 

Roxbury 

The alterations, when completed, will afford better 
and safer living conditions for the fire fighters quartered 
therein. 


38. Training Division 

Twenty-six new fire fighters were appointed to the 
department on September 4, 1963, and were given 
seven weeks of intensive training and drilling in basic 
procedures at fires, including engine and ladder com- 
pany operations, use of special equipment, first aid, 
rescue work, and handling of radioactive materials. 
The importance of training fire fighters in all phases 
of their duties and the necessity of equipping them 
with knowledge which will enable them to overcome 
the hazards which they continually face cannot be 
overemphasized. The individual efficiency of a fire 
officer, or fire fighter, in his assigned task is the deter- 
mining factor in the success of fire-fighting operations. 
These operations require teamwork, and, if a member of 
a team is not familiar with his assignment, the entire 
operation will be affected adversely. 

Each year the division conducts periodic surveys 
related to fire protection and fire-fighting equipment 
in order to insure that the equipment will function 
properly if its use is required. The survey also includes 
lifesaving equipment of various types.

The ninety-second annual report of the Boston Health 
Department is herewith submitted. 

The health of Bostonians is good. During 1963 
maternal mortality was at the irreducible minimum of 
one; no polio deaths have been reported for the last 
five years. The department made available to pre- 
school children, school children, and adults some 
300,500 doses of Sabin polio vaccine. Some 94 percent 
of our school children received Type II during 1963, 
and in 1962 some 93 percent received Types I and 
III. The PKU test for the early detection and treat- 
ment of mental retardation in children was initiated: 
2,146 initial tests and 547 repeat tests were given. 

A rodent extermination program was launched in 
five sections of the city. Thereafter, an education and 
enforcement program, which is continuing, was in- 
augurated and was successful. 

Expenditures for the department were $1,916,236.65 
at a per capita cost of $2.71.

INTRODUCTION 


The Boston Health Department is that branch of the 
city government dedicated to preserving and improving 
the health of all Bostonians. 

Being preventive in nature, the focus is upon such 
areas as environmental health protection; control of 
preventable disease through immunization and case- 
finding programs; well child conferences; dental services 
tor public and parochial school children; laboratory 
examinations of specimens to establish and _ verify 
findings; and the compilations of vital statistics. 

To accomplish its mission, the department uses three 
approaches: 

1. Education to facilitate public understanding 
and cooperation 


2. The enforcement of ordinances and regulations 
3. The provision of certain essential services 


HIGH LIGHTS 


The year 1963 was one of work and progress — of 
aspiration and achievement. Notable success was 
achieved in several health areas. A few selected areas 
are: 

The rodent extermination program 
The Sabin vaccine program 

The PKU testing program 

. The tuberculin tine-testing program 


In May, 1963, the Health Division initiated a rodent 
control program on a city-wide basis. Sanitation sur- 
veys were conducted and invitations to bid sent to 
several qualified exterminators. [.xterminations were 
limited to the exterior of dwellings. The program lasted 
from June to December, at a cost of $24,500. An edu- 
cation and enforcement program was then inaugurated. 

An adult Sabin polio program was inaugurated jointly 
by the Boston Health Department and the Suffolk 


HH oo ND 
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County Medical Society. A donation of 25 cents was 
solicited, although this did not eliminate the indigent. 
The vaccine was dispensed during January, March, and 
May. The society made the vaccine available to adults, 
to staffing personnel and visitors to hospitals, and, also, 
to certain segments of industry. Over 300,400 doses of 
Types I, I, and III were dispensed. 

During 1963 a screening program in the well child 
conferences for phenylketonuria was initiated. This 
screening was done on the first visit of infants between 
the ages of six weeks and six months. This test, when 
positive, indicates that a child may develop with mental 
deficiencies. When detected early, by careful diet regu- 
lations, the development of mental deficiency can be 
prevented or held to a minimum. During the year 2,146 
initial tests and 547 repeat tests were given. (See Child 
and Adult Health.) 

During the school year 1963-64 the tuberculin tine 
test was inaugurated by Health Department physicians 
as part of the parochial school fourth-grade testing pro- 
gram. Simultaneously, physicians of the Hygiene De- 
partment of the Boston Public Schools tine-tested their 
fourth grades. A meeting of public health physicians 
and nurses and the Boston School Department physi- 
clans and nurses was held in October. At this meeting — 
was discussed the technique of doing the test, reading 
it, and the implications of a positive test. Dr. John T. 
Foley, Boston Health Commissioner, addressed this 
gathering. 


PUBLIC HEALTH COUNCIL » 


The Public Health Council, established in 1956, is 
composed of nine members appointed by the Mayor to 
assist and advise the Health Commissioner. Under 
law, six of its nine members must include a registered 
physician, a registered dentist, a representative of an 
industry handling food, a representative of another 
industry, a labor representative, and a housewife. 
During any given year, one third of the council serves 
for three years, one third for two years, and one third for 
one year. All serve without compensation. 


DEPARTMENT PERSONNEL HONORED 


Miss Catharine Atwood, head bacteriologist in charge 
of laboratory services for the Boston Health Depart- 
ment, was awarded the Paul Revere Award for 1963 
by the Massachusetts Public Health Association. This 
award is presented annually to a Massachusetts resi- 
dent for outstanding service in the field of public health 
on the local level. 

Miss Atwood’s citation read as follows: 

“The recipient of the Paul Revere Award for 1963 
exemplifies unselfish dedication to professional duties. 
Charm, graciousness, and sincerity characterize her 
personal nature. She is a tireless worker who gives 
of herself unstintingly. 

She is capable, efficient, and progressive. She not 
only supervises the activities of the Bureau but 
works along with each of her staff. Her coworkers 
and assistants literally idolize her. She has main- 
tained a first-class laboratory under many adverse 
conditions and has been a bulwark of strength for 
the entire department. Catharine Atwood — it is 
an honor to bestow this award upon you, a person 
who so well symbolizes the qualities for which this 
award was created.”

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The department’s public health nurses were com- 
mitted to canvas by grateful artist James Mitchell of 
Roxbury. ‘In a sort of thank you,’’ Mr. Mitchell cap- 
tured Mrs. Lillie Hayes, public health nurse, advising 
two young Roxbury girls. The painting was exhibited 
at the Freedom House, Roxbury, and was also on dis- 
play at the Hotel Touraine in a two-day exhibit of 
works of New England Negro artists. 

“The painting, a street scene,”’ said Mr. Mitchell, is 
dedicated to “all public health nurses for what they do.” 
She is more than a “‘nurse’’ who appears in connection 


with illness. “She is a person concerned with many 
problems.”’ 





Public Health Nurse Counsels Young Girls 
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ADMINISTRATION 


The Health Division operates from the Health De- 
partment building in Haymarket Square where its 
administrative offices are located, the Registry Division 
and the Weights and Measures Division being located 
in City Hall. These scattered offices will be centralized 
in the new City Hall at the Government Center, pres- 
ently under construction. The Health Department 
maintains eight George Robert White Fund Health 
Units and operates five substations, the latter being 
located in various municipal buildings. 


As in previous years, the department lived within 
its budget and ended the year with a small surplus—ap- 
proximately 4 percent. Approximately 80 percent of 
the department’s expenditures are for salaries. The 
unexpended 4 percent refects the difficulty in recruiting 
and retaining personnel professionally trained and 
qualified in public health. This is particularly true in 
the field of health in Boston, which is an international 
center for hospitals and medical schools. Typically, 
nurses have many opportunities for employment at 
a better scale than that offered by the Health Depart- 
ment and, as a result, the department has constant and 
current vacancies in this category.

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During 1962 the City of Boston, acting through 
Jacobs and Company, a firm of consultants in publie 
administration and finance, undertook a review of salary 
structures of city employees; and, in March of 1963, 
the proposals of this company were accepted. In some 
areas the adjustments in title and salary have made 
some positions more attractive and should make re- 
cruitment less difficult. However, the failure of this 
survey to recommend three grades at the public health 
staff nurse level (as supported by the American Nurses 
Association Minimum Employment Standards) has 
been one of the major factors in the inability to maintain 
a constant and complete nursing staff. 


The Jacobs’ report was accepted in March, 1963. 
Budgeting requests for 1964 and 1965 will reflect, to a 
lesser degree, the weight of these salary increases. In 
the ensuing years there will be a minimal degree of 
budgetary increases for this purpose. As this was the 
first reclassification on a city-wide scale since 1952, 
it was natural that a heavy increase in expenditures for 
1963 would result and that this rise would continue 
into 1964 and 1965. 


The Section of General Services is making a review 
of past budget requests of the various bureaus and is 
projecting future needs with a view to setting a new 
pattern for distribution of budget allowances if necessary. 
As a management aid in projecting trends in our depart- 
ment, it is our hope to strengthen the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics and extend its scope to include a study 
of the direction and strength of our programs and proj- 
ects. It was proposed that the Bureau of Vital Statistics 
set up data processing equipment to control the quality 
and regularity of our inspectional service; to expedite 
the issuance of our various licenses; and to combine the 
statistical work now performed by various bureaus. 
These plans are partially in operation; full implementa- 
tion awaits the recruiting of qualified personnel to 
program and carry out these plans. The full impact of 
this proposal will possibly not be felt until we are 
housed in the new City Hall and have more sophisti- 
cated data processing equipment at our disposal. 
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VITAL STATISTICS 


The collection and evaluation of statistics on births, 
deaths, and morbidity is a necessary prerequisite for 
identifying critical health areas and planning and pur- 
suing remedial programs on both a local and national 
level. Comparison studies of identified areas are more 
valid and therefore more useful, both locally and nation- 
ally, if the statistics are acquired in a uniform manner. 
To that end, the registration and tabulation of vital 
statistics in the Boston Health Department conforms to 
the standards established by the National Office of 
Vital Statistics and those designated in the Manual of 
International Classification. 


During 1963 natality and mortality data were calcu- 
lated, sorted, tabulated, and presented in a series of eight 
statistical tables designed to meet the current need 
for health statistics. 


The Bureau of Vital Statistics in 1963 continued the 
query program recommended by the World Health 
Organization. This program is designed to obtain 
additional information from physicians, hospital medical 
officers, and medical examiners, where the underlying 
cause of death is in doubt. ‘These procedures have 
resulted in more accuracy and uniformity in the regis- 
tration of statistics on the local, state, and national 
level. 


The resident death rate for 1963 from all causes was 
13.4* (9,425 deaths). The resident death rate for 1962 
was also 13.4.* The resident birth rate for 1963 was 
20.2* (14,229 live births). The 1962 resident birth 
rate was 20.5* (14,418 live births). The resident infant 
and maternal mortality rate for 19638 were 24.07 (342 
infant deaths) and 0.1* (1 maternal death). The 
resident infant and maternal mortality for 1962 were 
26.5t and 0.2t. During 1963 the death rate remained 
constant and the birth rate relatively constant. 


The five leading causes of death for 1963 in the city 
were the same as in 1962; heart disease, cancer, vascular

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lesions of the central nervous system, diseases of the 
arteries, and all accidents. These were among the ten 
leading causes of death for the nation as a whole. 


The Bureau of Vital Statistics issues permits for the 
burial, removal, and transportation of the dead in ac- 
cordance with Massachusetts State Law. During 1963, 
14,005 burial permits were issued, and 14,250 resident 
and nonresident death certificates were filed, processed 
for completeness and accuracy, codified as to cause of 
death (according to the Manual of International Classi- 
fication), tabulated, and sent to the Registry Division 
for the issuance of certified copies and permanent filing. 


In 1963, 28,700 standard death certificate forms were 
distributed to funeral directors, physicians, hospitals, 
nursing and rest homes. ‘These forms are procured 
from the Massachusetts Department of Vital Statistics. 


Cases of sudden death are processed by the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics. When one of the County Medical 
Examiners declines jurisdiction on a death, there being 
no evidence of foul play, certification of death is made 
by the Health Department physician who is assigned to 
the district where the death occurred. The Bureau 
processed 575 cases of sudden deaths in 1968. 


The Bureau reported weekly to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health all deaths in Boston, due 
to reportable diseases as required by Massachusetts 
State Law. Weekly and monthly statistical reports on 
mortality, deaths in certain age groups, infant mortality, 
natality, and deaths due to pneumonia and influenza 
were sent to the National Office of Vital Statisties in 
19638. Certain requested statistical reports on mortality 
and morbidity were sent to the United States Quarantine 
Station, British Consulate, and the City of Boston’s 
official publication, the City Record. Special reports on 
specific diseases requested by the Science Information 
Bureau of New York were compiled and sent every two 
weeks. Quarterly, semiannual, and annual reports on 
diabetes mellitus were sent to the New York Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company. The bureau filled 
humerous requests for statistical information from 
physicians, students, newspapers, and private agencies. 


HrattH DEPARTMENT 15) 
DISEASE CONTROL 


An important facet of the Health Division’s mission 
of preventive medicine is its concern with the control, 
detection, follow-up, and epidemiological study of re- 
portable diseases. Communicable diseases can be pre- 
vented or controlled through immunization, isolation, 
treatment, and education. Such diseases are reported 
regularly to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health and other interested agencies. The number of 
persons susceptible to certain communicable diseases 
can be decreased substantially through immunization 
procedures. (See Child and Adult Health.) Control of 
tuberculosis and venereal disease depends upon case 
finding through survey or diagnostic activities. 

During 1963 there were 3,154 resident cases of com- 
municable diseases reported—1,100 less than in 1962. 
There were seven resident deaths in 1963 as compared 
to ten in 1962. The seven included five meningococcus 
meningitis and two viral hepatitis deaths. (See table.) 
For the fifth consecutive year there were no deaths due 
to poliomyelitis. No resident cases of poliomyelitis, 
diphtheria, encephalitis, or typhoid fever were reported 
in 1963. However, an increase in salmonella and 
bacillary dysentery was noted. There has been a de- 
crease in the number of viral hepatitis cases. 

The public health physicians made 2,054 visits in 
communicable disease cases—an increase of 232 over 
1962. The purpose was to diagnose suspected cases of 
communicable disease when a physician had not been in 
attendance. In addition, 967 visits to view the deceased 
were made when the patient had not been under care of 
a physician. Home visits were made in ophthalmia 
cases, viral hepatitis cases, enteric cases, and to persons 
who were in need of hospitalization. Surveillance visits 
were made to persons who had come into the country 
without being properly immunized against smallpox 
and cholera.

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In previous years only infectious hepatitis had been 
reported. This year’s entry, viral hepatitis, includes 
both serum hepatitis and infectious hepatitis. During 
1963 there were two cases of serum hepatitis, which are 
included in the above table. Thus, the 225 reported 
cases of infectious hepatitis in 1963 represented a de- 
crease of 50 percent from the reported 450 cases in 1962. 
The reduction of 1,100 cases of resident communicable 
disease to a reported 3,154 in 1963 is due primarily to a 
severe drop in measles cases. 

During 1963, 3,898 cases of dog bites and 99 cases of 
small animal bites were reported; 2,179 of these cases 
were referred to the Animal Rescue League of Boston 
for examination and quarantine of the animals. No 
antirabic treatment was administered. 

Of the 154 cases of ophthalmia reported to the de- 
partment, one positive eye smear was treated at the 
Boston City Hospital. There were 362 lapsed cases of 
venereal disease (male and female) referred to the 
Bureau of Disease Control. Of these, 273 were success- 
fully followed up and brought under treatment. 

The typhoid fever outbreak in Zermatt, Switzerland, 
in March, 1963, caused considerable concern as many 
Boston residents had vacationed there during the winter 
season. These people were contacted by the public 
health physicians, and culture work was done on them to 
determine if they had contracted the disease. No Bos- 
ton resident had done so. 

Follow-up work on cases of enteric disease, salmonella, 
and bacillary dysentery, which increased in 1963, was 
done by public health physicians and involved taking 
of stool cultures and medical histories on all patients and 
family contacts. These cultures were examined by the 
laboratory. The increase in salmonella and bacillary 
dysentery also increased the number of diagnostic 
laboratory examinations from 2,842 in 1962 to 4,270 in 
1963. ‘This difference of 1,428 represented a 50 percent 
increase in this type of laboratory examination. 

During 1962 the department conducted its first oral 
polio vaccine program for children three months of age 
through high school, the latter in all Boston rfublie, 
parochial, and private schools. Type I was given in May 
and Type III in June. 
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During 1963 Type II of the Sabin oral polio vaccine 
program was given by the department for the first 
time. An adult program, sponsored jointly by the 
Boston Health Department and the Suffolk County 
Medical Society, was inaugurated. Additionally, the 
department serviced preschool children. 

Adult participation in the oral polio program of 1962 
was limited to school staff personnel. During 1968 all 
adults were invited to participate. Although a donation 
of 25 cents was requested, this did not eliminate the 
indigent. Clinics were strategically located through the 
city. The vaccine was dispensed during January, 
March, and May. The cost of overtime clinics during 
January was borne by the department. The cost of 
overtime clinics during the month of March was borne 
by voluntary contributions to the Suffolk County 
Medical Society. The society also made the vaccine 
available to many Boston hospitals, for use by physi- 
clans, nurses, hospital personnel, visitors, etc. Some 
segments of industry also availed themselves of this 
service. 

In all, 300,427 doses were given to children and 
adults by clinics during the three-month period: ‘Type 
I, 39,158; Type II, 214,838; and Type III, 46,431. 
The cost to the department was approximately 10 
cents per dose.

During 1962 about 93 percent of school children and 
78 percent of preschool children received Type I and 
Type III of this vaccine. During 1963, 94 percent of 
school children and 52 percent of preschool children 
received Type II. Type II was given for the first time 
during 1963. 

During the school year 1962-63 the tuberculin 
testing program was conducted in Boston public and 
parochial schools in Grade VIII. The previous year,

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1961-62, the test was given in Grade I. During the 
school year 1963-64 the tuberculin tine test was 
inaugurated by Health Department physicians as a 
part of the fourth-grade testing program. This pro- 
gram was correlated with the Hygiene Department of 
the Boston Public Schools, whose physicians also 
tuberculin tine-tested all fourth-grade pupils. <A 
combined meeting of public health physicians and 
nurses of the Boston School Department was held at 
the Technical High School in October, 1963. At this 
meeting the Director of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health Tuberculosis Division discussed the 
technique of doing and reading the test, and the implica- 
tions of a positive test. Dr. John T. Foley, City of 
Boston Health Commissioner, and Dr. Richard Gorman, 
Director of School Hygiene, Boston School Department, 
stressed the advantages of this test over those pre- 
viously used. 


The table following deals with the 1962-63 Heaf 
testing program in the eighth grade of Boston’s public 
and parochial schools. This test has now been phased

The department’s follow-up program was pursued 
in all 226 positive reactor cases. Nursing visits were 
made to all those positive reactors who had not re- 
turned for X-ray or tuberculin testing two weeks 
after receipt of the department’s third letter. There 
were 1,236 contacts to positive reactors, 656 of 
these were examined; chemotherapy was initiated in 
26 cases; and two were admitted to sanatoria. 


During 1963 there was increased participation in 
the tuberculosis program. The constantly growing 
attendance at chest clinics at the South End Health 
Unit necessitated complete rearrangement of the clinical 
areas in order to provide more efficient use of the avail- 
able space. This growth in clinical areas was due 
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largely, in part, to the number of positive reactors 
found in the public and parochial school tuberculosis 
testing program. (See opposite page.) 

Tuberculosis is still a leading problem in Boston. 
The federal grant received in 1962 of $86,360 was 
increased in 1963 to $90,263. A further increase is 
being requested. This grant has enabled the depart- 
ment to maintain the services of ten additional public 
health nurses, a case register specialist, and six clerks 
to do intensive work on the tuberculosis program in 
clinic and field services. The regular public health 
nurse’s function is one of generalized family health 
service, not a specialized program. There are daily 
tuberculosis clinics at the South End Health Unit, 
biweekly clinics at River Street, and weekly clinics 
in three other areas of the city. 


Tuberculosis project nurses work closely with the 
regular public health nurse in all health districts. Both 
groups cooperate intimately with staffs of the Boston 
City Hospital, the Boston Sanatorium, private physi- 
clans, and community agencies. These project nurses 
were able to devote more time to active cases and their 
contacts, and to exercise more effective control over 
uncooperative and recalcitrant patients during 1963. 
The sanatorium discharge form, used as a means of 
communication between the Boston Sanatorium and 
the Boston Health Department, was revised in 1963. 
Since its revision this form has afforded the clinical 
and field areas with detailed medical and nursing 
information which has made follow-up care more 
effective. 


The principal public health nurse in the Tuberculosis 
Program continued to attend the Admission and 
Discharge Conference at the Boston Sanatorium. At- 
tendance at these conferences provided for interchange 
of information between these disciplines. Alcoholic 
conferences for male patients attending the Tuber- 
culosis Clinics continued to be held weekly at the South 
End Health Unit. Attendance is on a voluntary basis. 
Several meetings have been held with other interested 
agencies to plan for a one-day seminar on the subject 
of the tuberculosis patients and alcoholism. 
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Ambulatory treatment of tuberculosis increased in 
1963 in all phases of out-patient treatment due to ex- 
panding activities made possible by the project grant. 
This grant has aided in the care of patients under pro- 
phylactic chemotherapy, particularly in the treatment 
of children. An expansion was noted in this group dur- 
ing 19638, and it is anticipated that this increase will 
continue during 1964. This is due to additional case 
finding and tuberculin testing of large groups in Boston’s 
public and parochial schools. The post-chemotherapy 
clinic treats only those patients who have had successful 
chemotherapy treatment. After two years of treat- 
ment these patients are followed up for five additional 
years. Many of these patients are on a work status in 
the community and their follow-up is essential to de- 
termine the presence of any relapse.

Another indication of the increase of the work load 
in these clinics and the concomitant increase in treat- 
ment may be gleaned from the increased case-finding 
activity in the South End Health Unit’s X-ray section. 
During 1963, 21,318 regular 14x17 X-ray films were 
taken; during 1962, a total of 17,110. These X rays 
were in addition to the regular 70 mm. films totaling 
18,922 during 1963, and 13,482 during 1962. The 
aerosol sputum-obtaining system has enabled the de- 
partment to examine an increased number of sputum 
specimens from patients. 

The treatment of tuberculosis appears to be evolving. 
The trend is evident. Bed cases are diminishing while 
out-patient treatment is increasing. This treatment, 
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chemotherapy, is made possible through the use of 
drugs which, after a time, render the patient noninfec- 
tious. Confinement to a sanatorium is but a prelude 
to chemotherapy, the acquisition of a noninfectious 
state, and a return to society. 


CHILD AND ADULT HEALTH 


The public health nurse and the public health physi- 
clan provide guidance and counseling to individuals 
and families in order to prevent disease and promote 
sound physical and mental health. This is accomplished 
through examinations, immunizations, and _ referrals 
given at both parochial (nonpublic, except private) 
schools and well child conferences. The public health 
nurse visits homes to follow up cases brought to her 
attention. 

Each week a total of thirty-three well child con- 
ferences are held. An appointment system for these 
clinics inaugurated about two years ago is still being 
evaluated. The obvious advantages in clinic manage- 
ment, in that the doctor and nurses know how many 
patients may be expected on any given day, are felt to be 
outweighed by the fact that inclement weather, family 
upsets, and other conditions cause some of these mothers 
to fail to keep appointments. A percentage of these 
people, feeling that they must have an appointment, 
fail to return at all, and the infant is not immunized. 
Supervisors are advised to accept all patients who 
appear at clinics regardless of whether or not appoint- 
ments have been made in advance.

Of the 48,457 visits to conferences during 1963 new 
admissions accounted for 7,024, first visits for 10,930, 
and repeat visits for 30,502. Of these 27,065 were un- 
der one year of age; 19,150 from one to four years; and 
2,242 five years and over. 
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All children attending well child conferences receive a 
physical examination on their initial visit. Thereafter 
infants are examined every three months up to one year 
of age and thereafter six months up to two years of age. 
The public health physician examines and screens for 
defects and makes referrals for necessary medical 
follow-up. In addition, he prescribes formula and diet 
for the child. Smallpox vaccinations were given as well 
as immunizations for diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough, and polio. Both the PKU and _ tuberculin 
Mantoux tests were also given. Advice was given to 
mothers for 33,612 children. Physical examinations 
were given to 11,937 children.

A study completed by public health nurses in 1962 
pointed up the fact that the majority of children over one 
year made very few clinic visits. Dr. John 8. Lynch, 
Director of Local Health Services, contacted physicians 
in the Health Clinics advising them of the results of this 
study and the need for emphasizing to parents the 
health services at well baby clinics available for children 
up to school age. It is stressed by the Health Unit 
personnel that these are more than immunization 
clinics. Many children received initial immunizations 
and did not return for boosters until close to school age. 
In the interval parents had not received the benefit of 
the public health physicians guidance regarding diet and 
supervision of the child’s growth and development. 

In order to combat mental retardation the depart-

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ment pursued, according to a state law effective as of 
October 15, 1963, testing for genetic defect called 
phenylketonuria. This condition, commonly known as 
PKU, is the result of an inborn error of metabolism and 
usually produces such severe and irreversible brain 
damage in young children that life-long institutionaliza- 
tion may be required. With early detection and the 
provisions of a special diet, there is every reason to ex- 
pect that this brain damage may be prevented or held 
to a minimum. ‘The effectiveness and validity of the 
test have been established. During 1963 a total of 
2,560 tests were given. 


For several years four of Boston’s fourteen hospitals 
with maternity services have been reporting births 
directly to the Bureau of Child Health. During the 
year 4,515 births were reported by these hospitals. The 
Boston Health Department contacted these parents and 
offered its services. Of the 4,515 reported, 2,130 were 
under care of private physicians; upon request, 391 were 
visited by departmental nurses. Although 1,994 letters 
were unacknowledged, according to policy, the public 
health nurse visited these families and offered the service 
of the Health Department. A direct referral program 
between the Health Department and the Visiting Nurses 
Association prevents a duplication of visits. 


Babies with birth weight of 553 pounds or under are 
considered premature. Under state law financial aid 
may be extended for the care and hospitalization of 
premature infants, if the parents or guardians are unable 
to pay for medical care. This aid is given by the city or 
town of which the mother is a resident. In recent years 
10 to 15 percent of those reported received aid. This 
year aid was received by 117 of 1,027 prematures at a 
total cost of $27,467.30.

As in 1962, lay volunteers assisted the public health 
nurses in the well child conferences. The ‘‘ Pediatts,”’ 
a group from the Back Bay Nursing Service, specializing 
in the care of infants and children, assumed the re- 
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sponsibility of weighing and measuring babies and 
assisting the mothers. 

The parochial schools of Boston receive their health 
services from the Health Department. The public 
school system of the City of Boston has its own Depart- 
ment of School Hygiene and, therefore, its own physi- 
clans and nurses. 


Fifty-six elementary schools, with an enrollment of 
32,104 pupils, were serviced by Health Department 
physicians and nurses. Physical examinations were 
given in Grades I, IV, and VIII and to any child 
referred by the nurse or teacher. 

The nurse is responsible for the follow-up of any 
defects found, and plans for and assists the physician 
in giving physical examinations and immunizations.

A total of 15,088 nursing interviews were held: 
11,125 with teachers, 3,467 with parents, and 496 
miscellaneous. Nurses made 2,557 home visits. 


Vision testing is generally the responsibility of the 
classroom teacher with the nurse checking referrals. 
Serious cases are referred to the department’s ophthal- 
mologist or private physician. Audiometer tests are 
given by the health nurse. During 1963 work completed 
included: 30,984 pupils weighed and measured; emer- 
gency first aid administered in 1,257 instances; 7,010: 
hearing tests given; and advice given to 18,028 children 
with various complaints. 


One nurse in each Health Unit is assigned to do the 
hearing tests in the parochial schools in her area. A 
request has been made for nonprofessional personnel to 
perform this testing, as it is too time-consuming for 
multiple-dutied professional personnel. 
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During the 1962-63 school year the department’s 
physicians gave the tuberculin Heaf test to 3,349 
parochial school pupils in Grade VIII. This represents 
93.2 percent of the total enrollment of 3,594 in Grade 
VIII. Of this number 98.1 percent were negative and 
64 pupils, or 1.9 percent, were positive. ‘The depart- 
ment’s follow-up policy was put into effect in every 
positive case. In the school year 1963-64 the depart- 
ment changed to the tuberculin tine test and tested 
Grade IV. 


The department’s ophthalmologist conducts eye clinics 
one day a week at the following Health Units: South 
Boston, Charlestown, and Whittier Street. At these 
clinics eyes are examined; advice and prescriptions 
for eye glasses and medicine given. Referrals to hos- 
pitals are made as indicated. Both public and parochial 
schools are examined: in 1963, 542; 1962, 639; and 
1961, 725 pupils. 

At the immunization clinics physical examinations 
were also given for camps and nursery schools. The 
following physicals and immunizations were given at 
Health Units.

The public health nutritionist develops and provides 
dietary guidelines for individuals and families with the 
cooperation of the public health nurse. During 1963 
the emphasis was upon food economics. Budget 
material was prepared for the public health nurse to use 
as a guide for families in estimating food costs. One 
thousand mimeographed copies of a weekly food budget 
geared to three cost levels—low, moderate, liberal— 
were distributed to the health nurses. Another 1,000 
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booklets, pamphlets, etc., were distributed to help 
families plan nutritionally adequate meals within this 
budget. 

In addition, ten students were provided with care- 
fully planned and supervised experiences in family 
budgeting, weight control, cultural aspects of food 
habits, and nutrition in geriatics. The nutritionist 
gave direct service to day care service in Boston. During 
1963 some ninety visits to day care agencies were made. 
In addition, nursery schools and nursing homes were 
provided with various pamphlets and nutritional bro- 
chures. 


DENTAL 


The Bureau of Dental Services continues to empha- 
size preventive dentistry in order to lessen the need for 
restorative dental work. The dentist, nurse, and 
hygienist cooperate in teaching the child proper tooth 
hygiene, emphasizing the need for regular dental 
supervision, sound nutrition, and sound dental health 
habits. Preschool children are treated during school 
vacation; emergencies are accepted at any time. 

Fillings, extractions, and prophylaxis are available 
at twenty-six clinics, nine being located in Health Units, 
six In municipal buildings, three in public and eight in 
parochial schools.

Orthodontic clinics are held twice a week at the 
Whittier Street Health Unit. During the year seventy- 
one new patients were accepted for treatment; work was 
completed on twenty-seven, and at year’s end eighty 
were under active treatment. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT Uae 


MENTAL KREALTH 


Since the retirement in 1962 of the principal public 
health nurse in charge of mental health, the Harvard 
School’ of Public Health assumed responsibility for 
mental health orientation of new staff nurses, individual 
conferences with stati on mental health problems, and 
planned group conferences with staff and supervising 
nurses. 

During 19638 the department’s mental health program 
was expanded to include service as well as consultation 
and education. Six mental health consultants were 
assigned to the Health Units to assist in case work. 

Individual and group conferences were held at specific 
local Health Units. Eleven new staff nurses had 
orientation conferences with the Harvard School of 
Public Health’s mental nurse consultant. 


LABORATORY 


The Bacteriological Laboratory performs cultural, 
microscopic, and serological examinations of specimens 
submitted by Boston physicians, hospitals, and clinics. 
These specimens cover some twenty types of bacterially 
induced diseases. The maintenance of performance, 
personnel, and equipment facilities are annually evalu- 
ated and certified by the Diagnostic Laboratory of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 

During 1963, the laboratory initiated a two-year 
study of comparative growth techniques in tuberculosis 
cultures with the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health Diagnostic Laboratory. Biochemical reactions 
feature increasingly in the establishment of virulence of 
all routine positive tuberculosis cultures, while recogni- 
tion of unclassified mycobacteria occurring in culture 
erowth is of significance because of the likelihood of its 
complicating pulmonary disease. 

The continuing annual increase in routine tuberculo- 
sis culture specimens refects the intensive departmental 
work in its case-finding and home treatment programs. 

The 1963 total of 45,193 specimens examined is about 
one-half the number of actual tests performed. The 
techniques used for recognition and recovery of organ- 
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isms by biochemical reactions sometimes demand sev- 
eral tests. During the year the 30 percent increase in 
serological specimens represented a six-month absorp- 
tion of the work load of a hospital previously having 
this analysis done elsewhere. 


The continuing collaboration of the Bacteriological 
Laboratory and the Bureau of Environmental Sanita- 
tion 1s that of the weekly year-round collection of samples 
from swimming pools, bathing beaches (in the summer), 
and triweekly swab rinse samples from restaurant 
utensils. During 1963, 3,227 tests of this variety were 
undertaken. 


ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


The Section of Environmental Sanitation addresses 
itself to the control and improvement of environmental 
conditions that may affect the health of the people. 
This includes control of sanitary conditions and housing 
facilities and maintenance. The M.D.C. water supply 
is examined for potability. Additionally, the section 
regulates the methods of storing refuse, the elimination 
of rodents and insects, the sanitation of restaurants, 
swimming pools, the handling of food, meat, milk, and 
vegetables. Samples of food, meat, and vegetables, 
drinking water, water from swimming pools, swab 
rinses of restaurant utensils are obtained for bacterio- 
logical and chemical analysis by the laboratory. 


Mosquito control through air spraying has been con- 
ducted on a continuing basis for the last several years. 
The active cooperation of certain neighboring cities and 
towns has resulted in the continued success of this pro- 
gram. In order to eliminate additional health hazards 
the State Board of Pesticide approves all sprays used 
by the firms which receive Health Department contracts 
for such work. 

Abandoned ears within the city were a problem during 
1963 due to an accumulation over a period of time and 
a change in the Commonwealth’s air pollution laws. 
The Bureau of Sanitation cooperates with the city 
police and Public Works Department in the removal of 
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this nuisance. About 1,000 cars were removed during 
1963. <A recent change in the Commonwealth’s air 
pollution laws made a problem out of a nuisance. Junk 
dealers were and are currently prohibited from burning 
the interiors of cars in the open. Incinerators must be 
constructed by these dealers for this purpose. This 
additional cost reduces the margin of profit and results 
in a noticeable lack of enthusiasm on the part of dealers 
to pick up these cars. Therefore, a problem was created 
for the Health, Police, and Public Works Departments. 
Fortunately, abandoned cars are not a major health 
nuisance at present. 

The Bureau of Sanitation continues to inspect, at the 
request of the Boston Redevelopment Authority, 
those homes provided for persons relocated by reason 
of urban renewal. Conformity with the Housing Code 
of the City of Boston is the criterion; about 200 dwellings 
were so inspected in 1963. 

In September, 1961, the Police Commissioner as- 
signed six police officers to the Health Division to 
assist in the enforcement of sanitary regulations. These 
officers work on a city-wide basis inspecting dwelling 
exteriors with special emphasis on the enforcement of 
receptacle regulations, abatement of rodent infestations, 
and general clean-up. 


Sites for dumps, incinerators, cemeteries, and noisome 
trades are assigned after sanitary surveys are made, 
residents interviewed, and public hearings held. In 
cases of lead poisoning in children, the Public Health 
Nursing Bureau informs the Bureau of Sanitation. 
Both a nurse and a sanitation inspector visit the home. 
The Health Division, if conditions warrant, may order 
the use of lead-free paint or such remedial action as it 
deems necessary. During 1963 twenty cases of lead 
poisoning in children were reported. 


During 1963 the Bureau of Milk and Chemistry 
examined 16,427 samples, including some submitted by 
other bureaus of the Health Division and other city 
departments. This represents about 2,000 more samples 
than were examined in 1962. This, despite the discon- 
tinuance of a service to military installations in the area 
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which amounted to about 1,000 samples. This increase 
is due primarily to the addition to the staff of the bureau 
of an additional Collector of Samples. 

For many years the bureau examined samples sub- 
mitted by the United States Army, Navy, and Air 
Force installations in the area. As of January 1, 1963, 
this service was discontinued and accounts for the re- 
duction of 1,000 samples mentioned above. 

The quality of regular milk now exceeds the standards 
established for Grade A milk. Most of Boston’s milk 
companies, as a result, no longer sell Grade A. Our 
quality control program which requires that each pro- 
ducer’s milk be checked twice a month plus the change- 
over from can to bulk tank by most farmers is, in part, 
responsible for this higher quality of milk. 

During 1963 all major milk companies in Boston 
changed from wax-coated to plastic-coated paper con- 
tainers. This has eliminated complaints regarding wax 
particles in milk and has resulted in a cleaner operation 
in the bottling plant by the avoidance of messy wax 
conditions. Additionally, milk cartons with plastic- 
coated covers leak less frequently. 

During the year the bureau established a policy of 
sealing high temperature short time  pasteurizing 
equipment used in plants supervised by the department. 
Thus the public is protected against improperly pas- 
teurized milk. 

The keeping quality of milk is better than it ever was 
due to better raw milk, better pasteurization, refrigera- 
tion, and distribution. Fresh milk kept under adequate 
refrigeration should be good for at least. seven days. It 
has been decades since a case of disease has been traced 
to the Boston milk supply. 

This high quality of milk is re“ected in the low bac- 
teria count for this and previous years. The count has 
been so consistently low, 1,000 bacteria per milliliter or 
less, that the table containing the statistical comparison 
between years has been deleted from this report as the 
findings are insignificant. 

Routine inspections of the 3,250 eating and drinking 
establishments in Boston are made, and if any violations 
are noticed their correction is enforced. Food samples 
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and swab rinses of eating utensils are obtained for 
bacteriological and chemical analysis by the laboratory. 
Case histories on all eating and drinking establishments, 
including appraisals and memoranda of inspectors, are 
kept on file. 


The summer of 1963 ushered in high temperatures and 
a high number of cases of reported food poisoning. 
Food infected by salmonella and due to lack of re- 
frigeration of cooked foods in transit affected more than 
forty diners at a well-known Boston restaurant. In- 
spectors of the Bureau of Food found, in less than a week 
of constant investigation, the source of the organism 
and how it was carried. 


Seizure, condemnation, and disposal are cardinal 
points in the inspection of affected foods by an agent of 
the bureau. The lack of available dumps and incinera- 
tors tends to nullify the principle of proper disposal, and 
continues to tax the resources of the bureau. 

Slightly more than 3,000,000 pounds of food were 
condemned in 19638. Fires continued to increase the 
work load of the bureau regarding both condemnation 
and man-hours devoted to supervising proper disposal. 
The warehouse of a well-known distributor of groceries, a 
fruit-ripening plant, and a storage shed for canned foods 
in a railroad terminal were kept under constant surveil- 
lance until proper disposal was completed. Of the more 
than 3,000,000 pounds of food condemned 292,000 
pounds were condemned as a result of fires. The remain- 
der were routine condemnations and seizures of spoiled 
foods at fruit and produce terminals. 


The Section of Environmental Sanitation initiated in 
May, 1963, a rodent control program on a city-wide 
basis. The intent of this program was to determine 
What areas of the city required rodent extermination. 
Sanitary surveys were conducted by environmental 
sanitation inspectors appointed for this specific purpose. 
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All exterminations were limited to the exterior of 
dwellings, and the actual placing of bait was accomplished 
by qualified private exterminators under the supervi- 
sion of the department. Contract specifications were 
drawn up by the staff of the section, and invitations to 
bid were sent to these private exterminators. In every 
instance a contract was awarded to the lowest bidder. 

The following areas were surveyed and extermination 
programs conducted: 

1. Back Bay—bounded by Arlington Street, Back 
Street, Charlesgate East, Commonwealth Ave- 
nue—exterminated on July 2, 11, 12, 23, 24, 
and September 20 and 26. 

2. Back Bay—bounded by Arlington Street, Com- 
monwealth Avenue, Massachusetts Avenue, 
Boylston Street—exterminated on July 2, 11, 
23, 24, and September 20 and 26. 

3. Back Bay—bounded by Charlesgate West, 
Back Street, Granby Street, Commonwealth 
Avenue—exterminated on September 19, Octo- 
ber 3, October 17, and November 27. 

4. Dorchester, Fields Corner area—bounded by 
Dorchester Avenue, Freeport Street, Park 
Street, Clayton Street—exterminated on Octo- 
ber 23, 24, 27, and November 6, 14, and 15. 

5. Storm drain—sewer system at Moss Hill Area, 
Jamaica Plain—exterminated on October 17, 
1963. 

The program lasted from June to December and cost 
$24,500. Approximately $20,000 was spent for labor— 
the hiring of temporary health inspectors for this pro- 
gram—and the remainder for the actual cost of exterm- 
ination. 

Subsequent to the extermination, an intensive en- 
forcement program followed. Notices were served on 
property owners to clean up their yards and provide 
sufficient and proper receptacles for rubbish and garbage. 
The general sanitary conditions of the areas were 
greatly improved following this enforcement program. 
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EDUCATION 


All professional personnel of the department are in- 
volved in some manner in the health education of the 
individual and, therefore, the community. As has been 
noted in the introduction, education is one of the three 
approaches used by the department to accomplish its 
mission of preserving and improving the health of all 
Bostonians. This section 1s concerned with education 
and publicity per se. As health education is such a 
broad facet of public health, its ramifications may be 
noticed throughout this report. 


The activities of the Bureau of Health Education 
were again limited by a shortage of personnel. Despite 
this shortage, and the heavy burden placed upon the 
bureau by the 1963 community-wide Sabin oral polio 
program, the parochial school and day care agency pro- 
grams, which are both time consuming, were continued. 

During 1963 the assistant director of the bureau 
served as a consultant for classroom teachers in fifty-one 
elementary parochial schools and planned and conducted 
the annual in-service education meeting which was held 
in each school. These meetings consisted of an informal 
talk, an 18-minute film, and a brief discussion period. 
In all, forty-eight meetings were held, with 720 teachers 
and twenty-five school nurses participating; 1,408 
bibliographies and 1,144 educational pamphlets were 
distributed. 

At the invitation of the Superintendent of the Arch- 
diocesan Schools, the Director of Health Education 
participated in the fall meeting of principals and super- 
visors discussing physical fitness and the Health Educa- 
tion curriculum. In all, 346 elementary and secondary 
schools of the diocese were represented at the meeting. 

During 1963 a total of sixty-three day care agencies 
were visited by the assistant director. The educational 
program was evaluated and, if weaknesses were noted, 
consultations were held with the Director and staff in 
order to buttress these areas. As an adjacent of the 
education program some 1,959 pamphlets and brochures 
dealing with various aspects of a child’s development 
were distributed to these agencies. Additionally, the 
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staff members of these sixty-three agencies were notified 
of fall and winter courses on child growth and develop- 
ment and child psychology |offered by educational 
institutions in the city. It was emphasized that this 
in-service training promoted the professional compe- 
tence of staff members. 


With the establishment of the oral polio vaccine 
clinics (see Disease Control) the Bureau of Health 
Education initiated a city-wide publicity campaign. 
Newspapers received releases; radio stations, spot 
announcements; and TV _ stations, slides. Exhibits 
were placed at strategic locations throughout the city. 
Contacts were made with community groups and the 
cooperation enlisted of such groups as schools, settle- 
ment houses, supermarkets, civic, social, and business 
groups. Leaflets were delivered to each apartment in 
the city’s numerous housing projects. Churches and 
synagogues cooperated by making announcements at: 
services. Approximately 150,000 letters to parents 
were distributed through “aisle. parochial, and private 
schools. In addition, 300,000 clinic location fliers and 
1,000 posters were distributed throughout the city. 


For several years most of one health educator’s 
time had been devoted to the tuberculosis program. 
Due to the staff shortage during the past two years it: 
had been impossible to allocate-this time to the tuber- 
culosis program. The Boston Tuberculosis Association 
therefore assumed, responsibility for the health educa- 
tion activities required in the community chest X-ray 
programs. The, :Bureau of Health Education was 
represented on the, Case Finding. @ommittee and 
assisted in the tuberculosis program, by preparing forms 
and materials for the Heaf tuberculin testing program 
conducted in the eighth grade of all public and parochial 
schools. 


The Bureau of Health Rdveationss in cooperation eh 
the Bureau of Public Health Nursing prepared for 
publication a six-page leaflet on. the achivities of the 
public health nurse. This pamphlet proved very 
popular and was most useful in providing information 
to students and others interested in the functions of 
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the health department nurse. More than 35,100 
pieces of free health education materials were dis- 
tributed by the bureau. Channels of distribution 
included Health Department staff, schools, day care 
agencies, and answering requests from citizens. These 
materials were obtained from various companies, chiefly 
insurance and semicommercial agencies. 


Throughout the year the bureau constantly used 
Boston’s mass media of communication—press, radio, 
and television. These media were supplied throughout 
the year with news releases on general health subjects, 
radio spot announcements, and television slides. Spe- 
clalized programs were emphasized periodically—the 
Health Commissioner and members of the staff being 
interviewed and tape recordings made for both TV 
and radio stations. The department maintains cordial 
relations and receives excellent cooperation from 
Boston’s three TV stations, seven radio stations, and 
numerous daily and weekly papers. 


The principal public health nurse held conferences 
in six of the department’s Health Units with super- 
visory and staff nurses. In addition, follow-up visits 
were made to day care agencies to instruct new staff 
members. Problems in individual day care agencies 
were discussed at conferences with staff members of 
United Community Fund, which organization supports 
several agencies. 


The field experience for college students was con- 
tinued by the Bureau of Public Health Nursing. During 
1963 there were 218 students from diploma and col- 
legiate programs. Faculty members from these schools 
periodically checked the progress of these students. 
This year the rapid changeover of faculty members 
increased the time spent by the department in orienta- 
tion. 
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An intensified staff orientation program was initiated 
under the guidance of the Director of Nurses. The 
principal public health nurses conducted these orienta- 
tions. Among the areas covered were: maternal and 
child health, school nursing, rest and convalescent 
homes, nutrition, mental health, tuberculosis, sanita- 
tion, and health education. The initiation of new 
programs made it further necessary to step up in-service 
education of nursing staff members. Emphasis was 
upon current developments and methods of 1mplemen- 
tation regarding the following program areas: revisions 
of the metabolic program testing in the well child 
conferences, PKU, and tine testing in public and 
parochial schools. ‘Twenty-nine staff nurses were able 
to continue their education with the assistance of 
collegiate credit vouchers. An additional twenty-three 
nurses, on their off-duty time, completed a civil defense 
nursing course for certification. 


During the year members of the Public Health 
Nursing Staff attended many educational conferences 
and work shops. Among these were: a three-day work 
shop on mental retardation; a five-day tuberculosis 
work shop; two five-day sessions on administration and 
leadership; and the National Tuberculosis Association 
Convention in Denver, Colorado. 


Joint visits were made by the department’s nutri- 
tionist and principal public health nurse in the nursing 
home program to four of the department’s Health 
Units. The nutritional needs of patients in nursing 
homes were discussed with the public health nurses. 
Group conferences were held in five other Health Units, 
and fifteen individual conferences were held with staff 
nurses. Five visits were made in the district with new 
staff nurses. Emphasis continued to be placed on 
rehabilitation and adequacy of nursing care and nursing 
personnel. The following inspections were made:

The Bureau of Health Education assisted many stu- 
dents on the elementary, secondary, and collegiate levels 
in completing surveys, science fair projects, and other 
health assignments. Letters and telephone calls were 
answered and thirty-five individual conferences arranged. 
Groups of high school students were given tours of the 
department, and boy scouts were examined for public 
health merit badges. 


The annual report of the department is prepared from 
reports and statistics on the year’s activities submitted 
by heads of the Registry and Weights and Measures 
Divisions and by bureau and section chiefs of the Health 
Division. As all city documents are distributed by the 
City Messenger; requests for copies of this report should 
be made to City Messenger’s Office, City Hall, Boston, 
Massachusetts, 02108. 


LICENSING 

Licensing is a function of the Environmental Sanita- 
tion Section. This section annually issues licenses for 
the preparation and production of nonalcoholic bever- 
ages, frozen desserts, the pasteurization of milk, the 
keeping and selling of oleomargarine, and licenses for 
pedlars, undertakers, and day care agencies. Addi- 
tionally, licenses are issued for the manufacture of 
methyl-wood alcohol, the transportation of garbage, 
grease, and bones, live fowl, the operation of massage 
and vapor baths, and miscellaneous others. 


Approximately 90 percent of the 8,508 licenses issued 
during 1963 were for milk dispensers, pasteurization, 
stores and vehicles, ice cream, oleomargarine, and 
pedlars. 

During 1963 the Bureau of Environmental Sanitation 


issued sixty-three day care agency licenses covering 
approximately 2,300 children under seven years of age. 
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Chapter III, Section 58, of the General Laws as amended 
in 1962 stipulated that: 


“Yay eare services for children shall include the 
services of any institution or place whether known as a 
day nursery, nursery school, kindergarten, child play 
school, progressive school, or preschool, or under any 
other name, except a Sunday school conducted by a 
church or a summer recreation camp, which receives 
for temporary custody, with or without stated educa- 
tional purposes during part or all of the day apart 
from their parents, three or more children under seven 
years of age and not of common parentage, separate 
and apart from their parents.”’ 


Not included are: (1) kindergartens or nursery schools 
operated as part of organized educational systems; (2) 
kindergartens or nursery schools operated by a state 
agency, provided such agency certifies annually to the 
department that its services are in accordance with the 
minimum requirements of the department; and (3) sum- 
mer camps and Sunday schools. 


All day care agencies are inspected by the City of 
Boston Fire and Building Departments regarding zon- 
ing, egress, gas safety, sprinkler and electrical systems. 
The Health Department’s public physician, nurse, 
nutritionist, environmental sanitation inspector, and 
health educator made periodic visits. These inspections 
_ were concerned with: (1) the establishment of a medical 
record in the agencies to provide more complete informa- 
tion regarding a child’s medical history, immunizations, — 
and admission physical examinations; (2) the physical 
facilities space, lighting, kitchen, ete.; (3) diet including 
meat and snacks; (4) the professional background of the 
staff; and (5) an evaluation of the educational program 
with assistance being given to the director and staff in 
planning and carrying out an effective schedule. 


The Massachusetts Legislature in 1962 passed a bill 
‘“‘further regulating the licensing of day care services for 
children.’? Subsequent to this the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health (acting cooperatively with 
the State Departments of Public Welfare, Education, 
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Mental Health, and Public Safety) drew up minimum 
regulations for the operation of day care agencies. The 
above law took effect on January 1, 1963; the minimum 
regulations stipulated by this amendment to the law 
were drawn up, jointly agreed to by the several state 
agencies involved, and filed with the Secretary of State 
on December 16, 1963. Under this law the State De- 
partment of Health has delegated to the Boston Health 
Department the responsibility for issuing licenses to 
day care agencies. 


A local board of health, designated as a licensing 
agency by the State Department of Public Health, may 
only establish regulations higher than these minimum 
standards, never lower. These minimum regulations 
are far more encompassing and all inclusive than those 
previously in effect. 


During the summer of 1963 a planning committee 
was established by the Nutrition Section of the Mater- 
nal and Child Health Division, Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Members of this committee 
represented public and private groups in Massachusetts 
interested in food services in day care centers. ‘The 
Boston Health Department nutritionist served on this 
committee. The purpose of the committee was to dis- 
cuss the nutrition services which must be rendered 
under the new ‘‘Rules and Regulations.”’ The meetings 
provided an opportunity to discuss check lists, ques- 
tionnaires, teaching materials, work schedules for em- 
ployees in food preparation, etc. 


At the year’s end considerable progress had been 
made in general policies for evaluating food services, 
but the program itself was still in a mobile state. One 
point established by unanimous expression of the mem- 
bers of the committee was that rather than meet the 
responsibility of licensing by policing food facilities in 
centers, emphasis by the nutritionist would be placed 
on a nutrition education program. Federal funds were 
earmarked during 1963 to help strengthen day care 
services. Long-range plans for intensifying a nutrition 
program have been proposed by the committee.

The Boston Health Department has the responsibility 
for seeing that nursing and convalescent homes, rest. 
homes, hospitals, and like institutions are suitable for 
the purpose and certified as such. The State Health 
Department issues these lcenses every two years. 
During 1963 nursing homes increased to ninety-five 
from the 1962 high of ninety-one. The 1963 bed capacity 
was approximately 4,300, or an increase of over 800 beds. 
from the previous year. This increase is traceable to a 
regulation promulgated by the State Department of 
Public Health in 1961 declaring that all nursing homes. 
not previously licensed must be newly constructed. 
All of these recently built homes have larger capacities. 


During 1963 there were thirty-four rest homes in 
operation with an approximate capacity of 1,100. 
Almost ten of these homes closed as the demand for 
nursing home care increased. Hospital facilities in- 
creased from forty-five in 1962 to forty-six in 1963. 
Certified to the State Department of Public Health as 
meeting approval were sixty-five nursing and rest 
homes and twenty-one hospitals. 

Federal grant-in-aid funds provided by the Massachu- 


setts Department of Public Health for improving patient 
care in nursing homes continued in 19638.

ORGANIZATION 

Headquarters of the Division of Weights and Measures 
is located at Room 105, City Hall Annex. The office 
is open from 9-8 daily, Monday through Friday. The 
telephone number is LA 3—-5100, Extension 458 or 459. 
The present force consists of a sealer, a chief deputy 
sealer, fifteen deputy sealers, and a principal clerk. 


GENERAL DUTIES 


The general duties of the sealer and deputies are set 
forth in the General Laws, Chapters 94-98 and 101. 


Briefly, they state the requirements regarding the 
sealing, adjusting and condemning of all weighing or, 
measuring devices that are used for the buying or 
selling of goods, wares, or merchandise or for public 
weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers also enforce 
the laws pertaining to the following: giving of false 
weight or measure; the licensing of hawkers, pedlars, 
and transient vendors; the examination of coal as to 
quality; the weighing of coal offered for sale; the in- 
spection of containers, the size, shape, and dimensions 
of which are established by law; the investigation of 
complaints and the prosecution of violations when the 
evidence warrants such action. 


An official of the Division of Weights and Measures 
checks each weighing or measuring device, in order to 
safeguard both the buyer and seller. Errors either in 
weighing or measuring could cause financial loss.

IV. LITIGATION. 
A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following cases in which the Corporation Counsel 
represented the City or its officials were decided by the 
Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 


Washington v. Boston, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 95. The 
single question presented by the action of contract 
and bill for declaratory relief here involved was whether 
persons classified under G.L. c. 31, s. 2A, cl. (6), as 
fire apparatus repairmen, motor equipment repairmen, 
and carpenters in the Maintenance Division of the 
Boston Fire Department come within St. 1958, c. 411, 
pursuant to which salary increases were granted to 
‘‘fire fighters and uniformed fire alarm personnel’’. 
The Supreme Judicial Court held that they did not, 
calling to attention that by St. 1952, c. 45, the term 
‘‘fire fighter’? was established as a distinctive title which 
the Legislature must have had in mind in enacting 
St. 1958, ce. 411. 


Mile Road Corp. v. Boston, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 
125, app. dis. 373 U.S. 541. This bill brought by the 
owner of a tract of land containing about 4,000,000 
square feet, sought a binding declaration as to the 
constitutionality of St. 1962, c. 583, entitled ‘‘An Act 
Prohibiting the Dumping of Refuse or Trash in a 
Certain Section of the Dorchester District of the City 
of Boston.” The Supreme Judicial Court, construing 
the statute as an absolute prohibition of dumping in the 
area (comprehending debris and not just waste material 
that is combustible or putrescible) and as an abrogation 
of the permit and statutory assignment allowing use 
of the land as a dump, upheld the constitutionality of 
the act as applied to the petitioner. While the peti- 
tioner was put out of business as a dump operator, 
the record did not show that the land could not be 
filled and put to other use; and so there had not been 
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a complete deprivation of property so as to be the 
equivalent of a taking without compensation. 


Leen v. Assessors of Boston, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 
257. This opinion of the Supreme Judicial Court 
dealt with appeals from decisions of the Appellate Tax 
Board respecting the 1957, 1958 and 1959. real estate 
taxes assessed on the South Station. In the 1957 and 
1958 cases, the taxpayer had elected the informal 
procedure before the Appellate Tax Board, waiving 
any right of appeal from the Board’s decision except 
upon questions of law raised by the pleadings or by an 
agreed statement of facts or shown by a report of the 
Board. The errors of law asserted were in the disposi- 
tion of requests for rulings. The Court affirmed the 
Board’s decision on the 1957 and 1958 taxes saying: 
‘‘Orders disposing of requests for rulings do not con- 
stitute questions of law raised by the pleadings. Nor 
were they reports.” In the 1959 case, which was 
under the formal procedure, the Court held that the 
Board had not made adequate subsidiary findings to 
enable the Court to exercise its function of appellate 
review, and remanded that case to the Board for further 
proceedings. The remainder of the Court’s opinion 
comments on contested rulings and exclusions of 
evidence likely to recur at another hearing. 


Jacobson v. Parks and Recreation Commission of 
Boston, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 429. St. 1899, c. 274, had 
made park land out of certain land purchased by the 
City for reservoir purposes. This proceeding com- 
menced as a taxpayers’ bill under G.L. ¢c. 214, s. 8, 
el. (11), to enforce the purpose of a gift or conveyance. 
The Supreme Judicial Court held the bill could not be 
maintained by the taxpayers because no ‘‘gift or 
conveyance’? was involved in St. 1899, c. 274. The 
Attorney General had intervened as a party plaintiff, 
however; and the Court recognized him as the proper 
public officer to protect the general public interest. 
in this land. The Court then proceeded to hold that 
the City could not sell the land under St. 1899, ce. 274, 
without first arranging for the acquisition of other 
land within certain boundaries specified in the act. 
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Boston Retirement Board v. McCormick, 1963 Mass. 
Adv. Sh. 487. This bill for declaratory relief sought an 
adjudication as to the accidental disability retirement 
rights of a member of the State-Boston Retirement 
System who had withdrawn her accumulated total de- 
ductions and purportedly surrendered all rights in said 
system at a time when she had made no claim to an 
accidental disability retirement. The Supreme Judicial 
Court held that accumulated total deductions can be 
paid to members only in accordance with express statu- 
tory authorization; that the payment in this case, 
although excusable error, was erroneous; and that the 
language of surrender did not prevent correction of the 
unauthorized, erroneous repayment where there was no 
intentional adjustment of a doubtful controversy. 


Spear v. Boston, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 547. This peti- 
tition by ten taxpayers under G. L. c. 40, s. 58, sought 
by the time it reached the Supreme Judicial Court, 
an order directing a refuse collection contractor to re- 
turn $12,010 to the City. The Court found no extra- 
ordinary conditions taking the case out of the general 
rule that the statute invoked normally does not authorize 
the undoing of completed transactions. 


Trustees of the Hawes Fund in Boston v. Boston, 1963 
Mass. Adv. Sh. 601. In this action of contract the 
Trustees of the Hawes Fund in Boston, a corporation 
under St. 1831, c. 55, sought to recover back certain 
real estate taxes on the ground that they were illegal 
because assessed to ‘‘Hawes Fund Trustees” instead of 
‘Trustees of the Hawes Fund in Boston.’ The Supreme 
Judicial Court said that the irregularity was ‘‘typical 
of the sort of error which the Legislature has declared 
by G. L. c. 60, s. 21, should not invalidate a tax.” 


Horan’s Case, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 725. A city hos- 
pital employee, while running to get out of the rain, was 
seized with a heart attack and died. He was on the 
hospital’s premises at the time; but it was about a half 
hour before he was to commence work. The Supreme 
Judicial Court decided that the ‘‘effort of the employee 
to seek shelter from the rain in a reasonable manner, 
while on the employer’s premises at a time appropriate 
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to the employment, was incidental to his employment”’; 
and hence that his widow was entitled to workmen’s 
compensation benefits. 


Leventhal v. Buehler, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 793. The 
City was a party to this bill for declaratory relief be- 
cause the validity of Rev. Ord. (1961) c. 19, s. 10, 
was in issue. The Supreme Judicial Court held that 
that ordinance was not superseded by St. 1924, c. 488, 
s. 22, commonly called Boston’s Zoning Law, and so the 
premises at 99-111 Commonwealth Avenue were still 
subject to the seventy-foot height limitation imposed by 
such ordinance even though the Parks and Recreation 
Commission had effectively discontinued an 1896 build- 
ing line with its attendant seventy-foot height restriction. 


Smolinski v. Boston Retirement Board, 1963 Mass. 
Adv. Sh. 819. The question in these four bills in equity 
for declaratory relief was whether persons retired for 
accidental disability were protected by the provision in 
eos, Ss. 20, subdiv- (5), that ‘The provisions of 
sections one to twenty-eight, inclusive, and of cor- 
responding provisions of earlier laws shall be deemed to 
establish and to have established membership in the 
retirement system as a contractual relationship under 
which members who are or may be retired for superan- 
nuation are entitled to contractual rights and benefits 
Aa .’ Holding that the specification ‘“‘retired 
for superannuation”’ controls the generality of the prior 
words, the Supreme Judicial Court adjudged that the 
provision just quoted did not render G. L. c. 32, s. 91A, 
inapplicable to persons retired for accidental disability. 


Deveney v. Boston, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 864. In a 
rescript without opinion, the Supreme Judicial Court, 
saying ‘‘No error appears”’, affirmed a decree of the 
Land Court dismissing a petition to vacate a decree 
barring all rights to redeem certain land from tax titles 
taken by the City in 1951. 

DiMinico & Cincotta, Inc. v. Fire Commissioner of 
Boston, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1027. This was a petition 
for a writ of certiorari to quash the Fire Commissioner’s 
action in awarding under G. L. c. 149, ss. 44A to 44L, 
inclusive, a contract for the construction of a fire station

to a general bidder who did not fill in an amount against 
‘Item 1. The work of the general contractor, being all 
work other than that covered by Item 2.’”’ In a rescript 
without opinion, the Supreme Judicial Court affirmed 
the order of the Superior Court denying the writ. ‘‘ The 
difference in amount between item 2 and the amount of 
the general bid obviously covered all the work of the 
general contractor.” 


Giles v. Boston, 1963 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1098. This was 
an action of tort brought to recover damages for per- 
sonal injuries alleged to have been sustained as a result 
of a fall in a crosswalk on Atlantic Avenue which on 
the date of the accident was owned by the Common- 
wealth as a result of a taking. The Supreme Judicial 
Court overruled exceptions to a finding for the City, 
saying: ‘‘The city was not obligated to repair the site 
of the plaintiff’s fall in case of defect.” 


B. FEDERAL AND STATE 
ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 


1. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC UTILITIES 


During 1963, this department screened approxi- 
mately twenty-six public utility cases, and when the 
City’s interest warranted, entered an appearance on 
behalf of the City and participated at the hearing. 


2. Crivit SERVICE 


This department handled 89 hearings given to em- 
ployees by the various department heads under the 
Civil Service laws and 3 hearings before the Boston 
Retirement Board. 

This department represented department heads in 38 
cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission by City 
employees. 


3. MISCELLANEOUS 


An Assistant Corporation Counsel was _ specially 
assigned to provide legal counsel to the Government 
Center Commission created by Chapter 624 of the Acts 
of 1958. 
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GC. TORDAACTIONS 


During the year, 459 tort cases were disposed of. 
The total amount paid by the City was $400,352.30.

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G. CONTRACT CASES 


Three contract cases were tried during the year, re- 
sulting in plaintiff’s verdicts totaling $3,850.68. Three 
contract cases were settled before trial at a total cost 
of $24,050.48; and in two cases judgments for the de- 
fendant were entered. 


H. LAND DAMAGE CASES 


Fourteen land damage cases were disposed of dur- 
ing 1963. 

Eleven cases arose from the taking of land for 
street purposes, seven of which were settled in 
sums totaling $55,157.50; one resulted in a plain- 
tiff’s verdict in the sum of $4,751.76; one case was 
dismissed; one was disposed of by a non-suit and 
another by a discontinuance. 

Two cases arose from the taking of land for 
fire purposes and one from the taking of land for 
sewer purposes, and this was settled in the sum of 
$365.00. 


Iv CITY EMPLOYEES SULES 


Eighty-three suits involving city employees were dis- 
posed of during the year 1963; seventeen were settled for 
sums totaling $14,037.03; forty-seven were tried result- 
ing in verdicts totaling $44,368.09; two were settled 
during trial for a total of $7,201.00; four were settled 
during trial before auditors for a total of $5,880.00; 
five defendant’s verdicts were entered; two were tried 
before auditors resulting in findings of $3,885.06; three 
were disposed of by non-suit and three by a “‘neither 
party” agreement. 


J. MISCELLANEOUS CASES 


In 1963 four petitions for writs of mandamus were 
disposed of, three by dismissal and one by judgment for 
respondent. ‘Two petitions for writs of certiorari were 
dismissed. There were thirteen bills in equity: ten of 
which were dismissed and three resulting in entry of 
final decrees.

During the year our legal staff advised city and 
county officials by telephone communications and at 
personal conferences regarding the performance of their 
duties. In addition the department rendered 19 formal 
opinions and passed upon the form and validity of 629 
bonds and 1,080 contracts. 


VI. CONVEYANCING 
A. REAL ESTATE 
Sales, Leases, Licenses — City-Owned Properties 


During the year 1963 the Conveyancing Section 
of the department prepared 10 deeds, 6 leases, 10 City 
Council orders, 6 licenses, 14 agreements, and 5 opinions. 

This section of the department conducted numerous 
title examinations and examined many deeds, leases, 
plans and other instruments, conferring with and 
reporting to public officers interested therein. 


B. EMINENT DOMAIN 


Laying Out and Construction of Public Highways 
The Conveyancing Section during the year prepared 
instruments in settlement of 77 petitions for land 
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takings and damages to property resulting from the 
laying out and construction of public highways involving 
payments of $18,235.51. 


C. LAND COURT 


The City of Boston is a party respondent to all 
petitions filed with the Land Court for registration 
of title to lands within the territorial limits of the city. 
During the year the office appeared in this court and 
examined all petitions and papers filed therewith, pre- 
paring many answers to said petitions and documents 
and stipulations affecting the land and title sought to 
be registered. 


D. PROBATE COURT 


During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee. 
All accounts upon which the city or its departments 
were cited were examined. 


VII. TAX LIENS ENFORCEMENT 


A. TAX TITLE DIVISION 


In 1963 the Tax Title Division of the Law Depart- 
ment disposed of 645 cases and brought into the treas- 
ury of the city the sum of $2,494,293.68.

C. COLLECTION FROM ESTATES OF DE- 
CEASED PERSONS RELIEVED FROM 
TAXATION 


Under authority of General Laws, c. 59, s. 5A, the 
Assessors of the City of Boston have committed to the 
Collector-Treasurer upon a special warrant the aggre- 
gate amount of the taxes from which certain persons 
were relieved. The claims for these taxes have been 
referred to the Law Department for collection. 

During the year there were nine such cases closed 
and the amount of $15,361.04 was collected and turned 
over to the Collector-Treasurer of the City of Boston. 


D. CLAIMS AGAINST BANKRUPTS 


During 1963, 152 bankrupt estates were investigated 
to ascertain whether the bankrupts were indebted to 
the city. In 66 of these estates, claims aggregating 
$22,727.74 were filed. Sums received in 1963 from 
bankrupt estates totaled $43,450.20. 

During 1963, 19 assigned estates were investigated to 
ascertain whether the assignors were indebted to the 
city. In 7 of these estates, claims aggregating $3,267.54 
were filed. Sums received in 1963 from assignees totaled 
$1,609.95.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
‘‘Park Department.’’ The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music 
Departments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. The other 
two members served without compensation. 


In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sioners was increased to five members. 


Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Sections 36-42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 


The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,702 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the follow- 
ing facilities: a general office building; 122 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse and garage; a recreation 
office building; 13 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bathhouses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes) both with 
clubhouses; 3 public bathing beaches with bathhouses 
in which are 2 solaria; 4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 
2 outdoor); 85 public squares; 16 greenhouses; 19 
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cemeteries (3 active, 16 inactive or historic); 108 miles 
of parkways, driveways, walks, and paths; 131 acres 
of ponds and rivers; and the care and maintenance of 
all trees on city streets, parks, and playgrounds. 

The department organizes, promotes, and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 

This report summarizes briefly the efforts of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and the staff of the 
department to maintain a high standard in essential 
services and to expand the facilities of our park system 
to meet the needs of the department within our appro- 
priation allowances. 

In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that much 
of our appropriation is expended for the maintenance 
and improvement of parks, gardens, park and recrea- 
tion buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, ceme- 
teries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to efficient 
service. We are confining this report to major work 
accomplished in 1963, all of which is substantially out- 
side the area of general maintenance. 


MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1963 OF 
PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 


Reconstruction of Tennis Courts: During 1968, be- 
cause of a new interest in the playing of tennis, a definite 
start was made toward the reconstruction of tennis 
courts on the following locations within the Parks and 
Recreation system: William E. Carter Playground, Rox- 
bury, (4) courts; Savin Hill Park, Dorchester, (2) 
courts; Franklin Field, Dorchester, (2) courts; Billings 
Field, West Roxbury, (1) court; and a new practice 
court on the William E. Carter Playground, Roxbury. 
This work was done at a cost of $30,413.66. 
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Joseph D. McLaughlin Playground, Roxbury: The 
work done at this location consisted of developing a new 
Little League Field at the easterly playing field area. 
This included the excavation, loaming, seeding, laying- 
out of field, construction of backstop, Little League 
outfield fence, benches and other equipment required for 
first class Little League play. The entire area was en- 
closed with a new chain link fence. The work was done 
under contract at a cost of $30,709.56. 


Play Area Improvements: During 19638, one of the 
major improvements inaugurated by Mayor John F. 
Collins, was for the construction on twelve separate 
playgrounds covering all areas of the city of tot-lot and 
small children’s play areas. New play apparatus was 
installed, the surface covered with asphalt and high chain 
link fences were erected enclosing the areas, seating ar- 
rangements for mothers and small children, and other 
incidental work. All the equipment was painted in 
bright colors which added greatly to the appearance of 
the facilities. This was done at a cost of $62,851.49. 


Replacement of Bleacher Seating: New bleacher seats 
for the spectators were placed on the Gibson and 
Roberts Playgrounds, Dorchester; Healy and Fallon 
Fields, Roslindale; Lee Playground, South Boston; and 
Billings Field, West Roxbury. New douglas fir seats 
were placed at these locations at a cost of $15,211.56. 


Boston Common: A contract in the amount of 
$13,444.80 was awarded for the construction of two new 
planting boxes with block pavement and other incidental 
work at LaFayette Mall, Boston Common. ‘These 
boxes are an exact duplicate of those now on La Fayette 
Mall from Park Street to Boylston Street and they re- 
placed two Metropolitan Transit Authority subway 
kiosks that were removed — one opposite R. H. Stearns 
Company and the other opposite the old Herald- 
Traveler Building. 

Buildings, Etc. 


George Wright Golf Course: A contract was awarded 
for the re-building of the masonry parapet walls, coping 
and general renewal of the entire roof area. The cost of 
this work was $10,739.00. 
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Painting Outdoor Swimming Pools: This work con- 
sisted of preparing and painting the concrete pool 
known as the ‘Frog Pond’ on Boston Common and the 
three concrete pools at the Ensign John J. Doherty 
Playground, Charlestown, and the three pools in North 
End Park. This work was completed at a cost of 
$4,047.00. 


Replacement and. Conversion of Heating Botlers: In line 
with our program of modern thinking for converting 
boilers, ten playground buildings throughout the city 
were converted from either oil or coal to modern gas 
equipment. This work was completed at a cost of 
$15,200.00. The Boston Gas Company and the Wor- 
cester Gas Light Company, at no expense to the City, 
laid the necessary gas service pipes between distribution 
mains and the inside face of field house and locker 
building. This included all excavation, restoration of 
roadway and sidewalk base, and lawn areas within Park 
Department property. 


Addition to Clubhouse, Franklin Park Golf Course, 
Dorchester: A contract for the construction of the addi- 
tion including the payment to the architect was com- 
pleted at a cost of $65,308.50. This new addition, ‘L’ 
shaped, consists of 2,000 square feet of additional floor 
space and a covered porch 500 square feet in area. This 
new addition contains a spacious lounge and snack room 
finished in knotty pine and seats sixty people. A serving 
counter for ice cream and light snacks has been pro- 
vided. Sanitary facilities for men and women and 
heating and air conditioning have been installed to 
serve the entire building. The exterior architectural 
design will match the present building. 


Major Christopher F. Lee Playground, South Boston: 
Alterations to Field House. Alterations, construction 
work and improvements were made at the Field House 
at this location at a cost of $28,292.00. This work fol- 
lowed up other major improvements made in this play- 
ground during 1962 and 1963. The other improvements 
consisted of the establishment of modern play facilities, 
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fencing, landscaping and other work creating the play- 
ground into a modern facility. This work was done 
under special contract by the Gillette Safety Razor 
Company of South Boston at an approximate cost of 
$70,000.00. The expenditure was made by this com- 
pany as an endorsement of the work being done under 
the administration of Mayor John F. Collins in his plans 
for a new outlook for the City of Boston. 


Parkways, Roadways, and Walks 


Jamaica Pond: One of the best and most rewarding 
from a public citizen viewpoint is the roadwork com- 
pleted in the Parks and Recreation Department in 
recent years which included the asphalt surfacing of all 
walks at Jamaica Pond. This consisted of preparing 
and surfacing with bituminous pavement the existing 
gravel walks, replacement of defective concrete block 
pavement, construction of new concrete block pave- 
ment, reconstruction of slopes and lawn areas adjacent 
to the walks, removal of defective park benches, erection 
of new park benches and other incidental work at a 
cost of $35,953.65. 


Greenhouses, Franklin Park 


Two contracts, one in the amount of $33,885.29 for 
the extension of the greenhouses and the other in the 
amount of $16,900.00 for the installation of new heating 
boilers. The operation of the greenhouses is one of the 
most important functions of this department. The 
work planned and completed in these greenhouses 
throughout the year reflects great credit on the Parks 
and Recreation Department. Repairs to heating system 
were made in the amount of $18,188.00. The results are 
seen in our parks and gardens throughout the City. 


Recreation 


Our recreation program and what this department 
accomplished for all groups, from the youngest to the 
Golden Age, is well known in the United States. As in 
former years we have conducted our city-wide basket- 
ball, baseball, handball, and football programs in all 
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sections of the city. Thousands of persons competed 
in all these sports, which are set up in junior varsity 
and senior varsity park leagues. 

During the summer season we stafied playgrounds, 
play areas, and schoolyards with young men and women 
instructors most of whom were college graduates or 
upper classmen in college, who directed workshop pro- 
grams, sports, games, athletics, handcrafts, music, etc. 

Under the supervision of skilled instructors we 
conducted a program for handicapped and retarded 
children, at South Boston’s Castle Island, at the Tiles- 
ton School, Mattapan, and in Brighton at Cassidy 
Playground where these children learned to run and 
play and do many things their parents believed they 
could not do. 


Cummings Estate, Woburn: Far removed from the 
crowded tenement districts, children from the most 
congested sections of the city planted and raised many 
vegetables and expertly cultivated the plots of ground 
assigned to them. This project is a joint operation of 
the Parks and Recreation Department and the School 
Department. 


Cemeteries 


During the year excavation work for the furnishing 
and placing of concrete liners for the development oi 
burial areas in our three active cemeteries—Mt. Hope, 
Evergreen and Fairview, was completed at a cost of 
$28,167.05. This included the installation of 647 new 
liners. Another contract was completed in the amount 
of $10,641.11 for reconstruction and new roads in 
Evergreen and Fairview Cemeteries. The city re-sells 
these grave liners at a profit when grave and burial 
lots are being sold. All the monies received are allocated 
either to the General Cemetery Funds or Trust Funds. 


Tree Planting 
New Trees: Approximately 600 new trees were 


planted on streets throughout the city. Maples, oaks 
and lindens were the major trees planted. Some were 
to replace trees destroyed by storms or removed because 
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of diseased conditions; others were planted on new 


city streets recently constructed. The work was 
completed under contract at a cost of $30,001.00.

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COMMENTS 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Suffolk 
County House of Correction for the year 1963. Despite 
the fact that the 584 daily average count of inmates was 
quite high expenditures from the budget items of the 
institution were less than the appropriation in the 
amount of $15,762.92. 

An underground Fire Alarm System was installed to 
replace the overhead system. This assures the institu- 
tion of an adequate fire alarm system which will not be 
affected by weather conditions or storms. A new water 
main was installed leading to the Hill Prison. This gives 
much needed additional water pressure to the cells, 
kitchens, and other parts of the Hill Prison Building. 


More than one hundred (100) trash baskets were 
reconditioned and repainted for the City of Boston 
Public Works Department and inmate labor at the 
institution was used on many occasions to render 
service to other city departments. 


A recreation building, which has been constructed 
entirely with inmate labor, is nearing completion to 
add, especially during inclement weather, to the present 
recreation facilities of the institution. First run movies 
are shown on Sundays and holidays and these have 
been supplemented at different times by live shows put 
on by volunteers from the various parts of show busi- 
ness at no cost to the institution. Various other games 
such as basketball, softball, handball, volley ball, 
horse shoes, ping pong, checkers, dominoes, etc., are 
available during recreation periods. An _ additional 
1,000 books have been added to the library of the 
institution during the year. 


A Narcotics Anonymous Program, which originated 
at this institution about two years ago, has now become 
statewide in scope and many responsible and capably 
trained individuals are now enlisted in extending 
advice, guidance, and aid to those who may have become 
addicted to narcotics. The Alcoholics Anonymous 
Program at the institution formerly discontinued 
during the summer months is now being carried on 
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during the entire year. The benefits obtained by many 
inmates of the institution from this program made it 
imperative that the program be continued throughout 
the year. 

The photographing of inmates, as required by statute, 
which was formerly done by an outside photographer 
under contract, is now done by institution personnel 
with a resultant saving of a considerable amount of 
money. This also allows us to furnish the State Parole 
Board and other public agencies with copies of photo- 
graphs of inmates of the institution at no added cost. 

I am again most grateful to the Chaplains assigned 
to the institution for their continued co-operation in 
caring for the spiritual and temporal needs of the 
inmates, and to the Salvation Army and the Guild of 
Our Lady of Ransom for their donations and aid given 
to the inmates of the institution during the year, and 
more especially at the Christmas season.

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BLOOD PROGRAM — 1963 


DEAR SIR: 


The inmates at Deer Island on December 18 and 
December 19, 1963, donated 307 pints of blood during 
the Quarterly Appeal by the American Red Cross 
Bloodmobile. 


This contribution boosted the year’s total of blood 
donations by Deer Island inmates to 1,031 pints. 


All inmates and officers that contribute, share in the 
benefits of the blood bank. 


Blood is now obtained in plastic bags instead of the 
cumbersome bottles to facilitate the handling and trans- 
porting of blood from donor to recipient. This pro- 
cedure slows the procurement of blood, but with a 
corporate effort of nurses, volunteers, officers and in- 
mates, this program is carried on smoothly and efh- 
ciently. 


The blood donated by Deer Island inmates is used 
primarily by veterans’ groups such as the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Veterans Services, Chelsea Soldiers’ 
Home as well as all hospitals in the Greater Boston area 
which may be in need. 


The Red Cross Unit noted the co-operation of the 
officers and inmates, and the expedient manner in 
which this program is expedited.

DeraR Mr. Mayor: 


In compliance with the provisions of Section 25, 
Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, I respect- 
fully submit, herewith, the annual report of the Public 
Works Department and the Public Improvement Com- 
mission for the year ending December 31, 1963. 

The activities of the Public Works Department are 
varied and vital to health, safety, and convenience of 
not only to the citizen but also to the general public. 
The programs of the department include highway con- 
struction and maintenance, including bridges and street 
cleaning, the construction, maintenance and operation 
of water and sewerage facilities and the collection and 
disposal of offal and rubbish. The expenditures for 
these services amounted to $28,367,275.33, for this year. 


PERSONNEL 


The policy of reducing the number of employees, by 
natural attrition, is still being carried forward. At the 
close of the year there were 1,380 employees in all 
categories on the department payrolls. This com- 
pares with 1,453 at the close of 1962 and 1,788 at the 
close of 1959. Because of a national shortage of en- 
gineers and the local demand and high wages paid in 
industry, difficulty has been experienced in securing 
replacement in this field. The same is true in the labor 
field and skilled mechanics. 
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CENTRAL OFFICE 


The Central Office is composed of three sections: an 
Administrative Branch in the charge of the Department 
Executive Secretary, a Maintenance Branch in the 
charge of the Director of Transportation, and a Permit 
Branch in the charge of a Supervisor of Permits. 


The Administrative Branch function included the 
preparation and processing of correspondence, purchase 
supply requisitions, service orders, contracts, payrolls, 
personnel requisitions for transfers, promotions and 
terminations, the keeping of all required records and 
files, and provided all services required by the Public 
Improvement Commission. 


The Maintenance Branch provided for the repair and 
maintenance of the departmental automotive equip- 
ment; the supervision and maintenance of all depart- 
mental buildings and property; the operation of four 
garages; the operation of a blacksmith shop, a sweeper 
repair shop, and a building maintenance shop; and the 
around-the-clock operation of a two-way radio station. 


The Maintenance Branch is responsible for the repair 
and maintenance of 494 vehicles. New equipment was 
acquired by purchase from the 1963 appropriations in 
the amount of $245,472.90; and $90,386.42 from the 
Snow Removal Appropriation. 


The Maintenance Branch has studied the possibility 
of using a snow melting machine. It is now believed 
that this machine will be an important adjunct to the 
snowfighting equipment of the department. The poten- 
tial savings in labor charges, its adoptability to the 
narrow streets of City Proper, the speed with which it 
can be placed in operation, and its alleviation of the 
acute emergency traffic problem, make this method of 
snow removal appealing. Final determination for its 
purchase will be made in 1964. 


The work involved in making approximately 10,000 
annual repair jobs is performed at four locations. 


(A) The Highland Street Motor Repair Garage is 
used for general repair work, stockroom, lubrication and 
dispensing of gasoline and oil. The stockroom contains 
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an inventory of repair parts, tires, batteries, etc, valued 
at $50,000. A schedule of monthly lubrication is set up 
and the condition of vehicles is checked at that time. 


(B) Albany Street Garage in Public Works Depart- 
ment District No. 1. 


This unit consists of the garage proper, the welding 
shop, the street sweeper shop and the communication 
center. The garage is used for storing trucks and dis- 
pensing of gasoline and oil. During the winter season, 
repairs to chains are made here. Inspection for the 
semi-annual Registry of Motor Vehicles inspections for 
Area No. 1 vehicles are carried out here. 


The sweeper repair shop maintains the street sweeper 
fleet and in the snow removal season, repairs the snow- 
fighting equipment in the area. 

The maintenance shop maintains buildings and re- 
lated property of the department; constructs barriers, 
disposal boxes, signs, erects fences and platforms, re- 
models offices, etc. The personnel is made up of skilled 
mechanics. 

The welding shop is responsible for the care and 
maintenance of snowplows, street sweeper brooms and 
runners, disposal boxes, etc. Approximately 300 snow- 
plows and frames are installed on city trucks and con- 
tractors equipment and repairs are made on cutting 
edges, plow wheels, semicircles and curb bumpers. The 
shop does all welding on above plows and also on all 
other types of equipment. Considerable repair work is 
performed for other divisions of the department, repair 
of pumps and screens for the Sewer Division, repairing 
pipes, burning joints and cutting of bolts, repairing 
gate and shutoff wrenches for the Water Division, 
welding parts for cranes and stabilizing bars for Sanitary 
Division incinerator and repairing signs and fences for 
Highway Division. Welding is done on all types of 
vehicles. 

The Albany Street switchboard and the two-way 
radio base are located at the Albany Street Water Yard 
and are on a 24-hour, 7-day a week basis. The operators 
are in constant contact with the vehicles which are 
equipped as mobile stations. 
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(C) The Maintenance Branch in Public Works De- 
partment Area No. 2, is located at Forest Hills. It is 
used for repair work, lubrication and the dispensing of 
gasoline and oil. 

(D) The Maintenance Branch in Public Works De- 
partment Area No. 3, is located at Hancock street, 
Dorchester, and is used for the same purposes as in 
Area No. 2. 

It has been recognized that there is a need of a cen- 
tralized facility for departmental maintenance. In 
1963, the Legislature enacted legislation (Chapter 812) 
authorizing the State Department of Public Works to 
convey land in the Roxbury section of the city. This 
site would make an ideal locus for a centralized yard. 

The Permit Branch issued all permits under the 
jurisdiction of the department and collected the fees, as 
required therefor. Permits totaling $17,684 were issued 
in 1963. The cash receipts amounted to $256,008.61; 
special accounts $12,424.92 and deposit accounts $567,- 
418.52, for a grand total of $835,852.05. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Division performs all of the en- 
gineering planning, estimating and designing of the 
Public Works Department capital layout construction 
of the department. It also includes all of the work 
formerly performed by the Survey Division. The divi- 
sion is composed of four sections as follows: Adminis- 
tration, Planning and Programming, Survey and Design. 
The Administrative Section performed all duties of an 
administrative nature relating to the processing and 
maintenance of records pertaining to personnel, sup- 
plies reproductions, correspondence, and engineering 
costs. The reproduction unit of this section furnished 
blueprints, ozalid prints, autopositives, photostats, and 
photographs, as required by the various divisions of the 
department. Units of work of this section comprised 
27,072 photostats, 533 blueprints, 42,533 ozalids, 365 
autopositives, 4,687 negative and 5,928 prints. 

Planning and Programming Section: The Planning and 
Programming Section, under the supervision of an 
Associate Engineer, prepared all of the engineering and 
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construction program for the Public Works Depart- 
ment. The program involved the highway, water, 
sewer, bridge and street lighting facilities. This section, 
with the support of the other sections of the Engineering 
Division, performed services as directed by the Public 
Improvement Commission. The Section Chief assisted 
the Division Engineer who served as the Public Im- 
provement Commission Engineer. In this capacity he 
attended thirty-six (386) meetings and hearings and 
assisted the Division Engineer in furnishing professional 
advice relative to interpretation of plans, land takings, 
specific repairs, widenings, and other improvements 
ordered by the Commission. 

In connection with the various programs, this section 
maintained liaison with the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works, City of Boston Traffic and Parking 
Department, Fire Department, Police Department, 
Sewer, Water, Highway Division and all public utility 
companies. 

Upon receipt of plans of the Boston Extension of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, this section reviewed and/or 
coordinated the plans with other city departments and 
divisions and the Boston Redevelopment Authority. 
This section assisted the Division Engineer in making 
recommendations concerning acceptance of the plans to 
the Commissioner of Public Works. 

Where applicable, all programs were coordinated with 
proposed plans of the Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority. 

In connection with the foregoing, the Planning and 
Programming Section functioned as follows: 

Scheduled field surveys for the Survey Section. 

Scheduled preparation of construction plans by the 
Design Section. 

Prepared monthly groups for advertising for bids for 
reconstruction of streets (see Design Section report for 
accomplishment during 1963). 

In connection with Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works, Chapter 90 office, staged and sequenced 
development of Chapter 90 projects and arranged with 
other sections of the division for design changes on State 
Survey Plans relating to these projects. 
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With specific reference to Chapter 90 projects, 
following is a summary of streets advertised for bids 
for reconstruction in 1963:

Other accomplishments of the Planning and Pro- 
gramming Section included: 


Maintained project progress charts. 


Investigated and reported on complaints from all sources, 
relative to poor condition of roadways, sidewalks, and street 
drainage. k 

Kept cost records of engineering work performed on projects 
in which there was a fund participation by the federal govern- 
ment, such as West End Redevelopment, Government Center, 
etc. 

Arranged for the orderly processing of builders’ plot plans, 
installations, sidewalk openings, and plans and profiles of 
work done by developers in connection with return of deposit 
for private ways open to public travel. 


The Survey Section: The Survey Section is required 
to make surveys and plans in connection with (a) laying 
out, widening, design, and construction of highways; 
(b) taking easements for sewerage; (c) discontinuance 
of public highways; (d) land to be acquired by eminent

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domain; (e) sidewalk assessments; and (f) specific 
repairs. This section’s work also included the staking 
out of line and grade for construction of public works; 
staking out and setting bounds; surveys and plans of 
areas involved in major developments; surveys and 
plans of city-owned land; and surveys and plans as 
may be required by other departments. 

This section made 26 surveys and plans for laying 
out 2.3 miles of public highways; 287 surveys and 227 
plans for reconstruction of highways, totaling 39.4 
miles; 7 surveys and plans for discontinuing 0.47 miles 
of highways; 22 surveys and plans for taking of ease- 
ments for sewerage and/or for assessment purposes; 4 
profiles for highway construction; 17 surveys and plans 
for minimum requirement ways; and 22 surveys and 
plans were made for specific repairs and widenings 
(Chapter 90) involving 11.5 miles. One hundred 
sixty-five streets were surveyed for engineering reports. 

The Design Section: The Design Section functions 
during the year included the preparation of all plans, 
estimates, specifications, and contract forms relating 
to the design and construction of highway, sewer and 
water facilities; the preparation of design, plans and 
specifications required for proposed structures and 
appurtenances to be constructed by the operating 
divisions; the design of grades in connection with the 
construction of highways and sewers; the checking 
of all plot plans submitted to the Building Department 
for approval with regard to grades and the availability 
of sewer and water facilities; checking proposed con- 
struction over existing sewers; making tracings of all 
plans prepared by the Survey Section; the preparation 
of various maps, plans, charts, etc., required by the 
department, and making estimates and preliminary 
plans for the Public Improvement Commission. 

During the year this section completed plans, esti- 
mates, and specifications for highway construction 
estimated to cost $234,439; highway reconstruction 
estimated to cost $2,546,675; sewerage works estimated 
to cost $103,575; sewer and water work estimated to 
cost $363,308; and water extensions estimated to cost 
$117,376.

During 1963 the ‘‘New Boston” look has started to 
appear physically in various parts of the city with 
construction actually well on the way or started on 
many projects. In connection with the Government 
Center development the new MTA relocation and 
turnaround has been completed and is in operation; 
foundation work for the Federal Office Building and 
the New City Hall has been started; and, just off 
Government Center, the new State Office Building 
steel work is being erected, With reference to the New 
City Hall, several meetings were held with representa- 
tives of the architects and the firm of Becker and 
Becker, planning consultants, concerning the layout 
of the Public Works Department space. A final layout 
was agreed upon which was worked out to the point 
where even the arrangement of furniture and equipment 
was settled. 

The Massachusetts Turnpike Extension is becoming 
a rapid reality with many of the more than 25 new 
bridges already built and opened to traffic; and nearly 
all of the other bridges are under construction. 


The Academy Homes Development in the Washington 
Park area has resulted in the installation of sewer and 
water facilities and the development of plans for new 
street construction here for early 1964 action. 


The Prudential area is taking visible shape in giant 
strides, with the Hotel America and the new Auditorium 
well advanced structurally.. Plans have been completed 
by this division, through its consultant, Metcalf & 
Eddy, for extensive sewerage works relocations in the 
New Dalton Street area which will result in construction 
early in 1964. Concurrently, Metcalf & Eddy have 
completed contract drawings and specifications for the 
New Dalton Street Bridge and approaches. This work 
is planned for contract work to also start in 1964. 


All of the foregoing has resulted in a great deal of 
activity within this division in 1963 because of the 
necessary conferences with all of the agencies involved, 
review of plans, and much correspondence in connection 
with review and approvals of detailed plans requiring 
City of Boston approval. 
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The personnel quota for this division has been estab- 
lished as 60. On January 1, 1963, the number of perma- 
nent employees working was 42. By December 31, 
1963, this had become 37, due to 2 retirements, 2 resig- 
nations, and 1 death. 

Supplementing this permanent work force (but, from 
a technically qualified point of view, not bringing our 
work output up to expected quota output) there were a 
total of 52 temporary appointees employed during the 
year. Because they were on a come and go basis this 
represents 495-man weeks or the equivalent of 93 men 
employed for a full 52-week period. 

The foregoing statistics point out the continuing need 
for getting properly qualified permanent engineers for 
the ever-increasing work load. 

In this connection, a good start was made during 1963 
when we personally visited Franklin Institute and Bos- 
ton Technical High School and spoke to the seniors on 
the desirability of a career with the City of Boston 
Public Works Department. This resulted in a few of 
these students coming to work with us and this type of 
program promises future dividends in acquiring intelli- 
gent personnel in the lower grades to eventually become 
the backbone of the department, technically-wise. 


Higuway DIvIsion 


The Highway Division is comprised of four sections: 
Administration, Construction, Maintenance, and Street 
Lighting and supervises and performs all the services in- 
cidental to the construction of streets and sidewalks; 
highway maintenance work, including pavement mainte- 
nance, snow removal, street cleaning and catch-basin 
cleaning; the operation and maintenance of bridges; and 
the installation and maintenance of street lights. 

The Administrative Section performed all the duties 
of a clerical nature, including the preparation and 
processing of correspondence, initiating supply requisi- 
tions and service orders, and the preparation of contract 
payments. 

The Construction Section supervised the construction 
of 12 highways at a cost of $283,569.25 and reconstruc- 
tion of 196 streets during the year at an expenditure of 
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$2,667,968.90. Chapter 90 projects completed during 
the year were: Adams street, from Gallivan Boulevard 
to Ashmont street; La Grange street, from Washington 
street to Newton line; Cambridge street, from Somer- 
ville line to Sullivan square; Green street, from Wash- 
ington street to Centre street; Dorchester avenue, from 
Freeport street to Columbia road at a total cost of 
$401,879.88. Contracts were awarded in the amount of 
$1,420,640.20 for highway construction to be completed 
in 1964. 

The Maintenance Section performed sidewalk and 
roadway repairs on and cleaned and flushed the 750 
miles of streets; cleaned 3,817 catch basins of the 25,352 
in the city; maintained and operated eight drawbridges 
and maintained 83 other bridges. 

The Street Lighting Section has the custody of 30,088 
street lights and supervised the installation of new 
lights and the replacement of existing lights totaling 
3,412 units. 

During the year 1963, there were approximately 288 
gas lamps maintained by the city. Installation of 44 gas 
lamps were made. Ninety-seven police spotlights were 
maintained. 


Snow Removal 


Snowfall for the season of 1962-1963 amounted to 
30.0 inches. The cost was $1,036,807.04. 


SANITARY DIVISION 
The Sanitary Division is composed of three sections: 
Administration, Collection, and Disposal and provides 
for the collection and removal of all solid waste and pro- 
vides for the disposal of all collected wastes by the oper- 
ation of an incinerator and an open land dump together 
with an out-of-town dump by contract. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION 


The activities of the Administrative Section comprised 
of supervising the various functions and operations of 
the division, the preparing of all contracts, the processing 
of payments, the processing of reports, correspondence 
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and complaints (complaints were written, telephoned 
and in person) and compilation of inspectors’ reports and 
daily reports on the Collection and Disposal Section’s 
performances, investigating and processing applications 
for permits for the transportation of refuse and the super- 
vision of the Snow Emergency Center. 


COLLECTION SECTION 


The Collection Service supervised the work of con- 
tractors and division forces in the collection and disposal 
of refuse and garbage throughout the city. Contracts 
were awarded to eleven contractors, for the period 
April 1, 1963, to March 31, 1964. The total collection 
contract costs were $2,184,837.63. 

A uniformed force of sanitary inspectors was organ- 
ized during the year. This force served violation notices 
and patrolled assigned areas in the city. An over-all 
improvement in litter control has already been ob- 
served. There were 5,237 violation notices served in 
which corrective action was made and 108 violations 
resulting in court action. 

The city exercised its final option in accordance with 
Article 17 of the existing removal contracts. Contracts 
were renewed with the present contractors with the city 
absorbing 75 percent of the fifteen-cent per hour in- 
crease granted the drivers and helpers. ‘This increase 
added $39,510 to the cost of removal of refuse. 

During the months of June, July, and August, in co- 
operation with the Health Department, a city-wide 
program of cleaning city-owned and privately-owned 
lots was inaugurated. A total of 664 lots were cleaned 
at a cost of $57,398. 

A program of cleaning the South End and lower Rox- 
bury alleys was continued throughout the year. 

A program in close cooperation with the Police, 
Health, and Real Property Departments, was initiated 
to remove abandoned motor vehicles from the highways 
and from city-owned and other vacant lots. ‘The 
seriousness of this problem was recognized by the 
General Court which enacted Chapter 525 of the Acts 
of 1963, effective July 29, 1963. This act provides for 
fines of not less than one hundred dollars or more than 
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five hundred dollars, plus revocation of the license of 
anyone convicted of abandoning a motor vehicle on any 
public or private way or upon any property other than 
his own without permission of the owner or lessee or 
said property. A contract was let for the disposal of 
these vehicles. 

The servicing of litter baskets was carried on with the 
use of two packer-type trucks, working night shifts. 
The same trucks are used to police the Blackstone 
Street Market Area on Fridays and Saturdays. 


DISPOSAL SECTION 


Ths Disposal Section provided for the disposal of the 
city’s refuse at the Gardner Street, West Roxbury, dump 
and the incinerator. Refuse from the East Boston 
section of Boston, was removed to a private dump, in 
Saugus. 

The Gardner Street Dump was operated, as in former 
years, as an open fill with earth cover for the disposal of 
426,720 cubie yards of rubbish from the following dis- 
tricts: Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, Hyde Park, and 
Brighton. A garbage transfer station has remained in 
operation at this site for the disposal of approximately 
14,000 cubic yards of garbage received from the afore- 
mentioned districts. It is becoming increasingly difficult 
to provide adequate cover over the rubbish fill at this 
site, principally due to the lack of adequate equipment, 
the availability of cover material at this time being ex- 
hausted, unless a drag-line operation is started to obtain 
approximately 40,000 cubic yards needed annually for 
surface cover on the dump. A revenue of $10,446 has 
been obtained from dumping fees at this dump. This is 
principally due to the increase of dumping rates bringing 
them in line with other dumps in the metropolitan area. 

The city exercised its option to renew its contract with 
M. DeMatteo Construction Company for providing a 
refuse disposal site in Saugus for the disposal of all the 
refuse from the East Boston district. The annual cost 
for this contract was $24,000. 

The garbage transfer stations at Victory road, Dor- 
chester, and Gardner street, West Roxbury, were con- 
tinued in operation throughout the year for the disposal

of garbage collected in several of the city’s districts. 
The city exercised its option and renewed contracts with 
Kristoff Brothers for removing 15,600 cubic yards of 
garbage delivered at the Victory Road Garbage Transfer 
Station, and with Kennedy Brothers for removing 
14,000 cubic yards of garbage delivered at the Gardner 
Street Garbage Transfer Station. The annual cost for 
each contract amounted to $13,050. 

The permit to maintain a dump, between East Brook- 
line street and the Southeast Expressway, for receiving 
residue from the South Bay incinerator expired April 1, 
1963. The residue dump relocated and a_ permit 
granted by the state, in the Fort Point Channel, between 
the Southeast Expressway and Dover street. 

The problem of disposing of bulk and noncombustible 
materials delivered to the South Bay incinerator from 
districts serviced by this plant was solved by awarding 
a contract, which was publicly advertised, for the re- 
moval of said materials, at a cost of $18,310. This 
method proved less costly than having this material 
handled by our own forces. 

The yearly program of rodent control was continued 
at the South Bay incinerator, the garbage transfer 
stations and the Gardner Street, West Roxbury, dump, 
at the annual cost of $1,350. This program is evidently 
effective since no complaints of rat infestation have been 
received. 


INCINERATOR 

The South Bay incinerator received and disposed of a 
total of 144,844 tons of refuse for the year 1963 from a 
population of approximately 450,000 or 67 percent of the 
city’s total. The plant continues to operate on 54 days 
consisting of sixteen 8-hour burning shifts with occas- 
sional days of additional burning shifts due to equipment 
outages or tunnel floodage. As a public service, small 
quantities of confidential papers from private concerns 
and governmental agencies were continued to be de- 
stroyed at the plant. 

During 1963, the regular maintenance force of the 
plant, in addition to routine maintenance, assisted the 
field engineer from Flynn & Emrich Company in the 
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rebuilding of one furnace, and from the knowledge thus 
obtained have rebuilt several cells in other units. 
Minor repairs to refractories which have heretofore 
required the services of a contractor, are being made by 
city forces. Experimental protection of arch refractories 
have been made and an extension of this protection will 
be given to other furnaces in 1964. Replacement of 
worn-out hydraulic pumps have been completed. Re- 
pairing overhead doors in the ash tunnel have been made 
by our forces. 


Maintenance work performed under the contract for 
emergency repairs included the annual reallignment of 
the crane rails and structural supports; an alternate 
boiler feed water system was completed; new blowoff 
valves were installed on all boilers; the boiler blowoff 
tank was repaired; drainage system under crawl space 
was installed; steam main was recovered; a new expan- 
sion valve installed on the main; new support anchors 
were installed on the steam main and the expansion 
joint anchoring was completely revised and installed. 


From September 12, 1963, to October 238, 1963, ex- 
periments in steam production were made, both with 
and without the supplemental oil burners installed under 
the plant ‘‘betterment program” and some steam was 
transmitted to the Boston City Hospital. However, 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts directed that the 
fly ash system be reactivated. It was proven that to 
use the system, all the steam generated from burning 
rubbish would be required to operate the induced draft 
fans. Thus, to attempt to produce any steam for the 
Boston City Hospital supplemental oil in quantity 
would be required. The hospital was apprised of this 
and no further steam has been transmitted. 


The plant continues to present problems. A reha- 
bilitation of five furnaces will be required in 1964. 
Rebuilding furnace bridge walls and the mechanical 
grates will be required. This was after a complete and 
thorough survey by the Flynn & Emrich field engineer 
and the city’s engineer was completed. This is nor- 
mally necessary after three years of plant operation. 
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A program is under way to completely staff the plant 
with permanent employees in various classifications 
from available Civil Service lists and in plant promo- 
tions. This will reduce the number of temporary 30-day 
employees considerably. An increase in the number of 
overtime hours required can be attributed to an ever- 
increasing ‘‘out of service” time of plant equipment due 
to normal attrition and to a continued absentee record 
about 40 percent above private industrial rates. 

During 19638, a complete study of the ventilation and 
dust control was made by consultants (Leo Crowley 
Company) and phases of their program are anticipated 
in the 1964 budget. 

During a schooling period, all stokers, supervisory 
and others were instructed in the use of the mechanically 
agitated stoker grates and were certified as ‘‘instructors 
of stoking”’ by the field engineer from Flynn & Emrich, 
the manufacturers of the stoker mechanism. 


Snow REMOVAL 

The Sanitary Division was given the responsibility 
for furnishing equipment and personnel for the snow- 
plowing and removal in East Boston, District 9, in the 
fall of 1963. — 

The Snow Emergency Center continued in its third 
year of operation at Fire Headquarters Building during 
the snow season under the direction of Division Engineer 
and Deputy Commissioner, John F. Flaherty, as chair- 
man. This unit is supervised by the Administrative 
Section of the Sanitary Division. The coordinating 
table of the center has representatives of several depart- 
ments, as well as the utility companies. This center 
processed hundreds of calls from the general public to 
the agency or department involved during the storms 
which occurred in 1963. The center, in addition to the 
department representatives, also has a unique com- 
munications system consisting of short-wave radios to 
Public Works and Fire Headquarters, and a direct 
‘‘hot”’ line to the MTA and each police station, and a 
teletypewriter to each Public Works district yard and 
snow headquarters. The center is called into operation 
at the onset of any snowfall with a skeleton force. As 
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the storm forecast predicts heavier snowfall, additional 
personnel and table representatives are activated to 
operate the center in assisting the general public. The 
Emergency Center handles all press, radio, and tele- 
vision releases during all snowstorms, keeping the public 
informed on all storm activities. 


SEWER DIVISION 


The Sewer Division with 110 employees (11 less than 
the 121 employees in the 1962 quota) is distributed into 
three sections, viz., Administrative, Maintenance, and 
Construction, under the direction of a Division Engineer. 


The Administrative Section, numbering 5 employees, 
under Head Administrative Clerk, is charged with 
preparing budgetary requests, recording pertinent times 
records of employees, presenting requisitions, service 
orders and receiving notices to the Central Office of the 
department, collecting statistics useful to the division 
planning and directing methods and procedure neces- 
sary to the clerical work in the division and furnishing 
information to the public and to employees regarding 
departmental activities, regulations, and legal responsi- 
bilities. 

The Maintenance Section, numbering 89 employees, 
under an Associate Civil Engineer, is charged with 
cleaning sewers and sewer appurtenances, answering 
and investigating complaints, maintaining and repairing 
sewers, inspecting the laying of drains, operating 
pumping stations and disposal plant, recording com- 
plaints, recording inspections, keeping record plans of the 
entire sewerage system to date, and furnishing infor- 
mation to the public. 


The Construction Section, numbering 16 employees, 
under an Associate Civil Engineer, is charged with the 
entire building operations of sewerage works under 
contract from the field layouts through the final in- 
spection, and furnishing record plans of work for the 
sectional plans maintained by Maintenance Section. 

The Sewer Use Charge for the year amounted to 
$2,444 ,763.22 and $362,398.32 was added to taxes for a 
total of $2,807,161.54. 
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The division acquired the following equipment: 
four Falcon station wagons and two S. H. P. sewer 
rodding machines. 

Late in 1962, another major break occurred in the 
main intercepting sewer in Massachusetts avenue, 
west of Clapp street, Dorchester. This 9-foot in dia- 
meter sewer was constructed between August, 1879, 
and November, 1880, under almost insurmountable 
engineering conditions as gauged by engineer standards 
of that date. The novel method of construction em- 
ployed and the fact that the sewer remained in active 
service for more than eighty years has attracted 
national attention. 

Prior to construction, Massachusetts avenue had not 
been laid out as a highway. Borings on the line showed 
beds of mud, at this locus, which were 20 to 86 feet 
deep below the marsh surface. Because of the danger 
of maintaining a staple sewer during and after filling 
for highway construction, it was decided to fill the street 
to full lines and grades before sewerage works construc- 
tion. 

The contract for placing the fill was commenced 
January, 1879, and was completed November, 1879. 
So great was the settlement of this filling into the mud, 
over 106,000 cubic yards of gravel were required, and 
the marsh surface for 100 feet on either of the filled 
street was pushed up by the filling from 8 to 14 feet 
high. A surcharge, 20 feet wide at the top and 8 feet 
high, was placed upon the street where the mud was 
deepest to insure prompt settlement. 

It was deemed inadvisable to construct a masonry 
sewer on such a foundation and a wooden section 
consisting of an external wooden shell formed of 
4-inch spruce planks, 10 inches wide, every fourth plank 
being wedge shaped, the whole securely spiked and 
treenailed together and lined with 4 inches of brick or 
concrete was selected. 

The depth of excavation was from 32 to 36 feet and 
the pressures were so great, that at times, 60 braces of 
8-inch by 8-inch or heavier timber was insufficient to 
contain an 18-foot section of the trench. The wooden 
shell as well as the lining was increased in size to com- 
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pensate for settlement. Upon completion, the sewer 
settled in a long curve to a maximum depth of 18 inches 
in the 1,894-foot section. That this sewer operated for 
eighty years seems incredible. 


Repairs were made by installing a reinforced concrete 
arch for a section 140 feet long. Failure showed in the 
oak treenails, from what appeared to be internal pres- 
sures. 


The entire one quarter of a mile section should be 
rebuilt, but, as the Deer Island MDC Treatment Plant 
is scheduled to be in operation in June, 1965, and a large 
portion of the sewage carried by the Massachusetts 
Avenue sewer will be diverted at that time the project 
has been deferred. After the treatment plant is in 
operation, reconstruction of the section will be started 
with a substantial reduction in size and costs. 


The mileage of common sewers was increased by 
3.65 miles making a total of 1,347.16 miles of sewer and 
surface drains in the city. The net increase in the num- 
ber of catch basins was 65, making the total number of 
catch basins in the city 25,352. In 1963, 48,529 million 
gallons of sewage was pumped at a cost of $5.28 per 
million gallons. The average flow was 119.26 million 
gallons per day. 


WaTER DIVISION 
The Water Division is composed of four sections: 
Administration, Construction, Maintenance, and Rey- 
enue and provides for the construction, replacement, 
maintenance and repair of water mains, supply lines, 
meters, hydrants and various appurtenances; meter 
reading; and assessing charges to consumers. 


The Administrative Section handled the preparation 
and processing of correspondence, initiated requisitions 
and supply orders, prepared contract payments and 
maintained all of the required files and records relating 
to the water system and its operation. 


The Construction Section furnished the engineering 
and inspection force supervising the laying and relaying 
of 3.35 miles of water main and the abandonment of 8. 
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A policy has been established of replacing 50 or more 
hydrants a year by contract. A contract was let for 
painting hydrants. 


MAINTENANCE SECTION 


The Maintenance Section is responsible for the opera- 
tion and maintenance of the water distributing system, 
comprising 1,035.5 miles of pipes, including 18.64 miles 
of high pressure fire service, ranging in size from 2 
inches to 48 inches in diameter, and including gates, 
valves, hydrants, and other appurtenances. 


This section provides for the repair of main pipes, 
service pipes, hydrants and gates, and furnishes emer- 
gency service on a 24-hour per day, seven-day per 
week basis. The section forces are augmented by 
contractors personnel for excavating and_ backfilling 
trenches. Contracts for this work awarded in 1963 
totaled $221,726.25. 


This section also operates a maintenance shop which 
comprises a machine shop, plumbing shop, and meter 
shop. This unit handles drilling services and the ma- 
chining and assembly of all new corporation and tapping 
gates up to 6 inches. Also machined and repaired are 
defective hydrants and defective gates at the site, if 
possible. Assistance to the other divisions of the Public 
Works Department is rendered as required. New 
meters are installed and old meters are changed, tested, 
and repaired. 


REVENUE SECTION 


The Revenue Section performs all of the work in- 
volved in processing bills, customer relations, and com- 
plaints of plant maintenance. These operations in- 
clude applications for new services, reading 97,370 
meters quarterly, as well as the bookkeeping entailed 
in these accounts, and the issuance of statements of 
outstanding water bills to the consumers at the end of 
the year as a courtesy to the customer. 
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AREA YARDS 


AREA No. 1 Yarp, 710 Albany street, Boston. Services: 
Charlestown, North and West Ends, Back Bay, Stuart, 
South End, East Boston, Elm Hill, Dudley, Mission Hill, 
and Roxbury. 

ArgA No. 2 Yarp, 327 Forest Hills street, Jamaica Plain. 
Services: Jamaica Plain, Brighton, West Roxbury, and 
Hyde Park. 

AREA No. 3 Yarp, 160 Hancock street, Dorchester. Services: 
Dorchester (North), South Boston, and Dorchester (South). 


These yards are responsible for the repair and main- 
tenance of main pipes, service and fire pipes, hydrants, 
gates and providing emergency and general service to 
the public. The main yard at 710 Albany street main- 
tains emergency crews around the clock for any water 
service that may be required in any section of the city. 


The main yard and the two area yards were assisted 
by three contractors. The contractual work consisted 
of excavation and backfilling to allow Water Division 
employees to repair leaks, lay or relay water services, 
change hydrants and repair or replace defective appurte- 
nances. This contractual work was performed in a 
satisfactory manner and proved its value by giving 
service to the public. 

The heavy stock, 20 inches and larger, formerly stored 
at the main yard at 710 Albany street, is now stored at 
the Gardner Street dump to compensate for the storage 
area lost to the City Hospital. 


AREA 1 MAINTENANCE SHOPS 


The maintenance shops handled all drilling of services 
in the main yard and assisted, in case of emergency, in 
the area yards. They continue to machine and assemble 
4-inch and 6-inch corporation and tapping gates, 
repair defective hydrants, repair in the ground, if 
possible, defective gates and rebuild both corporation, 
tapping, and high pressure gates. When present gate 
stock has been depleted all 4-inch and 6-inch gates will 
be contracted for through regular bidding procedures. 
Along with this work they are called upon to assist 
other branches of the Public Works Department in 
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many special jobs. Contracts were awarded this year 
for 3,000 2-inch meters and for 300 meters ranging in 
size from 3-inch to 2-inches. These meters are of the 
magnetic type and it is indicated from our experience of 
the previous year that this may be our standard type 
water meter. The meter shop installs new large meters, 
changes worn and defective meters, tests, repairs, and 
maintains records of all meters in and out of service 
and renders assistance to other divisions in machine 
and plumbing work. 


BUSINESS OFFICE 
This office is charged with the responsibility of 
processing all functions in relation to the revenue from 
water supply and service. 


These functions include processing applications for 
new services and fire pipes, reading 97,370 meters 
quarterly, testing, repairing, installing pa removing 
meters and receiving complaints from the water-con- 
suming public. Revenue collected by the Water Division 
in 1963 amounted to $9,131,515.70. 


The employees assisted on inquiries and computation 
of sewer charges. 


The Water Division processes and resolves all peti- 
tions for abatements concerning sewer charges, when 
such petitions concern water consumption. Those 
petitions of a technical nature are resolved by the 
Sewer Division. 


The Metropolitan District Commission water assess- 
ment for 1963 was $5,315,843.64 for 44,298,697,000 
gallons of water at $120 per million gallons. 


The program of the “lost water survey”? continued 
during the year, with marked success. 


The break in the main sewer line and repeated com- 
plaints in several sections of abnormally low water 
pressure, clearly indicate that a major study must be 
made in the immediate future of both the sewerage 
system and the water distribution system as both 
systems are approaching obsolescence. 
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FISCAL 

The cost of operating the Public Works Department 
for the year 1963 amounted to $28,367,275.33, of which 
$5,132,797.20 was for Metropolitan Water Assessment; 
and $1,502,831.24 was for Metropolitan Sewer Assess- 
ments. 

Appended hereto, is the report submitted by the 
Public Improvement Commission and statistical data 
relative to the activities of the various divisions for the 
year 1963.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 25, 
Chapter 3 of the Revised City Ordinances of 1961, the 
following report of the Public Improvement Com- 
mission for the year ending December 31, 1968, is 
respectfully submitted. 

The Public Improvement Commission was established 
May 1, 1954, by the provisions of Section 57, Chapter 2 
of the 1954 Ordinances. This Commission consisting 
of the Commissioner of Public Works, the Commissioner 
of Real Property, and the Chairman of the Boston 
Traffic Commission, was assigned all of the powers 
and duties of the former Board of Street Commissioners, 
except: 

(a) Those relating to the storage and sale of in- 
flammables, filling stations, and parking lots 
which were transferred to the Committee on 
Licenses in the Public Safety Commission. 

(6) Those relating to the planting and removal of 
trees in public ways, the use of public ways 
for any temporary obstruction in, under or 
over the same, the use of public ways for the 
storage and sale of merchandise. 

(c) Those relating to the abatement of taxes which 
were transferred to the Real Property Depart: 
ment. 
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Functions of the Board of Street Commissioners 
transferred to this Commission include the authority 
to lay out, widen, relocate, alter, discontinue, or rename 
public highways, and to order the making of specific 
repairs therein; to order the construction of sanitary 
sewers and storm drains; to take land by eminent 
domain for municipal purposes (except housing and 
off-street parking); to permit the opening of private 
ways for public travel; to levy assessments for street, 
sidewalk, and sewer betterments; and to issue permits 
for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, 
tracks, and similar uses of the public ways. 


STREET PROGRAM 


During the period covered by this report, two hundred 
and sixty-nine (269) highway improvements were or- 
dered by the Public Improvement Commission, in- 
cluding the laying out of twenty-two (22) new highways, 
the installation of artificial stone sidewalks and edge- 
stone in fifty-six (56) streets, the widening and relocation 
of eighty-five (85) public ways, consisting of 354 widen- 
ings, the making of specific repairs in eighty-four (84) 
streets, the discontinuance of twenty-one (21) streets 
and revision of one (1) street.

Under the provisions of Section 2, Chapter 351 of the 
Acts of 1929, the Superintendent of Construction of 
the Department of School Buildings is required to 
submit to His Honor the Mayor, to the School Com- 
mittee, and to the Commissioners of School Buildings, a 
written report, annually, or oftener, as required. 

In compliance with this statute, I submit the follow- 
ing report covering the department work for the fiscal 
year 1963. 

Under the 1961 Bond Issue which was authorized for 
extraordinary repairs to City buildings, the following 
work was performed during 1968 in school buildings:

resulted in the award of a contract of $8,720.00 for 
the work. 


Boston Latin Scuoou (Bond Issue)—Soundproof 
practice rooms for the musical bands were provided in 
the basement of the school, at a combined cost of 
$12,010.00 for the construction work, including altera- 
tions to the electrical, heating and ventilating systems. 


Davip L. Barrett ScHoou (Bond Issue)—By vote of 
the School Committee, the special class center which for

Boston TrRaDE HigH ScHoot—On January 29, 1963, 
about 9:15 A.M., a fire was discovered in the basement 
lumber room of the Boston Trade High School. Due 
to the extent of the damage it became necessary to 
make major emergency repairs to the building, in- 
cluding, in addition to structural replacements, heating, 
plumbing and electrical work, at a cost of $10,837.16. 
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In addition, during the summer vacation, an adver- 
tised contract in the amount of $26,411.00 was awarded 
on June 21, 1963, involving the following trades and 
sub-contractors:

Also, in the summer of 1963 a new sprinkler system 
was installed in the school at a cost of $2,285.00, and a 
new vacuum heating pump installed, with necessary 
changes to the heating system, at a cost of $7,795. A 
generator and new emergency lighting system was 
installed at a cost of $11,456, and a new offset printing 
press installed at cost of $9,995. 


SHERWIN ScHooLt—On October 1, 1963, boys piled 
loose paper at the main entrance of the Sherwin School 
and fired the building. This school was erected in 1870, 
had 14 classrooms and an area of 682,585 cubical feet, 
and was originally built to accommodate 800 pupils. 


The building was so badly gutted, the entire interior 
framework and the greater portion of the roof being 
consumed in the fire, that the Building Commissioner 
ordered its immediate demolition. Advertised bids 
were solicited and the building razed at a cost of $9,300. 


ELECTRICAL DIVISION 


The work of this division is divided between main- 
tenance work and modernization work. 


(a) Maintenance work, during 1963, included re- 
pairs to lighting and power systems, to clock and 
program systems, installation of new equipment to 
operate existing master clock and program machines, 
repairs to shop equipment motors, heating and ventilat- 
ing equipment motors, and lighting circuits, and these 
repairs were made after solicitation of invitation bids, 
totalling in cost the amount of $72,241.

In addition, the interior and exterior of the Minot 
School, the éxterior of the Ellen H. Richards School, and 
the interior of the Frank V. Thompson School were 
painted under a combined contract price of $7,713. 


Fire escapes on various school buildings were painted 
during 1963 at a contract price of $3,307. 


The combined contract price for painting work during 
1963 amounted to a total of $250,905. 


Classroom floors in various schools were refinished at a 
contract price of $4,185. 


Drapes on stages in various school buildings were 
fireproofed at a contract price of $3,575. 


New stage curtains and window drapes were installed 
in the Assembly Hall of the Boston School of Business 
Education at a contract price of $2,883. 
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New asphalt tile floors were installed in seven (7) 
classrooms, nine (9) dressing rooms, and the custodian’s 
room at the Nathaniel Hawthorne School, at a contract 
price of $2,002. 


Wood window sashes in the James A. Garfield School 
had deteriorated to such an extent that a good portion 
of them had to be replaced at a contract price of $1,440. 


Repairs and flameproofing of stage and window drapes, 
curtains, and other fabrics, and repairs to operating 
mechanism, were made in various schools at a contract 
price of $3,575. 


New lockers were installed in various school buildings 
at a cost of $2,947. 


Repairs to furniture in various schools resulted in a 
contract award of $25,763 during 1963, in addition to an 
additional expenditure of $5,900 for furniture repairs at 
the Boston Latin School. 


New furniture at a contract price of $48,895, was 
purchased during 1963 for various schools in the system. 


ARCHITECTURAL-ENGINEERING DIVISION 
(Civiz ENGINEERING SECTION) 


The private way between the Joseph J. Hurley School 
and the Ebenezer Baptist Church was regraded and 
paved with black top surface from Worcester Street, to 
West Springfield Street. 


This was a dirt and rock surface which was an eyesore 
to the neighborhood and a source of ammunition for 
vandals who used the rocks to break windows in the 
school building. Now a smooth roadway exists and it 
has added to the appearance of the area. 


By agreement, the Trustees of the Ebenezer Baptist 
Church agreed to assume one-half of the cost for this 
grading and paving work. The Department of School 
Buildings is responsible for the payment of $897.50, 
the total contract price being $1,795, which was ob- 
tained by the solicitation of bids for the work. 
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VANDALISM 


Vandalism of all types continues to be a most dis- 
turbing and costly item with which the department has 
to cope. In addition to the replacement of broken 
glass, for which this year orders in the amount of $100,- 
000 were issued, fences have been torn down, brick and 
stone walls of substantial structural nature were de- 
molished, buildings defaced by the use of paint bombs, 
and many attempts were made to start fires in buildings, 
some of which have proven successful. 

Arsonists were successful in starting a fire to the 
Sherwin School which resulted in its complete destruc- 
tion. The Sherwin School, which was due for replace- 
ment in 1966, was erected at a construction cost at the 
time of $103,000. In addition to this cost, in order to 
remove a hazardous condition resulting from this fire, 
the City of Boston Building Department had the 
remains of the structure removed at a cost of $9,300, 
the payment of which is the responsibility of the De- 
partment of School Buildings. Fortunately, this fire 
occurred after school sessions; however, it caused a 
great deal of inconvenience in placing the pupils who 
were housed in the Sherwin into other school buildings. 
This department, with the fullest cooperation of the 
School Oificials, relocated pupils in other buildings with 
a minimum loss of school time. 

Every effort has been made to protect glass areas by 
screening and other methods, still there is no reduction 
in the amount of glass to be replaced. The cost of glass 
replacement, together with costs incurred by so-called 
minor vandalism within the buildings, will approximate 
$170,000, which was expended from the current year’s 
appropriation for alterations and repairs. This expendi- 
ture could be expended to much better advantage in 
the improvement of the school plant. For instance, 
this amount of $170,000, if vandalism did not require 
its use, would be available for the painting of 850 class- 
rooms. 

Every effort is being made to reduce the cost of van- 
dalism, but until the culprits are located and given 
proper punishment, it will remain a serious problem. 
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LAND AND BUILDINGS 


NEw CONSTRUCTION 


The Sargent School Survey Report issued in June, 
1963, recommended that by 1975, 71 present school 
buildings be abandoned and replaced by 53 new schools 
and 15 additions to present buildings. The total cost 
of the above schools was estimated to be $96,630,000, 
based on existing prices. 


The report also recommended the construction of a 
new campus-type English High School to house 3,100 
pupils at first at an estimated cost of $8,000,000, and 
ultimately to be enlarged to accommodate 5,500 pupils. 


During 1963, a number of sites for this building were 
examined and a bill to procure 30 acres of state land on 
American Legion Highway, Morton Street, and Canter- 
bury Street, was introduced in the Legislature but 
failed of passage. 


In November, 1963, Mayor John F. Collins approved 
a $29,000,000 bond issue to defray the cost of erecting 
new school buildings to replace those buildings scheduled 
to be abandoned.

Administration 


During 1963 seven meetings of the Traffic and Park- 
ing Commission were held and the Traffic Commissioner 
held fifteen meetings with his staff to make rules and 
regulations. 7 

The Public Works Commissioner and the Traffic and 
Parking Commissioner, both of whom are members of 
the Public Improvement Commission and the Traffic 
and Parking Commission, informed the Commission that 
in the future whenever streets are constructed or recon- 
structed the radii of curbs are to be increased from the 
standard 8-foot radius to as much as 20 feet in order to 
facilitate turning movements and help reduce accidents. 
Over three and a half million dollars were spent on 
construction and reconstruction. There were 422 per- 
manent rule changes and 200 temporary rule changes 
voted during the year. 

At a meeting of the Traffic and Parking Commission 
held on April 1, 1963, the matter of street cleaning was 
discussed and it was the consensus of opinion that a 
special committee be appointed to study this matter 
and to present recommendations to the Board. Ques- 
tionnaires were sent to 12 large cities throughout the 
country regarding their various programs and _ pro- 
cedures used in the task of street cleaning; and their 
replies were both interesting and helpful. 


It was agreed that there would be three categories of 
streets to be considered in this program. They were 
Downtown Area, Major Arteries and Residential Streets. 
This program also includes a very satisfactory provision 
for parking problems during such operations to facilitate 
the work load at the proper time. 

Pilot areas have been set up in various sections of the 
City and further studies are being made to determine 
the best methods to improve traffic flow in connection 
with street cleaning. Commissioner Carty established 
many liaison groups to coordinate various studies being 
undertaken by many groups both governmental and 
civic. These groups include the Prudential Committee, 
Boston Redevelopment Authority, Turnpike Authority, 
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M.D.C.-M.T.A., Committee for the Central Business 
District, Boston Regional Planning Program and many 
consultants making traffic studies in the area. 

The major problem facing the City today is to sell 
Mass Transportation to the people of the Metropolitan 
Area. It is the opinion of the Traffic and Parking 
Commission that unless rapid transit is extended the 
City faces the almost impossible task of controlling 
vehicles desiring to enter the Central Business District 
and to provide parking spaces. 

The staff of the Trafic and Parking Department 
working jointly with other agencies have prepared a 
plan to cope with the problem in the event major rail 
facilities terminate passenger services.

Trafic Signal Division— 1963 


The Signal Division acquired from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works traffic signals at four new 
locations bringing the total number of signalized inter- 
sections to 463 operated by the Boston Traffic and Park- 
ing Department. This figure does not include the 
ninety-one additional signalized intersections under the 
control of the Metropolitan District Commission within 
the City of Boston. 

During the year new signal posts have been added at 
approximately thirty-five intersections in coordination 
with the street reconstruction program. These posts 
were installed to comply with the national ‘‘ Manual on 
Uniform Traffic Control] Devices,’ which requires two 
signal indications on the far side of the intersection for 
each movement of traffic. 

This division is preparing plans for the installation of 
Walk—Don’t Walk signals at many locations throughout 
the City upon passage of the Pedestrian Control Law. 
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Department Automotive Fleet 


The Boston Traffic and Parking Department fleet 
consists of forty-eight vehicles. (10 sedans, 13 station 
wagons and 25 trucks.) 

They are all mostly 1962 and 1963 vehicles, equipped 
with automatic transmissions which have proven very 
efficient from a maintenance point of view, contributing 
to the fact that our cost of repairs have been reduced 
considerably. 

Many of the vehicles are already equipped with two- 
way radios which will enable the personnel to perform 
many of their duties without unnecessary trips back to 
the Department, especially during emergencies out in 
the field. 

Through preventive maintenance by the garage 
personnel, the vehicles are on the road at all times.

Safety Education Division 


Trafhe Commissioner Thomas F. Carty submits the 
following report of the fatal traffic accidents which 
occurred on City of Boston public ways under the 
jurisdiction of the City of Boston Police, and Traffic and 
Parking Departments during the year ending December 
31, 1963. 


Highlights of the report are as follows: 


1. The City of Boston reported 58 fatal accidents, in which 
59 persons were killed. 

a. This total included 44 pedestrians, 7 motor vehicle 
operators, and 8 occupants. 

b. Pedestrians accounted for 73 percent of the total 
which is one of the highest percentages recorded in the 
last ten years. 

c. Of the pedestrians killed, 34 were adults and 10 were 
children. ~ 

d. There were 23 adult pedestrians over 60 years of age 
out of the 31 killed. 


2. In 58 fatal accidents 22 (or 38 percent) occurred during 
the daylight hours while 36 (or 62 percent) happened during 
the hours of darkness. 

a. In the total picture of 12,181 accidents, most of these 
reported were during the daylight hours with 6,728 
(or 55 percent) against 5,453 (or 45 percent) during 
darkness. 


3. The fatal accidents AT intersections had the highest. 
amount with 31 (or 56 percent) (9 signal-controlled) while 24 
(or 44 percent) happened BETWEEN intersections. 

a. Once again, in the total of 12,181 accidents reported, 
8,326 occurred AT intersections, while 3,855 happened BE- 
TWEEN intersections. 


4. Of the 59 fatalities in 1963, 46 (or 78 percent) were males, 
while only 138 (or 22 percent) were females. 

a. There were 62 motor vehicle operators involved in fatal 
accidents; and 23 (or 37 percent) were under 25 years 
of age. 

b. There were 55 (or 89 percent) male operators, 6 (or 
11 percent) were female operators, while 3 were 
unknown due to hit and run fatal accidents. 

e. 49 of the 62 vehicles involved in fatal accidents were 
Boston registrations, 13 were Massachusetts (non- 
Boston), 2 were out-of-state, and 3 were unknown. 
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5. Two persons were killed in one accident in October when 
operator of motorcycle ran off roadway while speeding at 9:15 
P.M. (Victims were operator and occupant.) 


6. February was the worst month when 9 fatal accidents 
occurred in which 9 people died, while only 2 fatal accidents 
were reported in August. 

a. Friday and Saturday were the worst days of the week 
with 12 fatals each, when persons lost their lives in 
fatal accidents. 

b. Speeding too fast for conditions was a factor in 28 
fatal accidents. 


7. Of all the districts, most fatal accidents (12) occurred in 
Boston Proper, while East Boston had only one traffic fatality. 
a. Outside the downtown area, Roxbury had the highest 
number of all other type traffic accidents with 3,014, 

while Charlestown had the least with 405. 


8. M.D.C. traffic accident figures in Boston indicate the 
following in additicn to those reported above— 
a. Fatals—14 accidents, 16 persons killed, including 4 


pedestrians.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


VETERANS’ SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1963 


Boston, March 30, 1964. 


Hon. Joun F. Co..ins, 
Mayor of Boston. 
DEaR Sir: 

The annual report for 1963 for the Veterans’ Services 
Department is hereby submitted: 

The present Veterans’ Services Department was es- 
tablished by Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, 
and operates under the provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was known 
as the Department of Veterans’ Services and prior to 
January 1, 1947, it was known as the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. A complete revision of General Laws, 
Chapter 115, effective January 1, 1947, necessitated the 
earlier change in the name and structure of the depart- 
ment. 

The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 

1. The furnishing of veterans’ benefits to or for 
veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, de- 
pendents, and the various wars and conflicts included 
in our program are defined in the General Laws. 
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2. The furnishing of information, advice and 
assistance relative to the procurement of employment, 
vocational or other educational opportunities, hospi- 
talization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ 
benefits. 


Certain accomplishments of the department are not 
peculiar to any one year. Particular care is exercised 
each and every year to extend the monetary benefits 
provided by law to those who are entitled to them and 
who require them but to withhold benefits to those not 
entitled. Each application is investigated thoroughly. 
The department exerts special effort to assure that 
federal or state benefits available to recipients be 
received so that the burden upon the City of Boston is 
reduced as much as possible. In operating a division at 
the Boston City Hospital we collect by way of reim- 
bursement from the Commonwealth moneys that the 
city would not otherwise receive. It will continue to 
be our intention to pursue the course of action outlined. 


Over three quarters of the appropriation for this 
department represents benefits paid to or for veterans 
and their dependents. The amount that we spend in 
any one year on this item is governed largely by the 
economic climate. Experience has indicated that this 
expenditure, the only one over which any savings may 
be effected, can only be done through investigation of 
the claims received, yet in the final analysis and in a 
large measure it cannot be said to be an absolute control 
for the reason that demands are governed by so many 
circumstances over which we have no control. This 
department maintains the attitude that when a great 
many veterans and dependents are in genuine need it is 
our obligation to render service and to help and, as we 
have said in so many words before, we stand willing to 
assist those who are entitled to and require assistance 
under the law but we exercise stringent efforts to with- 
hold benefits to persons not entitled to them and not 
actually in need. Furthermore, we shall do our utmost 
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to see that our recipients avail themselves fully of any 
federal or state benefits which would reduce the burden 
upon the City of Boston. 

In the current year of 1964, an increasing number of 
World War II veterans are making application to this 
department for assistance in one or more categories. 
Sickness, disability, need for eyeglasses, braces, ortho- 
pedic appliances, inability to perform duties required in 
laboring jobs, etc., have been a predominant factor in 
this increased need for assistance. Hospital rates are 
on the upward spiral as are corresponding costs of doc- 
tors, nurses, dentists, pharmacies, etc. The World War 
II veterans are now reaching the age bracket where the 
above services are becoming necessary. The Veterans’ 
Administration hospitals are decreasing the number of 
domiciliary patients allowed in their facilities as rapidly 
as possible and the Soldiers Home and Hospital at 
Chelsea have instituted a program of admitting only 
acute illnesses and decreasing the number of chronic and 
domiciliary care patients at a very rapid rate. 

Due to the above conditions the case load in this 
department will show a constant upward trend as more 
and more World War II veterans grow older. 

Our office, through the Massachusetts Veterans’ 
Services, has supported bills pending before the Legisla- 
ture for increased reimbursements from the Common- 
wealth on our veterans’ benefits cases and contacted the 
Central Office of the Veterans’ Administration for in- 
creased pension for all veterans needing aid and at- 
tendant care. 

In 1963 the department was composed of three divi- 
sions, as follows: 

1. Administrative 
2. Benefits and Settlements 
3. Hospital 

Since January, 1962, the office of Veterans’ Services 
Department has been located at 38 Chauncy street, 
Boston, Mass., where the quarters now occupied, are 
much more suited to our needs. 
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Our relations with the office of the Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services for the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts continue to be excellent. It is particularly 
important to maintain this relationship in order that 
the City of Boston may obtain the greatest possible 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth. 


The department received $1,114,174.63 in 1968. 
The sources of this revenue and the amounts are listed.

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In 1963 the Veterans’ Services Department expended 
$2,495,291.18 in veterans’ benefits payments to bene- 
ficiaries, as compared to an expenditure of $2,048,590.25 
for this purpose in 1962.

Dear Mayor Cou.ins: 


In this one hundredth annual report of the Overseers of 
the Public Welfare, the temptation is strong to dwell on what 
in every sense has been an eventful and progressive history, 
but we have decided instead to pocket the past and concen- 
trate on the present. Thus this report is essentially the story 
of 1963, although some pertinent historical notes are included. 

In the final analysis, past, present, and future are arbitrary 
terms devised to capture the continuing flow of time. In this 
sense, no year’s work properly stands alone, for in all proba- 
bility it was born in the past and will only reach full growth 
in the future.

Men’s Services, or trust fund grants.

The Board of Overseers — Caring for People Since 1690 


The department appears a hundred years young beside the 
Overseers of the Poor, who trace back to 1690, when they were 
first elected by the town to attend to the cares of the needy. 


The Board was an autonomous body made corporate in 
1772, so that they could retain the money and property being 
left to their care by charitable Bostonians. They became 
directly accountable to the city in 1864, the date from which 
this present series of annual reports emanates. 


Today, the Board still directs the distribution of these 
private funds and also helps determine welfare policies for the 
department. 


As a voluntary citizen group appointed by the Mayor for 
three-year terms, they reflect a city’s concern for its less for- 
tunate people, and in their various community roles serve as 
articulate interpreters of welfare policies and programs.

The young and old of today and 
yesterday need someone to care.

ANNUAL REPORT 1963 





The number and degree of services available to welfare 
recipients in Boston during 1963 knew no precedent. In 
the first full year of operation since the passage of the 
federal welfare reform bill in July of ’62, we aided some 
65,000 persons. For some, aid was total; for others, 
such as MAA recipients, it was confined to payment of 
medical expenses; but for the vast majority, financial 
aid was supplementing social security benefits, support 
payments, and other resources. 


Changing Trends Bring New Procedures 


In contrast with the past, financial aid today is where 
our job begins. In 1963, we were better equipped to 
provide needed services than ever before. Partly re- 
sponsible are the redistricting and realignment of case- 
loads begun in ’62 and completed this year. The federal 
welfare legislation of ’62 calling for more services to meet 
the needs of problem families was reflected in state 
directives requiring the classification of families accord- 
ing to the degree of problems encountered; the separa- 
tion of family and adult caseloads; and the reduction of 
family caseloads to 60 per worker. 

As with all structural changes, the job was easier said 
than done. While three of the five district offices sched- 
uled for redistricting were completed in ’62, the two 
with the largest family caseloads were done in ’63. 
During this time of transition, there was no moratorium 
on new applications, recipients moving, or cases closed. 
Thus, the problems of assigning constantly fluctuating 
caseloads are obvious. 

With the mechanics behind us, we could begin to see 
what effects the application of the family classification 
schedule and reduced caseloads had on the quality of 
casework services provided. In this matter progress 
was no doubt accelerated by an acquaintance with the 
classification method dating back to 1959. More 
than three years before state directives called for its use, 
the department utilized the family classification method* 

* Families are classified as: (a) needing little service beyond financial aid; (b) able to 


use casework services profitably; and (c) multiproblem families who require intensive 
service and/or whose response to these services is limited. 
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first in a pilot project, later applying a modified version 
to caseloads in the Bromley Park and Columbia Point 
housing developments. When this classification be- 
came mandatory for all family cases, the department 
asked and received permission to retain this schedule 
already in limited use. 


Service—a Tradition of a Century 


While service may well be the most important wel- 
fare product of the sixties, it is not a new concept to the 
department. In 1934, it was emphasized that Boston 
should devise for the needy ‘‘a plan which strives to 
consider the whole problem of destitution and cannot 
stop with the mere granting of a dole.’? And in 1951, 
five years before the 1956 welfare amendments cited the 
preservation of family life and the restoration to self- 
support as welfare goals, the Board of Overseers in- 
cluded the return to self-maintenance of as many recip- 
ients as possible as a secondary aim of the department. 


In our efforts to continue this tradition of service to 
welfare recipients, the year 1963 was one of many 
changes. A number of steps were taken to make grants 
more adequate. For example, because the cost of living 
index showed an accumulated increase of 5.1 percent 
since July, 1960, well over 21,0 OOOAA, AFDC, and DA 
recipients received a budget boost. Effective Septem- 
ber 1, 1963, this proved a contributing factor to the 
$2.5 million increase in welfare expenditures which saw 
Boston spending $46.6 million on relief. In legislative 
action, there was a dollar increase in the leisure time 
activity allowance for Old Age Assistance recipients 
and the exemptions for single children of OAA and MAA 
recipients were liberalized. 

In other changes, the state advisory board of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Welfare eliminated 
the lien requirement in Disability Assistance cases. 


The End of ‘‘Settlement’’ 


From a legislative standpoint, 1963 will be remem- 
bered as the year in which the settlement laws were 
abolished. Chapter 566 of the General Laws cancelled 
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the settlement clause affecting OAA cases, while Chap- 
ter 726 did the same for General Relief cases. The 
legislature thus cured a chronic paper work headache 
for welfare departments across the state, who spent 
long hours determining what community was responsible 
for payment in OAA and GR cases. In ’63 alone, close 
to 10,000 settlement determinations were made on OAA 
and GR cases and an additional 11,976 made on City 
Hospital cases judged unable to pay. 

Under the new laws, the state will pay a set amount 
of assistance each year, roughly equal to the average 
cost of unsettled cases, with special situations being met 
by a compromise clause which assures communities of 
recelving no less in the future than they did in the past. 
Effective January 1, 1964, the laws ultimately represent 
a great saving to the department, where settlement 
determination costs had reached $200,000 a year. 


Name Change Reflects Family Emphasis 
The legislature also made official the change in the 
once-familiar initials ADC to AFDC to conform to the 
new program title, Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children. 


New Columbia Point Office Successful 

In February of ’63, the department established a 
substation of the Hancock Street district at Columbia 
Point. This office, designed to serve recipients who 
live in the project, has proved successful. The prox- 
imity of the staff to the housing development places 
them in an ideal position to tap regional resources. 
Through interagency meetings they can also coordinate 
efforts in cases where private agencies are also active. 


Interest in Our Programs—a Part of Yesterday 
and Today 

Cooperation with other agencies constitutes a depart- 

ment tradition. Public and private funds erected the 

first Charity Building in 1869, where space was pro- 

vided for both municipal and private agencies. Here, 

interagency referral required but a walk across the hall 
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or down the corridor. It was this plan which received 
favorable mention in an article in London’s Macmillan’s 
Magazine in 1872 as ‘‘The Boston System.” Today, 
people in other countries still express interest in our de- 
partment, as demonstrated by visits in 1963 from a 
Nigerian student and welfare officials from West Ger- 
many and Tokyo. 


Continuing Projects Prosper 


Along with innovations, we continued cooperation 
with local colleges on several research projects and par- 
ticipated for the seventh year in the Social Work Careers 
Program by providing five college students with a paid 
summer work experience. 

The student training unit subsidized by the Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Administration, housed at our 
Grove Hall office, has been increased from four to six 
students. They continue to work with cases in which a 
physical or mental handicap has caused dependency 
and have made significant progress in helping some 
assume their former roles in the community. 


More Information to the Public Spells Increased 
Understanding 


Much information on our program was offered to the 
public by participation in social work conferences and 
appearances by the administrative staff on community 
radio programs discussing available welfare services. 
We also made headlines in ’63 with a six-part series on 
the AFDC program carried in one of Boston’s evening 
papers. While, in some instances, we disagreed with 
the views expressed and might have wished the emphasis 
on cost to be less, we were in other ways glad of the 
opportunity to have more of the public aware of at 
least one of our programs. 


The Reasons Why Become Important 


With new tools such as the family classification 
schedule to help identify problems, we became more 
conscious of some of the reasons why people became 
dependent. Where possible, steps were taken to alleviate 
and/or prevent these problems. 
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School Dropouts —a Concern of the Sixties 


A prevailing concern throughout the year was the 
matter of school dropouts. From January to March, 
the department conducted a special survey of the 
AFDC easeload to determine how many families in- 
cluded children fifteen years of age and over. We found 
that three fourths of these children (74.8 percent) were 
in school, 1,448 attending school only, and an additional 
60 combining school and part-time work. Next in 
number were the 345 children (17.1 percent) who were 
neither working nor attending school, followed by a 
small group of 164 who were employed, living in the 
home, and, in most instances, contributing to family 
support. 


School dropouts and what can be done for them was 
the subject of an August meeting for family casework 
supervisors which included a showing of the film ‘‘ When 
I’m Old Enough, Goodbye,” as well as a panel dis- 
cussion by the Massachusetts Division of Employment 
Security’s staff on their Program for Youth. This 
session kicked off an intensive program by the depart- 
ment in August which was part of the national effort to 
urge high-schoolers to return to class in September. 
Social workers visited about three fourths of the AFDC 
families with children of junior high age or over and in 
1,814 interviews stressed the importance of continuing 
education. 


Among this group were 211 youths who had already 
dropped out of schooi. A special effort was made to 
counsel these ‘‘school dropouts,’’ which resulted in 71 
of them considering returning to school. Of the remain- 
ing 140 children who were not returning to school, poor 
scholastic achievement, lack of motivation, and a desire 
to be financially independent often proved underlying 
causes. This group was alerted to the possibilities of 
night school or industrial training schools. Of the 1,601 
children who had been in school the previous year, 
81.2 percent were headed back to school in September. 
The remainder were about equally divided—one half not 
likely to return to school and half recent high school 
graduates presently seeking work. Workers referred 
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some cases to guidance counselors at the Boston School 
Department who had been called back from summer 
vacations. 


Help from Community Resources 


We are not alone in our concern for school dropouts. 
Besides the activities of the Boston School Department 
and the Division of Employment Security, Boston has 
the Youth Education Assistance Fund, a private trust 
sponsored by the Mayor, which offers testing, counseling, 
and opportunities for vocational and apprentice scholar- 
ships for youngsters who have dropped out of school. 
Additionally, Action for Boston Community Develop- 
ment (ABCD) will begin in January, 1964, the Boston 
Youth Training Program, made possible by a grant from 
the Office of Manpower, Automation, and Training. 
This program will concentrate on 1,600 out-of-school, 
out-of-work youths in the sixteen to twenty-one year-old 
bracket, especially those residing in disadvantaged areas. 
It is designed to improve their employability and place 
them in jobs best suited to their talents. — 


Beyond the Schoolhouse — Automation 


Accentuating the problems of the school dropout is 
the wider dilemma of automation. Beyond the stereo- 
type example of the elevator operator displaced by a 
push-button model les the fact that automation has 
altered the entire structure of the labor force. As long 
ago as 1950, labor was described as having crossed the 
‘‘oreat divide,’ with more people employed in ‘‘ white 
collar’? occupations than in ‘‘blue collar’? ones. An 
increase in educational requirements has accompanied 
this metamorphosis, which has taken a heavy toll on 
the less educated. Approximately 30 percent of the 26 
million unemployed have not completed high school. 
Unfortunately, there is little guesswork in the predic- 
tion that those without high school diplomas face a long 
future of unemployment. Additionally, many of the 
skilled workers finding their jobs made obsolete by 
machines are forty-five and over, and their age is often 
a deterring factor to retraining plans. Director William 
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F. Lally attended a three-day conference in New York 
this October on ‘‘Automation and Public Welfare,” at 
which business, industry, and welfare leaders met to 
discuss the grave problems automation poses to our 
society and economy. Also in the offing is the establish- 
ment of a national commission by the President to study 
the impact of automation on unemployment. 


After Sixty-five —the Problems Multiply 


Meeting the needs of the aged is another area in which 
department concern is but part of a national interest. 
More than half (55.9 percent) of the caseload is sixty- 
five or over. During 19638, we continued to encourage 
our 16,553 OAA and MAA recipients to participate in 
senior citizen groups and recreational and social ac- 
tivities sponsored by the Mayor’s Golden Age Club 
while attempting to assure quality care for those con- 
fined to nursing homes. 


In related activity, adult case supervisors and workers 
assigned to the Nursing Home Unit attended a five- 
session seminar on ‘‘Socio-Medical Aspects of Chronic 
Disease and the Aging,’’ at the New England Medical 
Center in May, made possible by funds from the U.S. 
Public Health Services Heart Fund. 


For Cuban Refugees — Aid As Needed 


As part of the national program to aid Cuban refugees, 
the department aided seventeen families during the 
year, some for as short a period as a week, others for 
several months. This program receives total subsidy 
from the federal government. 


Redevelopment and Welfare—an Alliance for 
People 


Boston’s Redevelopment Program continues, and the 
department along with the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority shares a concern for people in a changing 
city. Substandard housing abounds in areas of the city 
slated for renewal. It is thus the low-income groups 
who are most apt to be uprooted and perhaps even hurt 
in the process of renewal. Staff contacts with the BRA 
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staff are many and often, including during ’63 a talk by 
BRA board chairman Rt. Rev. Francis J. Lally as well 
as the continuing services of a social worker assigned 
as liaison officer to the BRA since ’62. Contrary to 
popular belief, redevelopment does not create depend- 
ency, but rather helps discover cases where the need for 
aid already exists. In the Castle Square redevelopment 
area, for example, in the period from December 1, 1962, 
to the last day of ’63, of the 122 applications processed, 
all met eligibility requirements at their old address. 
During this period, more than 1,000 interviews were 
held with the 305 welfare recipients residing in Castle 
Square. Some of these checked continuing eligibility 
requirements, but most concerned the task of finding 
housing, as well as helping some, particularly the 
elderly, adjust to what was for them the emotional 
impact of relocation. By the end of the year, 183 
cases were relocated to other housing; eleven sent to 
hospitals for medical care or nursing homes; and ninety- 
seven cases closed for other reasons normally affect- 
ing caseload activity. 


Illustrative of what can happen when redevelovnmien 
and welfare workers combine efforts is the story of an 
elderly man who lived in a damp and dreary basement 
room of one of the buildings slated for demolition in the 
Castle Square area. 


For whatever reasons, Paul Williams chose to be a 
man apart, unseen and unseeing except for his daily 
quest for metal scraps and other discards which he 

collected in his small cart and later sold to finance his 
qualified kind of subsistence. 


When BRA workers first canvassed the area, they 
referred Mr. Williams, obviously lacking adequate 
income, to the department. In the first interview, our 
social worker discovered that Mr. Williams was not 
only eligible for social security benefits, but was also a 
veteran. While the slow process of verification and 
establishment of these two resources continued, he 
qualified for Old Age Assistance and was aided by the 
department. 
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Shortly after, the long years of not caring caught up 
with Mr. Williams, and he entered the hospital plagued 
with many ills including malnutrition. After successful 
hospital treatment and nursing home care, Mr. Williams 
was relocated in a rooming house, which he is now able 
to pay for himself with his veteran’s pension and Social 
Security check. Today, dependency involves medical 
needs only, covered by his inclusion in the Medical 
Care for the Aged program, but for the real story of 
Paul Williams you would have to see this now dignified 
gentleman who takes pride in living again. 


Medical Care—in One Form or Other a Need 
Shared by All 


While automation and relocation concerned but a 
portion of our caseload, all recipients in some degree 
required medical care. Long-conscious of the role that 
chronic and disabling illness plays in making people 
dependent, the department has pioneered many measures 
designed to prevent and treat medical problems. In 
1934, we were believed to be the first welfare department 
in the country to establish a medical care program, and 
in the summer of 1933 we became the first city in the 
country to maintain a temporary dental clinic made 
possible through the cooperation of the Harvard School 
of Dental Health. The first comprehensive medical care 
plan set up by this department, in 1951, preceded by 
more than three years the state department’s plan. 


The Job at Hand—to Match Quantity with 
Quality 

In the past year, $16.5 million went toward payment 
of medical care, representing 96.5 percent of the money 
spent on indirect assistance in 1963. More than $15 
million of this was claimed by nursing homes, hospitals, 
and drugs. In every way possible, steps were taken to 
guarantee that the quality of medical services matched 
the quantity. Medical social workers are assigned to 
each district to assist both social workers and recipients 
with referrals to Boston’s many medical centers; a 
physician serves as medical consultant for the depart- 
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ment’s more complex medical cases; a cost accounting 
system determines if additional funds are needed for 
special diets; and a special unit is maintained at Boston 
City Hospital to direct recipients to proper clinics. 
These represent but part of the efforts geared to assure 
welfare recipients of the best possible medical care. 
Additionally, recipients are urged to utilize preventive 
measures to assure good health, including dental 
checkups, and immunization shots for polio, flu, and 
other ills. 

Who were the people receiving assistance in ’63? 
Collectively, they represented 44,526 cases aided (in- 
cluding reapplications) and included close to 24,000 
children among the family caseloads. 


Some Facts and Figures 


During the year, 20,079 persons asked for assistance 
for themselves and/or their families. Of these, 15,802 
met eligibility requirements and were approved; and 
the balance rejected or withdrawn. Cases closed in 
1963 numbered 13,902, leaving a caseload of 30,623 at 
year’s end, an increase of 1,900 or 6.6 percent over 1962. 


Of the $46.6 million required to finance these pro- 
grams in 1963, $29.4 million or 63 percent was in the 
form of direct payments to recipients. In other words, 
63 cents of every dollar spent on welfare in Boston went 
directly to the recipient, the balance being earmarked 
for vendor payments on behalf of clients. 


The Categorical Programs and How They Grew 


People are aided in Boston under one of five categori- 
cal programs. Four—AFDC, DA, MAA, and OAA*— 
are federally subsidized; the other, General Relief, is 
paid for principally by the city, with an assist in some 
cases from the state. Categorical programs as we know 
them today represent a fairly recent development. In 
1913, Massachusetts became one of the first states to 
adopt a Mothers’ Aid Law, twenty-four years before 
~~ _* The following abbreviations are used here and throughout the report: AFDC (Aid 


to Families with Dependent Children); DA (Disability Assistance); GR (General Relief); 
MAA (Medical Assistance for the Aged); OAA (Old Age Assistance). 
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Mothers’ Aid, along with Old Age Assistance, became 
mandatory under the Social Security Act of 1935. 
Amendments to the Social Security Act in 1950 created 
Disability Assistance, adopted by Massachusetts in 1951. 
The MAA category was added by 1960 legislation, and 
in 1961 the second parent was included in AFDC cases 
when he is incapacitated and living at home. 

Many of these recent extensions of the Social Security 
Act are on an option basis. Thus, we find ourselves in a 
state which is among thirty-two to have adopted the 
MAA program and one of sixteen who include the un- 
employed parent in AFDC cases. From a categorical 
viewpoint, 39.3 percent of the total cases aided received 
OAA; 25.5 percent, AFDC; 16.6 percent, MAA; 11.4 
percent, DA; and 7.2 percent, GR. 


Assistance Costs—a Sharing Proposition 


One of the most important changes resulting from the 
categorical programs is the fact that assistance no longer 
comprises merely a local responsibility. In 1692, local 
legislation dictated the responsibility of cities and towns 
to care for the settled poor, and it was largely the town 
fathers’ decision how it was to be done. Today, as- 
sistance programs involve state, federal, and municipal 
governments in a financial triangle, made more compli- 
cated by the fact that in every category sharing formulas 
vary. Of the $46.6 million spent on relief in 1963, the 
federal government paid $21.5 million or 46.3 percent; 
the state, $14.6 million or 31.5 percent; and Boston, 
$9.7 million or 20.9 percent. As federal and state funds 
cover more welfare costs each year, the city’s per- 
centage share continues to decrease. 

Rising welfare costs concern us because they point 
to the many unsolved social problems which make 
individuals dependent. They are not on the rise, as 
some would have us believe, because we give assistance 
to those who are not eligible. In the AFDC eligibility 
review conducted by the federal government from 
January to April, Massachusetts tied with Kansas for 
the lowest incidence of ineligible cases, with less than 
1 percent (.8) failing to qualify for assistance received. 
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In the month chosen for the sample, March, 1963, the 
state’s caseload was 20,366, and Boston, with 7,004 
cases, was responsible for 34.4 per cent of them. 


Food and Shelter—More Than a Link with the Past 


Much could be said of the vast increases in welfare 
services in the past hundred years. Past concerns 
centered principally on living essentials—food, clothing, 
and shelter—a fact emphasized by the department’s 
maintenance of its own grocery store until 1921. A 
good part of relief in days gone by involved the delivery 
of food and coal by horse-drawn wagon to the houses 
of the poor. 


At the present time, “‘service rather than support” 
has become a welfare byword, but as with many catchall 
phrases it is not wholly accurate. Without financial 
assistance as a foundation, many of our services would 
fall on deaf ears, for if you are cold and hungry there’s 
little incentive to think of the future. By meeting the 
immediate needs of food, clothing, and shelter, financial 
support gives welfare recipients a chance to look beyond 
to the not-so-distant future and utilize some of the 
many services available to meet this future on their 
own. Thus, every one of the close to one million 
checks issued to or in behalf of recipients during 1963 
represents an all-important part of the casework service 
picture. 

How the System Works 


Moving from the general to the particular, let’s look 
at how this combination of service and support helped 
Julie Baxter, who, at thirty-one, suddenly found herself 
a widow in January, 1952. With four children ranging 
in age from two to seven, there was little time for tears, 
and thus, with pride tucked reluctantly in her pocket, 
she sought help from the Welfare Department and found 
it. 

For this woman and her children, provisions for 
financial and medical care permitted time for plans and, 
barring the unexpected, assure a self-supporting future. 
Her eldest daughter, Nancy, now nineteen, is a student 
nurse, with tuition needs met by a scholarship and a 
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trust fund grant. Her son, Paul, a high school senior, 
has plans for college; and the two younger children, 
Maribeth, fifteen, and Mark, fourteen, do well in school. 
With her children thus somewhat established, Mrs. 
Baxter can now concentrate on career plans of her own, 
a necessary step if she is to be self-supporting when 
they all turn eighteen. 

As early as 1954, Mrs. Baxter began thinking of voca- 
tional training, and supportive help from caseworkers 
nurtured the idea. In 1956, she started a secretarial 
course which she continued for more than a year until 
the pressures of going to school two nights a week and 
being a mother brought conflict and problems. Since 
that time, many quiet talks with social workers have 
explored what possible employment sources would be 
best for Mrs. Baxter, and all these thoughts and plans 
of yesterday contributed to her decision to apply and 
her recent acceptance at a practical nursing school. 


The Manner Is Often Ordinary 


Services need not be dramatic to be effective, and 
Mrs. Baxter’s story is a case in point. Through the 
years, it may have meant a referral for gifts at Christmas- 
time; an unrequired visit by a social worker to check on 
a sick child; or perhaps merely giving a capable and 
intelligent mother the opportunity to talk things over 
with an adult—a needed respite from her child-centered 
world. All these things, plus the sharing of the financial 
burden, formed for this woman a firm foundation on 
which she was able to function as a most adequate 
mother. Because of her success as a parent, she can face 
the challenge of a new career with confidence. 


If Johnny Can’t Read .. . 

Sometimes service may involve a basic essential like 
reading, for the plain fact is, if Johnny can’t read, there 
isn’t much Johnny can do. In this case Johnny is 
seventeen and lives with his divorced mother, who has 
remarried and has three other children. Johnny’s 
father contributes to his support, but the amount is 
small and must be subsidized by AFDC.

Johnny attended special classes until he was sixteen. 
He has since been tested at the YMCA, where remedial 
reading and then retesting were suggested. Reading 
and writing ability are so poor, it’s difficult to have 
Johnny tested. A referral to Youth Education Assist- 
ance (YEA) substantiated this need of a remedial read- 
ing course. YEA pointed out that even the simplest 
training program would require reading of simple 
directions. 


YEA recommends the Reading Institute in Boston, 
where private lessons and a concentrated program of 
weekly double sessions (three hours) for one month seem 
tailored to Johnny’s needs. The cost of this course is 
an investment which may well net the dividend of 
starting Johnny on the road to being a useful and self- 
supporting member of society. 


Buildings with a Purpose 

The history of our building program is a very tangible 
record of increasing availability of welfare services. 

Today, persons seeking aid in Boston may come to 
one of five strategically located district offices to apply 
for assistance. But it was not always so. 

The Charity Building built in 1869 served until 1926 
when, after more than a year in exile across the street 
at the Wayfarers’ Lodge, the staff moved into the 
present central office building, which remains unchanged 
except for the wing added in 1949. It was this one 
building that served in the legendary depression years 
when, between 1929 and 1934, more people were aided 
than in any previous five-year period. Geared to 
spend $2 million a year on between 4,000 and 7,000 
families, the department suddenly found itself disbursing 
$14 million to more than 45,000 families. Workers’ 
caseloads averaged between 1,000 and 2,000, with all 
applications, disbursements, and investigations handled 
from this one office. 

The idea of district offices was born of this confusion. 
The onrush of people literally storming the Hawkins 
Street building made it obvious that a distribution of 
these people over a number of offices was needed even 
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to care for the anticipated decreased caseloads after 
the depression. In many cases, unused or abandoned 
city buildings provided the first district offices, or other 
city departments made room for welfare offices in 
their quarters. 


District Offices Designed for Convenience 


The first district office opened in September, 1934, 
and others followed in quick succession until by 1936 
fourteen branch offices were in operation. Two of these 
were the existing East Boston and Hancock Street 
buildings described by observers of the day as ‘‘model 
welfare offices’? which were built as W.P.A. projects. 
The district setup remained substantially unchanged 
until the 1948 Public Welfare Administrative Survey 
underscored the need for concentration of services and 
suggested the consolidation of existing offices into five 
districts. The first step toward realization of this goal 
came in June, 1950, with the opening of the Church 
Street office, followed by the opening of the Grove Hall 
office in February, 1953, and Roxbury Crossing in June 
of that year. Later the Institutions and Nursing Home 
Unit became the sixth district when it was moved to the 
Roxbury Crossing building in 1958. 


Decentralization More Than Geographic 


With geographic decentralization, services also be- 
came decentralized, so that by 1953, when districts 
assumed responsibility for initial assistance applications, 
the need for recipients to come to central office was the 
exception rather than the rule. Today, for example, 
they may come for an emergency grant, which the de- 
partment, because we handle our own fiscal operations, 
can issue any day of the month; to seek special counsel 
from our legal staff; or for information about our pro- 
grams and services; but in most situations the district 
office, which is within reasonable traveling distance 
from the client’s home, can answer most problems. 

Despite the availability of our services, we continue 
to encounter situations where the need is great, but no 
request for assistance has been made. A case in point 
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is the story of John Anderson. An illegitimate child, 
John first came to the attention of the department when 
his mother fell en route to work last winter and broke 
her arm. Temporarily unable to do her work as a 
stitcher, through which she has supported herself and 
son until now, Mrs. Anderson was placed on General 
Relief. 

In subsequent interviews, the social worker discovered 
that John had used crutches since the age of three, 
when he was a victim of polio. Mother and son, per- 
haps too resigned, sought little help. Thus, at eighteen, 
John is a handsome boy with many friends and a dis- 
arming manner, but little schooling in the past or 
direction for the future. 


A New Life and New Hope 


A suggestion by our social worker that he apply 
for Disability Assistance has changed his life. Not 
only was he found eligible for DA in the required medical 
examination, but it was discovered that an operation 
would make it possible to discard crutches for a cane. 
Additionally, the department has arranged for home 
teachers to update his education. 

With increased mobility and educational require- 
ments completed, he can look ahead to training in a 
trade school. John’s future holds promise because of 
all these new happenings and also because a mother’s 
love and acceptance checked the bitterness so often a 
companion to disability, leaving him receptive to sug- 
gestions and change. 


Help for Any Emergency 

Many of our activities, such as burial, child welfare, 
trust fund grants, the Temporary Home for Women and 
Children, and Homeless Men’s Services, concern not 
only welfare recipients but any and all members of the 
community who have need of them. Some, such as the 
burial of indigent persons, have been a department re- 
seonsibility since 1701, while others, like the temporary 
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placement of children when illness or other factors 
absent the mother from the home for less than six 
months, are of more recent origin. 


Burial of the Indigent 


During the year, $56,668.82 was spent on the burial of 
468 persons. In 296 cases, or 63 percent, all burial costs 
were covered. In the remaining 172 cases, aid was of a 
supplementary nature, with relatives or Social Security 
sharing the bill. 


Temporary Placements of Children 


More than 500 children were placed by the depart- 
ment during 1963 on a temporary basis in foster homes 
or child-caring institutions. Beyond placements, the 
child welfare staff often refers children for emotional 
evaluation and testing. 


Counseling help is also available to young unwed 
mothers. Department interest in this area included 
staff participation in a group called CENTAUM, who 
are concerned with the educational needs of teen-age 
unwed mothers. With the help of the Boston School 
Department, the group recently established a class in a 
neighborhood settlement house for a small number of 
these girls. 


Trust Fund Grants for Many Uses 


Trust fund grants comprise a fascinating chapter of 
department history, reflecting more than anything else 
the individual citizen’s concern for the poor and needy. 
Many bear the names of prominent Bostonians and 
date back to the early 1700’s, while others are as recent 
as the fund left in 1950 by a former board member to 
provide parties for children at the Chardon Street Home 
or as immediate as the $1,000 bequest left in 1962. 

Because they are specialized in scope and often con- 
fined in geographic location or purpose, the board’s 
responsibility to distribute these funds is exacting. 
The funds today total $1,066,731.57, including accumu- 
lated interest, and $46,538.60 was spent aiding 293 
cases in 1963. This money sent children to summer 
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camp, nursery schools, and schools for the emotionally 
disturbed; provided special tutoring, homemaker serv- 
ices, and a small monthly allowance to patients confined 
to the Boston Sanatorium. 

Trust fund uses are ever-changing, sometimes serving 
as an interim resource until other means become avail- 
able. For example, now that the state is assuming 
responsibility for the education of some emotionally dis- 
turbed children, trust fund requests for this purpose are 
dwindling. 

While these funds today are a small part of the total 
assistance picture, they continue to supply revenue with 
which to meet unusual and specialized problems not 
covered by existing community resources. More im- 
portantly, they are a reminder of a community’s con- 
cern which is as much a part of the new Boston as the 
old, perhaps no more evident than at Christmas time, 
when the number of requests to run parties, adopt 
families, and supply clothing are so numerous that the 
department must refer some prospective donors to other 
sources and agencies. 


The Temporary Home — Oftentimes a Haven for 
the Hopeless 

The Temporary Home further illustrates the care 
taken to meet community needs as they occur. Since 
1662, Boston maintained an Almshouse, which, after 
several changes of location, ultimately moved to Deer 
Island in 1853. One steamer crossed daily at 2 P.m., 
which left the Overseers with the problem of what to 
do with people applying between crossings. For this 
purpose the city used the Town Crier’s House on 
Portland Street, until 1857, when the Temporary Home 
was formally established. Thus the Home has 106 
years of service to its credit, 94 of them at its present 
site at the corner of Chardon and Bowker Streets. 


At Chardon Street, Problems Predominate 
Boston’s most troubled people often find shelter in its 
walls and, through the help offered there, manage to 
mend tattered hopes and bury old fears. Many of them, 
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living in the shadow of overwhelming problems, have 
run away. When they realize their problems come with 
them, they often end up at the Home, where they are 
helped to face these problems. 

The Chardon Street Home is an emergency resource 
used by the police, hospitals, and the department when- 
ever people are homeless. Over the years, staffers have 
become expert problem-solvers, adept apartment-hunt- 
ers, and have even mastered the precarious art of keeping 
children confined to quarters happy in the downstairs 
plavroom. 


This year 1,323 individuals were admitted, including 
family groups, unattached women and children, and 
transient adolescents; 13,968 days of care were provided 
and 38,329 meals served. 

The deceptively simple task of bringing everyday 
order to lives shattered by circumstances, dashed 
aspirations, and human frailty is something the staff does 
well. Most individuals are restored to the community, 
but it is characteristic of the Home that many cases are 
informally followed after leaving the Home, and some 
are asked back to participate in the many festivities 
provided at the Home during the holiday season. 


Wayfarers’ Lodge and Woodyard—Reminders of 
an Era That Is Past 

Previous to 1957, the Home’s counterpart for men in 
Boston was the Waytarers’ Lodge, located on Hawkins 
Street. Established in 1879, the Lodge provided meals 
and lodging for homeless and unemployed men in return 
for work in the adjacent woodyard. 

The woodyard was inspired by an 1875 Massachusetts 
law permitting communities to require persons to work 
in return for food and lodging. A present-day ramifica- 
tion of this is the assignment of some men receiving 
General Relief to light maintenance work in department 
buildings. Today, however, work assignment is more 
an opportunity than a requirement and is sometimes 
used as a kind of “‘job-readiness”’ for men who have 
not held a job for a long time. 
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Although a relic of the past in its waning years, the 
yard was a busy place when wood was a fuel staple. 
As recently as the early 1900’s, it was a common scene 
to see Hawkins Street cluttered with horse-drawn 
wagons waiting to purchase wood from the yard. By 
1957, however, the financial drain of operating both the 
Lodge and woodyard was obvious, and both were closed. 


Presently, through a service contract with the Boston 
Industrial Home, the department continues to supply 
meals and lodgings for homeless men. Of the 20,744 
men aided in ’63, over 12,419 are the so-called repeaters, 
who return each month for assistance and have been 
known to the department for many years. Many are 
skid-row inhabitants, and the department, along with 
other agencies, continues to seek solutions to their 
multiple problems by participation on planning com- 
mittees mapping plans for skid-row areas. Others, 
however, like Ransom Rowe, who stayed at the Lodge 
and later left a trust fund grant, are temporarily bereft 
of money, friends, and resources. For all these men 
counseling help is provided and in 43 instances General 
Relief established. 


Homeless Men’s Services Consolidated 


In the past year, an effort to consolidate services for 
these men in Boston resulted in the transfer of the 
Homeless Men’s Section to the Church Street unit. 
Here, employment referrals and other services are 
provided, while night registration for rooms is handled 
by our staff at 2 Berkeley Street in space provided by 
the Boston Police Department. 


Directly or Indirectly—the End Result Is Service 

Thus far, we have talked in large measure of direct 
services to recipients, but there is much done behind the 
scenes which also spells improved service. With the 
help of a battery of IBM machines and the RAMAC 
computer close to one million checks are sent out to or 
in behalf of clients and complicated federal reimburse- 
ment claims filed. A new inserting machine installed 
during the year, which inserts, seals, stamps, and 
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counts some 50,000 checks monthly at the rate of 6,000 
per hour, has further accelerated the check’s trip to the 
recipient’s mailbox. 

During 1968, six welfare bank accounts were consoli- 
dated into one, meaning further economy of operation 
and the reassignment of seven staff members to more 
vital tasks. On other fronts, records are kept, statistics 
compiled, and resources checked. 


Legal Actions Save the City More Than Half a 
Million 

Legal activities in ’63 saved the city $644,685.75. 
Of this amount, $357,081.71 or 55.4 percent represented 
actual money recovered from court orders and standard 
checks on bank accounts, insurance, real estate, and 
various other sources. The balance reflects money the 
department saved because court orders obtained either 
under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Support 
Act (URESA) or through Massachusetts courts per- 
mitted the reduction or suspension of aid, as fathers, 
often located through department efforts, began to 
contribute. The Social Security Administration con- 
tinues as the main information center for locating these 
men. Of the 1,167 inquiries processed through this 
bureau last year, 805 names and addresses of former 
employees were furnished. 


In-Service Training—Planned with the Client in 
Mind 

In-service training is another area where recipients 
are the ultimate benefactors of programs unknown to 
them. While informal training sessions have long been 
a part of department policy, this activity traces its 
formal beginnings back to 1950, and its growth since 
then has closely paralleled increased emphasis on 
casework services. 

Subscribing to the theory that nothing substitutes for 
a good beginning, much training centers around orienta- 
tion. During 1963, 101 new workers received the 
three-day intensive indoctrination program and con- 
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tinued with the weekly sessions scheduled for the first 
phase of orientation, while 58 workers assigned the 
previous year completed the second phase of the program. 


The Hood Fund—for Eight Years an Indispensable 
Training Resource 

By means of the Hood Fund, courses in growth and 
behaviour and casework principles have been available 
to the the staff on a continuing basis since 1955. With 
funds from this source now depleted, it is fortunate 
that the 1962 welfare amendments authorized more 
federal funds for training welfare personnel. Under 
this new legislation, the department is planning a 
15-week course for 30 supervisors at Boston College 
specifically designed to meet the practical daily problems 
faced by public assistance supervisors. The course 
begins in January of 1964 and will be largely subsidized 
by federal and state grants which will cover 87 per cent 
of the bill, the city picking up the tab for the balance. 


An Organized Approach Keeps Administrative 
Expenses Constant 
Again this year, bulk ordering of supplies and the 
printing of all our own stationery and many of our 
forms kept administrative expenses other than payroll 
constant from a percentage point of view. Thus, while 
new machines and two new cars upped these expenses 
to $313,078.96, this still represented only .6 of 1 percent 
of total expenditures. | 
The year did not pass without increased employees’ 
benefits. Changes in the welfare compensation plan 
gave all a salary increment, and, while most wished it 
were more, all agreed it represented a step in the right 
direction. Also liberalized were vacation benefits, as 
the Mayor cut by half the time needed to qualify for 
three and four weeks of vacation. 


Our Growing Staff — a Yardstick of Progress 

Perhaps there is no more telling sign of our growth 
in the past century than our ever-increasing staff. Up 
until 1918, our fiftieth year, their numbers were such 
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that they could be recorded in each annual report. 
Today, with 800 employees staffing our offices, such a 
policy is obviously prohibited, yet, if anything, our 
debt to each of them has increased rather than decreased 
in recent years. 


Staff turnover, particularly among new social workers, 
has the makings of a genuine problem if necessary 
steps are not taken. In 1961, the Massachusetts 
legislature took steps to make a college degree a requisite 
for aspiring social workers. The state’s welfare com- 
pensation board, however, has failed to adjust salaries 
even to the extent that they correspond to those paid 
beginning teachers in Boston. 


The Economics Are Elementary 


If we are to have the best trained staff to provide 
the many services presently required, we must have a 
salary schedule which places us in a competitive position 
to attract the best of our college graduates. No matter 
how humanitarian individuals may be, most must also 
consider supporting themselves and sometimes a family. 
If this situation is not remedied, we can have no quarrel 
with the potential social worker who decides to re- 
direct his humanitarian efforts to teaching or another 
field. The social worker is merely a case in point, for 
additional revisions to the entire department’s salary 
schedule are long overdue. 


From Past and Present — Guidelines for the 
Future 

Thus we come to the end of another year’s chronicle, 
having said much about the more important activities 
of 1963 but little about the things that made them 
possible—phone calls made; letters typed; routine 
visits completed; crises averted. But all of these and 
many more made possible the progress of the past 
year. 

Our hope is that we have reinforced the service 
foundation of welfare programs to such an extent that 
their optimum growth is assured in the years ahead. 
If we have done so, we have in the past year only added 
some finishing touches to the work of a century.

Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to 
time, and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the 
city council shall be held on every Monday at two o’clock 
P.M. Special meetings may be called by the president 
at his discretion, and by the city clerk for the purpose 
only of drawing jurors. No special meeting of the city 
council, except to draw jurors, shall be called, except 
with the consent of all the members, upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are 
mailed or dispatched by special messenger. 


QUORUM. 

Rute 2. A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of five members. If, at the time any meeting is called 
to order, or if, during a meeting, on a vote on the 
adoption of a motion or order, a roll call shows less 
than a quorum present, the president may declare a 
recess of not more than ten minutes, after which time, 
if a quorum is not present, the meeting shall be ad- 
journed. If, on the question of lack of a quorum a 
roll call shows less than a quorum present, the pres- 
ident shall declare the meeting adjourned. 


PRESIDENT. 

Rute 3. The president of the council shall take 
the chair at the hour to which the council shall have 
adjourned and shall call the members to order, and a 
quorum being present, shall proceed with the regular 
order of business. In the absence of the president the 
senior member by age present shall preside as tem- 
porary president, or until a presiding officer is chosen. 
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Rue 4. The president shall preserve decorum and 
order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business, 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table, shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 


The question shall be put as follows: 


‘“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of 
the council?”’ The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes.are to the contrary. 


The president may, at any time, during debate or 
otherwise, declare a recess for not more than ten 
minutes, and such action shall not be subject to appeal, 
nor shall any motions apply thereto. © 


Rute 5. The president shall propound all motions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be put first. 


Rue 6. The president shall, at the request of any 
member, make a division of a question when the sense 
will admit of it. 


Rue 7. The president shall, without debate, decide 
all questions relating to priority of business to be acted 
upon. 


Rute 8. The president shall declare all votes; but 
if any member doubts a vote, the president shall cause 
a rising vote to be taken, and, when two members so 
request, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified by 
yeas and nays. 


Rue 9. The president shall appoint all committees, 
fill all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the 
members thereof. 
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Rue 10. When the president of the council or the 
president pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution shall 
not continue beyond an adjournment. 


Motions. 
Rue 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the president shall so direct. 


Rue 12. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being 
lost shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike 
out and insert. 


Rute 138. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Any motion, order or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bear- 
ing on the business of the council shall be referred 
without debate to the committee on rules and shall 
not be further considered by the council except upon 
report by that committee. There shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule 
shall not be subject to suspension. No motion shall 
apply, nor shall unanimous consent to speak on the 
matter so referred be in order. 

The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order or resolution so referred to it is out of order 
because not having a direct bearing on the business of 
the council, and its report shall be a final disposition 
of the matter, subject to an appeal which shall be 
governed by the same provisions as those governing 
appeals from rulings of the presiding officer. 


Rue 14. When a petition, order or resolution relates 
to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the city 
council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 

1. Toa standing committee of the council. 
2. Toa special committee of the council. 
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Any member offering a motion, order or resolution, 
which is referred to a committee, shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is 
made thereon, provided he so requests at the time of 
offering the order or before final action by the committee. 

If, after thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a standing vote 
of three members of the city council. 

If, within thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a majority vote 
of all the members. 

If, after sixty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, any member may recall such 
matter from the committee, and such matter shall not 
again be committed to any committee other than the 
executive committee. 

The provisions of this rule shall not apply to matters 
referred to the rules committee under Rule 13, and 
such matters shall not be considered except upon 
report by that committee. 


Rue 15. After a motion has been put by the presi- 
dent it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous 
consent. 


Rue 16. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained, and shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To postpone to a day certain. 

To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely. 


Oe ee ated oe 


Rue 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion 
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to lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate. 


READINGS. 


Rute 18. Every ordinance, order and resolution, 
unless reported upon by a committee or rejected, shall 
have two several readings, both of which may take 
place at the same session unless objection is made, pro- 
vided, however, that all orders for the expenditure of 
moneys, unless reported upon by a committee of the 
council, shall lie over for one week before final action 
thereon. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first reading, the document may be read by 
its title only. All orders releasing rights or easements 
in or restrictions on land, all orders for the sale of land 
other than school lands, all appropriations for the 
purchase of land other than for school purposes and 
all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote 
of two-thirds of all the members of the city council, 
and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings 
and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after 
the first, except in cases in which a shorter period is 
authorized by law. Any order rescinding an order for 
any of the foregoing purposes shall require the same 
number of readings and of votes as was required for 
the passage of the original order. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rue 19. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting. 
Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to 
twenty minutes, and no member shall occupy more 
than four minutes, but on a vote upon any subsidiary 
or incidental question, debate shall be limited to ten 
minutes, and no member shall occupy more than two 
minutes. 

Ruie 20. When a motion to reconsider has been 


decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
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amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in 
either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, 
and, in speaking, shall refrain from mentioning any 
other member by name, shall confine himself to the 
question, shall not use unbecoming, abusive, or un- 
parliamentary language, and shall avoid personalities. 
Any member who, in debate or otherwise, indulges in 
personalities or makes charges reflecting upon the 
character of another member, shall make an apology 
in open session at the meeting at which the offence is 
committed or at the next succeeding regular meeting, 
and, failing to do so, shall be named by the president or 
held in contempt and suspended from further partici- 
pation in debate until said apology is made. 


Ruue 22. No member shall speak more than once 
on a question when another member who has not 
spoken claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, 
without his consent, be interrupted by another, except 
upon a point of order. 


Ru LE 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 


Rue 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote in the affirmative or negative or shall 
respond ‘‘present,’’ unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him from voting. 
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STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. The following standing committees of 
the council, and all other committees, unless specially 
directed by the council, shall be appointed by the 
president: 


1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 


2. A committee on Appropriations and Finance, to 
consist of all the members of the council, to whom shall 
be referred such appropriation orders as may be sub- 
mitted to the council from time to time, and all applica- 
tions for expenditure which involve a loan. 


3. A committee on Claims, to consist of five members 
of the council, to whom shall be referred all claims against 
the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually an account of 
the claims awarded or approved by them, and the 
amount of money awarded or paid in settlements thereof. 


4. A committee on Confirmations, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all appointments which are required to be confirmed 
by the council. 


5. A committee on Hospitals, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters concerning hospitals. 


6. A committee on J nspection of Prisons, to consist 
of five members of the council. 


7. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before the committees of the General 
Court and represent the interest of the city; provided, 
said committee shall not appear unless authorized by 
vote of the city council and shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding city council. 


8. A committee on Licenses, to consist of five mem- 
bers of the council, to whom shall be referred all peti- 
tions for licenses and permits. 
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9. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
ordinances or orders concerning ordinances. 


10. A committee on Public Housing, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all matters concerning public housing. 


11. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

12. A committee on Public Services, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all matters concerning public safety, public welfare, 
public works, parks, playgrounds and recreation. 

13. A committee on Rules, to consist of five members 
of the council, to consider all matters concerning the 
rules, and to whom shall be referred all resolutions 
expressing opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 

14. A committee on Urban Renewal, to consist of 
all the members of the council, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all matters concerning urban redevelopment, 
rehabilitation and renewal. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

Rue 26. At every regular meeting of the council 
the order of business shall be as follows: 

1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 

3. Reports of city officers, etc. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of committees. 

6. Motions, orders and resolutions. 


SPECTATORS. 

Rute 27. No person, except a member of the 
council, shall, at any time, be permitted to occupy 
the seat, in the council chamber, of any member of 
the council. The city messenger shall enforce this rule. 
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Rue 28. No person, excepting officials connected 
with the city council, and duly assigned reporters of 
the daily newspapers, shall be allowed in the ante- 
rooms or upon the floor of the council chamber while 
the council is in session. Spectators will be allowed in 
the gallery of the council chamber when the council 
is In session, and no one will be admitted to said gallery 
after the seats are occupied. No demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval from the spectators shall be 
permitted, and if such demonstrations are made the 
gallery will be cleared. The city messenger shall enforce 
this rule. 

BuRIAL GROUNDS. 

RuuE 29. No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial shall be granted until a public hearing 
shall have been given by the executive committee of the 
city council on the application for such permission, after 
due notice has been given abutters. 


CoMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


Rue 30. No meeting of any committee shall, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof, be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours from the time 
the clerk shall have mailed the notices or dispatched 
them by special messenger, provided, however, that 
meetings of the executive committee may be held in the 
recess period of any meeting of the council without such 
consent or notice. No committee, unless authorized by 
an order of the city council, shall incur any expense. 
No committee meetings shall be called later than one 
hour immediately preceding the time set for any regular 
meeting of the city council, nor shall any committee 
remain in session later than the hour named for any such 
regular meeting. 

The clerk of committees shall mail notices of all 
committee meetings to all the members of the council. 


Form oF VOTES. 


Rute 31. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
‘“‘Ordered”’ for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be ‘‘Resolved”’ for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 
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TRANSFERS. 

Rute 32. Every application for an appropriation 
to be provided for by transfer shall be referred to the 
executive committee, unless otherwise ordered, and no 
such appropriation shall be made until the said com- 
mittee has reported thereon. 


Use oF Rooms on Councit FLoor. 

Rue 33. No person except members and officers of 
the city council and regularly assigned city hall reporters 
shall be admitted at any time to the president’s room, 
the personal offices of the councillors, executive com- 
mittee room or council chamber, except when invited 
on official business or accompanied by a member of 
the council. 


CONFIRMATION OF APPOINTMENTS. 


Rue 34. The question of confirming appointments 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yes and no ballot, 
if requested by one member or directed by the presiding 
officer. 

AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 

Rute 35. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of all the members of the city 
council.

CHAPTER 1. 


STRIKING Out OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1961 A 
FuRTHER PROVISION MADE OBSOLETE BY THE RBE-

Be wt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 


1961 is hereby amended by striking out clause (298). 
[Approved February 6, 1963. 


CHAPTER: 2. 


CONCERNING THE REMOVAL OF POLITICAL ADVERTISING 
FROM CERTAIN Posts, PoLEs, FENCES, TREES, 
WALLS, BUILDINGS OR OTHER STRUCTURES. 


Be ut ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Chapter 29 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is 
hereby amended by inserting the following new section: 
Section 938A. No candidate for any public office 
shall allow any political notice, advertisement or bill 
bearing his name to remain posted up or affixed in any 
manner to a post, pole, fence, tree, wall, building or 
other structure in the city, beyond thirty days after the 
election in which he was a candidate, without having 
previously obtained the written consent of the person 
having possession of such post, pole, fence, tree, wall, 
building or other structure. 
[Approved February 12, 1963. 


CHAPTER 3. 


RELATIVE TO THE INVESTIGATION AND REMOVAL OF 
FIRE AND EXPLOSION HAZARDS. 
Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Chapter 3 of the Ordinances of 1959 is hereby amended 
by striking out section 1.20 and inserting in place thereof 
the following section: 
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Section 1.20. Investigation and Removal of Fire and 
Explosion Hazards. ‘The Head of the Fire Department 
may, and upon complaint of a person having an interest 
in any building or premises or property adjacent thereto, 
shall, at any reasonable hour, enter into any building 
(including a dwelling) or any part thereof (including 
any dwelling unit therein) or upon any premises (in- 
cluding any alley or private way adjacent thereto), 
and make an investigation as to the existence of any 
material or condition therein or thereon likely to 
cause fire or explosion or to increase the intensity 
or spread of fire or constituting an obstacle to free 
ingress into, or egress from, such building (or part 
thereof) or premises. Whenever he finds any such 
material or condition to exist, he shall, in writing, 
order it to be removed or remedied within such time 
as he shall deem reasonable in the circumstances and 
specify in the order. If in his opinion such material 
or condition is extremely hazardous, he may order 
it to be removed or remedied immediately. Notice 
of such order shall be served by a member of the Fire 
Department upon the owner of the building or premises 
or his agent; provided, that if an occupant is responsible 
for such material or condition, such notice may be 
so served upon him, and provided further, that if after 
reasonable search neither the owner nor any agent 
of the owner, can be found, such notice may be served 
by posting in a conspicuous place upon the building 
or premises.

Each member of the board of appeal in the building depart- 
ment shall receive for every day or part thereof of actual 
service twenty-five dollars; but in no event shall any member 
of said board receive in any one year more than thirty-five 
hundred dollars in the aggregate for services rendered by him 
under the building code and the zoning law. Each member of 
the board of examiners in the building department, and the 
appointive member of the board of examiners of gasfitters in 
said department, shall receive for every day or part thereof of 
actual service fifteen dollars, but in no event more than fifteen 
hundred dollars in any one year. | 

The person in the service of the real estate appraisal division 
of the assessing department serving ez officio on the board of 
review in said department shall, while so serving, receive as 
compensation for his services as chairman and a member of 
said board, in addition to the compensation for his regular 
service in said division, the amount, if any, by which such 
compensation is exceeded by the maximum compensation for 
an office allocated to Grade No. 438 of the compensation plan 
from time to time in effect for the county; and the person in the 
service of the statistical research division of said department 
serving ex officio on said board shall, while so serving, receive 
as compensation for his services on said board, in addition to 
the compensation for his regular service in said division, the 
amount, if any, by which such compensation is exceeded by 
the maximum compensation for an office allocated to Grade 
No. 38 of such compensation plan. 

The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they held an 
office allocated to Grade No. 40 of the compensation plan from 
time to time in effect for the county; assistant assessors lawfully 
required to devote at least thirty-five hours a week to their 
work shall be compensated as if they held an office allocated to 
Grade. No. 30 of said compensation plan; and other assistant 
assessors shall be compensated as if they held an office allocated 
to Grade No. 15 of said compensation plan. 

The auctioneer in the real property department shall be 
compensated as if he held a position allocated to Grade No. 
30 of the compensation plan from time to time in effect for 
the county.

known as the Supervisor of Personnel, an officer known as the 
Purchasing Agent, and the commissioner of assessing, the city 
auditor and the collector-treasurer, ex officiis.

offices. The supervisor of personnel shall be appointed by the 
mayor, and hold office, subject to the civil service laws and 
rules, and shall devote his whole time to the duties of his office. 
The director of administrative services shall exclusively have 
the powers, and perform the duties, of a department head 
with respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates for the 
administrative services ee and the several officers 
thereof. 


CHAPTER 5. f 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


SecTION 1. Department and Divisions. There shall be in the 
city a department, known as the Assessing Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board consisting of an officer, 
known as the Commissioner of Assessing, appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which a mayor 
is elected, and of two other officers, known as Associate Commis- 
sioners of Assessing, each appointed by the mayor for a like 
term. The mayor shall from time to time by a writing filed

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with the city clerk designate one of the associate commissioners 
of assessing as the associate commissioner of assessing for 
motor vehicle excises and the other as the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes. 

Said board shall divide the assessing department from time 
to time into a real estate appraisal division, a statistical re- 
search division, and such other divisions as said board shall 
adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the department. 


Sect. 2. Powers and Duties of Commissioner of Assessing. 
The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing depart- 
ment including the board of review, exclusively have the 
power, and perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law 
on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appoint- 
ment, suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification 
of subordinates. The commissioner of assessing shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the assessor and the board of review in the assessing 
department in existence immediately prior to the taking effect 
of this ordinance with respect to taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have the powers 
and perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
on assessors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws ap- 
plicable to Boston with respect to taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes. 


Sect. 3. Powers and Duties of Associate Commissioners of 
Assessing. The associate commissioners of assessing shall have 
the powers and perform.the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect, in the case of the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate 
commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, 
in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case 
of the associate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to 
poll taxes. In addition, each associate commissioner of assess- 
ing may, at such time as he shall have been so authorized by 
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written designation signed by the commissioner of assessing, 
approved by the mayor and filed with the city clerk and such 
authorization shall not have been revoked in like manner, 
exercise the powers and perform the duties of commissioner of 
assessing in relation to such matters as may be specified in 
such designation. In the event of the absence, disability or 
vacancy in office of an associate commissioner of assessing, the 
powers and duties conferred or imposed upon him by or under 
this section shall be exercised and performed by the other 
associate commissioner of assessing. 


Sect. 4. Board of Review. 'There shall be in the assessing 
department a board, known as the Board of Review, con- 
sisting of (1) such person in the service of the real estate 
appraisal division of the assessing department as the mayor, 
by a writing filed with the city clerk after the commencement 
of a municipal year, shall designate to serve ex officio on said 
board at his pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, 
shall be chairman of said board, (2) such person in the service 
of the statistical research division of the assessing depart- 
ment as the mayor in like manner shall designate to serve 
ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and 
(3) such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public 
at large to serve on said board for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial mu- 
nicipal election at which a mayor is elected. 


It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every 
application for the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax and report to the commissioner of assessing 
its findings and recommendations with respect thereto, in- 
cluding such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after discus- 
sion with the applicant, the board may think proper. 


Sect. 5. Application for Abatement. Every application for 
abatement filed with the assessing department shall be deemed 
to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a real estate 
or personal property tax, the commissioner of assessing, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a motor vehicle 
excise tax, the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, and in the case of an application for the abate- 
ment of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assessing 
for poll taxes.

Commonwealth Avenue between Chestnut Hill Avenue and 
South Street; and provided also that as to the lot of land at the 
southwest corner of Commonwealth avenue and Massachusetts 
avenue the prohibition of the use of building for mercantile 
purposes shall apply only to so much of any building erected

Annual Sewer Use Charges. 

Sect. 8.* Under authority of section 16 of chapter 83 of

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The quantity of water supplied by the city through a water 
meter in good working order shall be determined by the readings 
of such meter. The quantity of all other water shall be esti- 
mated by the commissioner of public works by any reasonable 
and equitable method apt in the circumstances of the particular 
case to determine the quantity of water discharged through 
the particular sewer or sewers of the estate into the common

Said 
commissioner shall in his order of assessment designate as the 
owner of a parcel assessed the person who was liable to assess- 
ment therefor on the preceding January first under the pro- 
visions of chapter fifty-nine of the General Laws.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the requirements of Chapter 3, 
Section 24 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the City of Boston 
Auditorium Commission for the year ending December 
31, 1963. 7 

The Auditorium Commission is composed of five 
members, who serve without compensation for a term 
of five years. Members of the Commission are: William 
D. Ireland, Chairman, Donald B. Stanbro, Robert C. 
Nordblom, Frank R. Kelley, and William H. Ohren- 
berger. This Commission held forty-one publicly 
advertised meetings in 1963. 

Construction of the Auditorium was begun in 1962, 
and it is now well on its way toward the completion 
date which is expected to be in November of this year. 
However, during the past year, it was necessary for the 
architects to redesign the north easement wall of the 
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Auditorium to accommodate the revised location of 
the sewers in that area, and also, revisions had to be 
made for the Massachusetts Turnpike Fan Room, cost 
of which is to be borne in most part by the Turnpike 
Authority. The contractor, 8. Volpe & Co., Inc., has 
been paid $6,371,271.59 as of December 31st of this 
year. Periodic inspections of the construction work 
have been made by the Commission. 

Many interviews have been held during the year 
for the position of Director of the Auditorium. In 
October of this year, the Commission contracted with 
a consultant for a period of nine months in order to 
obtain assistance in connection with the formulation 
of policies for managing the Auditorium after its com- 
pletion, for advice on furnishings, concessions, and 
schedule of rates, etc., for the Auditorium. 

A model of the Auditorium was constructed for the 
purpose of displaying at conventions and exhibitions. 
Approximately 36 national and regional conventions 
and shows have been tentatively booked for the Audi- 
torlum for the year 1965. 

On October 23rd of this year, Your Honor partici- 
pated at the Cornerstone Laying ceremonies of the 
Auditorium along with the Commission, the Governor, 
the former Mayor, officials of the Prudential: Insurance 
Co., and representatives of many organizations through- 
out the city.

Ordered: That the sum of six hundred fifty-one thousand four hundred 
twenty-three ($651,423.00) dollars be appropriated to the Fire Department 
for salary increases to Fire Fighters and Uniform Fire Alarm Personnel, 
effective on the first Wednesday following approval of this order, and to 
meet said appropriation the sum of six hundred fifty-one thousand four 
hundred twenty-three ($651,423.00) dollars be, and hereby is, transferred 
from available funds in the City Treasury.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1964, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and for 
the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 


Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the Metropolitan Water District Commission, Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and for the interest and debt requirements 
for water purposes be met by the income of said service, and any excess 
over income, from taxes, as provided for by Chapter 488 of the Acts of 
1895; that the appropriation for Sewer Service current expenses, payment 
of maintenance assessments to the Metropolitan District Commission, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and for the interest and debt require- 
ments for loans issued for sewer purposes be met by the income of said 
service, and any excess over income, from taxes, as provided for by Section 
16 of Chapter 83 of the General Laws as amended by Chapter 311 of the 
Acts of 1961; that appropriations for the maintenance and operation of 
parking meters and the regulation of parking and other traffic activities 
incident thereto, be met by the income from parking meter fees; exclusive 
of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of 
any statute, gift, trust or special appropriation; by the income of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1964; by taxes on the estates in the 
City of Boston; and by the proceeds of any duly authorized loans, 


Ordered, That the appropriation for the Cemetery Division, Parks and 
Recreation Department in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 13 
of the Acts of 1961 be and hereby is appropriated from the General Ceme- 
tery Fund, to be expended under the direction of the Commissioner, Parks 
and Recreation Department for the Cemetery Division the expense of 
maintenance, improvement and embellishing said cemeteries as is not met 
by the income of deposits for perpetual care on hand December 31, 1963. 


Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of the 
city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any depart- 
ment or division for any other department or division, or for any person 
or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the general 
treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation be expended 
for the objects and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof, 
including such sums as may be appropriated for the Sewer and Water 
Divisions of the Public Works Department and so designated in said 
appropriations as a proper allocation to the Public Works Department 
General or any sub-division ‘thereof. 


Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax for 
the year 1964, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the Com- 
monwealth, shall be due and payable on July 1, 1964. Interest shall be 
charged at the rate of 4 per cent per annum and computed from October 1, 
1964, on all real estate and personal property taxes remaining unpaid 
after November 1, 1964, and assessed and payable in the year 1964, before 
said November 1, 1964, until such taxes are paid. All interest which shall 
have become due on taxes shall be added to and be part of such taxes. 


Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully made, no 
money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes or 
items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in excess 
of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or item.
